Several  pages  of  "Letters  to  the  Editor"  which  are  in 
type  are  held  over.  Others  are  printed  on  pp.  63-65,  and 
are  followed  by  replies  to  queries. 

The  cardamom  of  the  mediaeval  Pharmacopoeias  has  ap- 
peared again  in  London,  but  it  sold  at  a  fifth  of  the  price 
of  Ceylon-Mysore  cardamoms  (p.  34). 

New  Excise  Orders  comprise  additions  to  those  in  regard 
to  the  use  of  duty-free  stills  by  chemists  and  of  methylated 
spirit  in  making  liniments  and  lotions  (p.  51). 

The  composition  of  senna  has  been  attacked  in  the  Well- 
come Chemical  Research  Laboratory,  and  Mr.  F.  Tutin,  in- 
a  communication  about  it  to  the  Chemical  Society,  states 
that  he  is  unable  to  confirm  Tschirch's  conclusions  (p.  53). 

The  reaction  in  overseas  trade  was  quite  pronounced  in 
October,  judging  by  the  Board  of  Trade  Returns.  Imports 
advanced  by  71U.38'2/. ,  or  1  per  cent.,  and  exports  declined 
by  1,711,2832.,  or  3.5  per  cent.  Our  imports  of  chemicals  and 
the  like  were  93.146/.  more,  the  total  being  1,219,637/. 
Exports  of  chemicals  were  less  by  22,090/.  only,  which  must 
be  considered  satisfactory  as  compared  with  other  staple- 
trades.    Fuller  comment  is  reserved  until  our  next  issue. 

National  Insurance  Act. 

The  enormous  share  that  the  Medical  Benefit  now  has 
of  pharmaceutical  interest  in  Great  Britain  is  shown  by 
the  space  that  news  about  the  matter  occupies  in  our  issues. 
This  week  a  section  of  fully  eight  pages,  beginning  on  p.  39, 
is  occupied  by  (1)  a  synopsis  of  the  revised  Medical  Regula- 
tions;  (2)  a  declaration  by  the  Scottish  Commissioners 
guaranteeing  panel  chemists  in  the  North  at  least  Is.  5</~ 
of  the  Drug  Fund,  with  more  to  follow  if  possible ;  and  (3) 
reports  of  meetings.  The  revised  Regulations  embody  the- 
old,  and  some  new  ones  dealing  with  Panel  Committees  and' 
Pharmaceutical  Committees,  also  showing  how  these  will 
get  the  penny  allotted  to  them  by  the  1913  Act.  This  is 
also  discussed  on  pp.  50-52,  along  with  the  position  in 
Scotland.  A  "London  Gazette"  notice  revokes  Part  IV. 
of  the  regulations  issued  last  week — i.e.,  provisions  relating 
to  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees.

Korarima  Cardamoms. 


AT  the  drug-auction  on  October  30  sixteen  bags  of 
cardamoms  chipped  from  Port  Sudan  were  bought  in  at 
2s.  6d.  per  lb.,  but  on  November  13  forty-four  bags  sold 
in  open  competition  at  Is.  per  lb.  We  reproduce  draw- 
ings of  typical 
f  J/~  specimens    of  the 

fruits,  which  are 
those  originally  de- 
signated by  Pareira 
as  A  m  o  m  u  m 
korarima.  It  is 
interesting  to  recall 
that  this  spice, 
which  met  with  so 
ttle  attention,  is 
Cardamom  ma  jus, 
Valerius  .Cordus 
and  Matthiolus, 
which  was  men- 
tioned in  most 
ancient  Pharma- 
copoeias. The  fruit 
has  since  dis- 
appeared .  from 
European  com- 
merce. Pareira's 
specimens  w  ere 
brought  to  him 
from  Abyssinia,  but 
the  plant  itself  has 
apparently  never 
seen  described 
His  description  is 
as  follows  : 

''Capsule  ovate, 
pointed.  flattened 
one  side,  striated 
with  a  broad  cir- 
cular umbilicus  or 
scar  at  the  bottom, 
around  which  is  an 
elevated  notched  and 
corrugated  margin.' 
The  rounded  or  somewhat  angular  seeds  possess  the 
flavour  associated  with  cardamoms,  and  are  not  burning 
to   the    taste    like    "grains    of   Paradise."  Korarima

cardamons  are  collected  by  natives  of  South  Abyssinia  in 
the  Tumbe  district,  which  is  called  by  them  "the  country 
of  the  korarima."  They  are  taken  to  Basso,  an  important 
agricultural  centre,  and  from  there  are  carried  to 
Massowah. 


The  Origin  ot  Shaving. 

The  habit  of  shaving  is  not  of  a  very  ancient  origin. 
When  humanity  lived  a  quiet,  rural,  and  unambitious  life, 
men  did  not  shave :  their  hair  was  their  glory,  and  if  they 
had  occasion  to  swear,  which  must  have  been  infrequent, 
their  hardiest  and  readiest  oath  was  "By  the  beard  of 
my  father,"  showing  clearly  that  this  feature  was  held  in 
veneration  in  early  times  and  was  probably  accorded  divine 
honours  upon  suitable  occasions.  With  the  advent  of  war 
came  the  habit  of  shaving.  A  beard  offered  too  handy  a 
grip  to  a  foeman  who  had  gotten  to  close  quarters ;  there- 
fore warriors  who  had  no  true  hardihood  of  soul  preferred 
cutting  off  their  beards  to  the  honourable  labour  of  defend- 
ing their  chins.  Many  ancient  races  effected  a  compromise 
in  order  to  retain  a  fitting  military  appearance,  for  a  bare- 
faced warrior  has  but  little  of  terror  in  his  aspect.  The 
ancient  Egyptians,  for  example,  who  had  cut  off,  or  could 
not  cultivate,  or  had  been  forcibly  deprived  of  their  beards, 
were  wont  to  go  into  battle  clad  in  heavy,  falso  whiskers, 
which,  when  an  enemy  seized  hold  of  them,  cam©  off 
instantly  in  his  hand,  and  the  ancient  Egyptian  was 
enabled  to  despatch  him  while  in  a  trance  of  stupefaction 
and  horror.  Clean-shaved  men  became,  by  this  cowardly 
stratagem,  very  much  prized  as  fighting  men,  and  thus  the 
foundation  of  the  shaving  habit  was  laid. — From  "  Here 
arc  Ladies,"  hy  Mr.  James  Stephens.

Councillor  William  Briggs,  chemist  and  druggist  (retired), 
is  now  Mayor  of  Lancaster,  of  which  he  is  a  native,  being 
a  son  of  the  late  Captain  Robert  Briggs.  He  served  his 
apprenticeship  with  Messrs.  Carruthers  &  Bagnall,  chemists, 


Alu.  W.  BniCGs.  Mb.  J.  Llewellyn-. 

New  Street,  Lancaster,  and  gained  further  experience  with 
Messrs.  Kingsford  &  Co.,  Piccadilly,  London.  He  passed 
the  Minor  examination  in  April  1881,  and  commenced  as  a 
chemist  on  his  own  account  in  Cheapsidc,  Lancaster,  in 
March  1885.  He  Avas  so  successful  that  he  was  able  to 
retire  in  1899,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  R.  T.  Simpson, 
a  former  apprentice. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Brotherton,  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Leeds,  is  a  re- 
spected member  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  and 
an  ammonia-distiller,  with  works  at  Birmingham,  Glasgow. 
Leeds  Liverpool,  Sunderland,  and  Wakefield.  He  Avas 
Mayor  of  the  last-named  place  in  1902-3,  and  its  Member  of 
Parliament  from  1902  to  1910.  ,  . 

Mr.  J.  A.  Dawes,  M.P..  the  Mayor  of  Southwark,  is 
Chairman  of  the  London  Insurance  Committee. 
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Major  C.  E.  Dyson,  local  manager  for  the  United  Alkali 
Co.,  Ltd.,  is  the  new  Mayor  of  Flint. 

■  Mr.  Thomas  Lloyd  Jones,  the  new  Mayor  of  Denbigh, 
passed  the  Minor  examination  in  December  1890.  He  is  the 
younger  son  of  the  late  Alderman  H.  Lloyd  Jones,  J. P..  and 
was  born  at  Mold.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Denbigh 
Town  Council  for  eight  years,  and  has  been  Deputy-Mayor 
for  the  past  two  years,  and  also  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee.  His  election  to  the  Mayoralty  wa6  unanimous. 
Mr.  Jones  took  over  the  business  of  his  uncle,  Mr.  Harrison 
Jones,  some  sixteen  years  ago,  and  has  carried  it  on  meet 
successfully.    The  business  was  established  in  1811. 

Alderman  John  Llewellyn.  Mayor  of  Cowbridge,  is  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  has  carried  on  business  success- 
fully for  many  years  in  this  his  native  town.  He  passed 
the  Major  in  April  1875.  The  Alderman  is  a  Freeman  of 
the  borough,  and  has  been  elected  Mayor  for  the  second 
time.  He  previously  filled  the  office  of  Mayor  in  1892-3. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Council  since  its  inception  in 
1887. 

Mr.  Henry  Morgan  Lloyd,  chemist  and  druggist,  Merthyr 
Tydfil,  is  the  new  Mayor  of  this  town.  Mr.  Lloyd  quali- 
fied in  July  1894,  and  carries  on  business  at  28  Victoria 
Street,  Merthyr.  He  is  forty-two  years  of  age,  and  a  native 
of  Dowlais,  where  he  is  very  popular,  and  was  Deputy- 
Mayor  in  1912.  Mr.  Lloyd  is  President  of  the  local  Chemists' 
Association,  and  of  the  Welsh  Chemists'  Rexall  Club. 

Major  W.  B.  Robinson,  of  Messrs.  Robinson  &  Sons,  Ltd.. 
Sheaf  Bridge  Mills,  has  been  elected  Deputy-Mayor  of

Brevities.

Mr.  John  Stainer  and  Mr.  J.  J.  Giles,  chemists  and 
druggists,  Folkestone,  have  been  appointed  Justices  to 
exercise  locally  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Luna-cv  Act.

The  Hertfordshire  County  Council  have  granted  an 
employes'  poison-licence  to  C.  0.

The  forty-eighth  annual  Chemists'  Ball  will  be  held  at 
the  Whitehall  Rooms,  Hotel  Metropole,  London,  S.W., 
on  January  14.  The  Secretary,  Mr.  Alan  Francis,  22  to 
30  Graham  Street,  City  Road,  London,  N.,  will  be 
glad  to  hear  from  any  gentlemen  who  are  willing  to  act 
as  stewards. 

The  "Middlesex  Hospital  Journal"  for  November 
contains  an  .account  by  Dr.  Hector  A.  Colwell  of  the 
Countess  of  Kent's  "  Choice  Manual,"  which  was  pub- 
lished in  the  seventeenth  century  and  ran  through 
numerous  editions.  A  note  is  also  given  regarding  Boyle's 
'Medicinal  Experiments"  and  there  is  an  illustration  of 
the  tomb  in  Southwark  Cathedral  of  Lockyer,  the  inventor 
of  Lockyer'e  pills. 

The  Leamington  Chamber  of  Trade  is  promoting  a  move- 
ment for  the  promotion  of  a  common  dinner  hour.  The 
idea  is  that  in  the  interests  of  employers,  employes 
and  the  public  the  total  closing  of  shops,  say,  from  1.15  to 
2.15  would  be  workable.  The  chemists'  members  present 
at  the  meeting  were  silent,  but  a  pharmacist  interviewed 
by  our  correspondent  said  it  would  not  answer  for  chemists 
who  are  liable  to  post-haste  calls. 

The  awards  as  a  result  of  the  window-dressing  coni- 
petitions  during  the  recent  Blackburn  shopping  week  in- 
clude a  first  prize  to  Messrs.  Wells  &  Co.j  chemists. 
69  Higher  Eanam,  Blackburn,  for  a  display  of  "  Nupines," 
and  another  ("Norman"  vase)  to  Mr.  W.  H.  Grimshaw, 
chemist  and  druggist,  69  Higher  Eanam.  In  the  central 
area,  Messrs.  Booth  &  Openshaw,  chemists,  Darwen 
Street,  obtained  a  third  prize  in  the  "Things  to  Use" 
section,  and  a  first  prize  lor  the  best  decorated  premises 
by  daylight. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council, 
Mr.  King  urged  that  the  Council  should  allow  seedsmen 
to  sell  poisonous  weed-killer,  instead  of  leaving  it  a 
monopoly  in  the  hands  of  chemists.  Mr.  G3yn-Jones  said 
that  if  one  seedsman  or  florist  were  given  a  licence  he 
would  have  an  advantage  over  all  his  competitors,  and, 
again,  if  a  licence  was  given  to  one,  why  not  to  all? 
He  moved  that  the  whole  question  be  considered  by  the 
General  Purposes  Committee  and  a  general  principle  laid 
down.  Mr.  Warnford-Davis  seconded,  and  the  motion 
was  carried. 

British  Optical  Institute. 

The  new  premises  of  the  British  Optical  Institute  at 
Grove  Road,  Brixton  Road,  London,  8.W.,  were  opened 
on  November  10.  Despite  the  wet  evening,  a  company 
of  over  a  hundred  past  and  present  students  assembled. 
Dr.  Max  Coque,  the  Principal,  opening  the  proceedings, 
mentioned  that  he  has  been  teaching  optics  in  London 
now  for  eight  years.  He  called  upon  Mr.  J.  H.  Sutcliffe, 
Secretary  of  the  British  Optical  Association,  to  declare 
the  Institute  open.  This  Mr.  Sutcliffe  did  in  a  speech, 
in  the  course  of  which  he  compared  the  educational 
facilities  which  existed  twenty-five  years  ago  with  those 
of  to-day.  He  was  followed  by  an  old  student,  Mr. 
Colebrook  and  Mr.  Harry  Furth.  The  last-named  men- 
tioned that  a  scholarship  'scheme  is  being  arranged  which 
it  is  hoped  will  take  effect  next  year.  An  exhibition  of 
optical  instruments  was  afterwards  inspected  and  refresh- 
ments were  served.

Mr.  J.  J.  Shawyer,  chemist  and  druggist.  Mayor  of 
.Swindon,  has  been  re-elected  on  the  Town  Council. 

Mr.  John  Nicholas,  Llandovery,  has  been  elected  a 
member  of  Llandovery  Town  Council  for  a  third  time. 

Alderman  J.  A.  Steward,  J. P.,  President  of  the  Wor- 
cester Chemists'  Association,  was  on  November  10  re-elected 
an  Alderman  of  the  Worcester  City  Council.  Mr.  Steward 
first  entered  the  Council  in  1885,  and  was  appointed  an 
Alderman  ten  or  twelve  years  ago.  He  has  been  Mayor 
(twice)  and  High  Sheriff  of  the  city. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

A  touch  of  humour  is  given  to  the  allocation  of  the 
City  Councillors,  for  on  the  Committee  of  Baths  Councillor 
Poole  finds  a  place.  Alderman  Clayton  is  placed  on  the 
Water  Committee. 

At  the  annual  prize  distribution  at  the  Hanky  Secondary 
School  last  week,  the  Headmaster  (Mr.  W.  M.  Wilson) 
said  :  "  We  have-  far  more  applications  for  boys  to  enter 
the  pharmaceutical  profession  than  we  have  boys  to  fill 
the  posts.  The  new  Pharmacy  Act  has  made  a  great 
difference." 

At  an  inquest  at  Sparkhill  cn  Monday  it  was  stated 
that  medicine  could  not  be  got  for  four  hours  as  it  was 
early  closing  day.  The  Coroner  thought  this  was  rather 
serious,  and  that  it  was  possible  to  get  a  prescription 
made  up  at  any  time.  Inquiries  by  a  local  newspaper 
show  that  the  chief  difficulty  is  in  regard  to  branch  shops 
where,  under  the  Shops  Act,  the  manager  must  get  a 
half-holiday,  and  it  is  not  possible  in  all  cases  to  obtain 
relief  assistants,  with  the  result  that  some  shops  must 
be  closed. 

Mr.  Tom  Ground,  the  manager  of  Messrs.  Southall 
Bros.  &  Barclay's  sundries  department,  is  retiring  after 
forty  years'  service,  to  the  regret  of  his  principals  and 
colleagues.

Mr.  Ground  is  succeeded  by  Mr.  John  Tolmie,  buyer 
and  manager  for  Messrs.  Hedges,  who,  at  an  entertain- 
ment given  to  him  by  the  staff  of  that  firm,  was  presented 
with  a  handsome  diamond  pin. 

From  Various  Courts. 

At  a  Bolton  inquest  last  week,  the  evidence  showed  that 
Amy  Johnson  (21)  died  after  receiving  severe  burns  from 
the  accidental  overturning  of  a  vessel  containing  melted 
naphthalene  for  making  disinfectant  shells,  during  the 
temporary  absence  of  the  labourer  in  charge. 

At  Liverpool  Quarter  Sessions  on  October  30,  Arthur 
O'Donnell  was  sentenced  to  two  years'  hard  labour  for 
stealing  three  sets  of  false  teeth,  value  5/.,  the  property 
of  Mr.  T.  M.  Cook,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  49  Market 
Street,  Hindley.    (C.  «{•  D.,  August  30,  index  folio  348.) 

At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on 
N  ovember  12,  Philip  K.a!iusky  (32),  and  Paul  Lohmann 
126),  dealers,  Bethnal  Green,  were  remanded  on  a  charge 
of  having  in  their  possession  75  lb.  of  uncustomed  sac- 
charin in  Whitfield  Street,  Tottenham  Court  Road.  Bail 
was  allowed  for  'each  of  them  on  surety  of  500Z. 
.  At  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  on  November  11,  Ernest 
Hartman  (16),  errand-boy,  plended  guilty  to  stealing  ninety- 
two  photographs  and  with  forging  an  order  for  a  pocket- 
kodak,  with  intent  to  defraud  his  employers,  Jonathan 
Fallowfisld,  photographic  apparatus  manufacturers.  Charing 
Cross  Road.  London,  W.  The  boy  was  bound  over  on  his 
father's  bail. 

At  the  East  Ham  Police  Court  on  November  7,  Clement 
Boyc?  Randall  (36),  described  as  a  chemist,  51  Vicarage 
Lane,  Stratford,  was  charged  with  insulting  behaviour 
at  Willmer's  Drugstores,  High  Street  North,  East  Ham. 
Randall,  in  defence,  said  that  he  was  managing  a  shop 
belonging  to  Mr.  Willmer,  who,  without  giving  him  formal 
notice,  sent  two  men  there,  and  they  put  screws  in  the 
shop  door.  His  wife  was  seriously  ill,  and  he  wanted 
to  speak  to  Mr.  Willmer,  and  ask  what  he  meant  by  it. 
The  Bench  told  prisoner  that,  whatever  his  trouble  might 
be,  it  was  no  reason  for  him  to  create  a  disturbance.  A 
fine  of  5s.  and  costs  was  imposed. 


Dispensers'  Appointments. 

The  Portsmouth  Guardians  on  November  6  adopted  a 
recommendation  of  the  Infirmary  Committee  that  Mr. 
F.  S.  Willcocks,  the  dispenser,  who  had  resigned  owing 
to  ill-health,  be  granted  an  allowance  of  45Z.  1,5.  Id.  per 
annum,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government 
Board.  It  was  explained  that  Mr.  Willcocks  had  actually 
served  for  fifteen  years  and  seven  months,  and  it  was 
proposed  to  add  five  months  to  complete  the  year  for 
superannuation  purposes.  The  question  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  successor  was  next  discussed.  Mr.  B.  E.  R. 
Burridge,  chemist  and  druggist,  assistant  dispenser,  was 
appointed  dispenser,  and  it  is  proposed  to  appoint  as  his 
assistant  "a  compounder  of  medicines  duly  qualified  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  for  the  Army  Medical 
Staff  Corps,  at  a  salary  of  60Z.  per  annum,  rising  to  80Z. 
per  annum  by  yearly  increments  of  51.,  with  rations.'' 

Liverpool  University. 

For  some  years  local  pharmacists  have  occasionally 
taken  out  instruction  in  the  University  of  Liverpool  in 
the  subject  of  bacteriology,  but  until  the  present  there 
has  not  been  formed  a  course  specially  for  their  instruc- 
tion. As  there  has  recently  sprung  up  a  demand  for 
special  teaching  in  this  subject,  the  University  has  now 
decided  to  begin  a  course  of  instruction  for  qualified 
pharmacists  next  term.  This  course  is  the  outcome  of 
the  proposal  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  by  Mr.  Prosper 
H.  Marsden  that  a  special  class  .should  be  formed. 
The  course  will  be  conducted  by  Professor  Beattie,  who 
in  addition  to  being  the  Professor  of  Bacteriology  is 
also  City  Bacteriologist.  Applications  for  admission  to 
the  course  require  to  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Dean 
of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  before  December  19. 

Manchester  Notes. 

The  twenty -eighth  annual  exhibition  of  the  Manchester 
Amateur  Photographic  Society  is  to  be  held  at  the  Chorlton 
Town  Hall,  Manchester,  from  November  22  to  29,  the 
Athenaeum  not  being  available  this  year.  Report  says  it  is 
to  be  exceptionally  good. 

Sir  Walter  Royse,  the  Lord  Mayor,  entertained  the  office 
staff  of  Messrs.  S.  W.  Royse  &  Co.,  chemical  merchants, 
Albert  Square,  Manchester,  to  dinner  on  November  6.  Sir 
Walter,  who  is  slowly  recovering  from  a  serious  illness, 
was  presented  with  a  silver  loving-cup  and  an  address. 

The  scarcity  of  errand-boys  in  Manchester  is  becoming 
a  serious  matter,  notices  "  Errand-boy  wanted  "  being  seen 
on  all  side6.  One  chemist  in  South  Manchester  had  such 
a  notice  in  his  window  for  seven  weeks  without  obtaining 
a  suitable  applicant  at  wages  almost  double  those  paid  a 
year  or  two  ago. 

Messrs.  Thompson  &  Capper,  chemists,  Piccadilly,  are 
having  a  clearance  sale  of  perfumes  and  toilet  articles  to 
make  room  for  their  new  Christmas  stock.  They  are  also 
offering  many  photographic,  bargains.

Hankineon,  pharmacists,  69  Market  Street,  Manchester, 
have  at  present  a  fine  show  of  red  rubber  hot-water  bottles 
and  other  seasonable  article.-,  such  as  chest-protectore. 

Phaimacy  in  Guernsey. 

The  Poisons  Ordinance  to  which  reference  was  made  in 
the  C.  <(■  /■>■,  November  8,  index  folio  693,  was  further 
Considered  by  the  Royal  Court  cf  Guernsey.  It  was 
unanimously  decided  not  to  exempt  cough  syrups  or 
mixtures,  liniments,  etc.,  from  the  labelling  provisions 
as  originally  drafted.  The  articles  enumerated  in  the 
Ordinance  arc  to  be  given  in  the  English  language 
When  the  question  was  raised  of  employing  the  word 
Poison  "  in  large  letters  "  it  was  urged  that  this  might 
be  inconvenient  in  the  esse  where  a  prescription  only 
ordered  a  small  quantity  of  a  poison.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  the  labelling  provision  does  not  apply  to  medi- 
cine dispensed.  It  was  agreed  to  alter  the  wording  so 
as  to  make  it  clear  that  a  chemist  need  not  add  the  word 
"  Poison  "  to  the  label  of  medicines  ordered  in  a  pre- 
scription. It  was  suggested  that  seedsmen  might  be 
allowed  to  sell  weed-killers  and  insecticides  under  the 
same  conditions  as  in  England;  and  although  the  idea 

  r.upnortpd    bv    others.    Jur?t    Kinne^sly  remarked 

"  They  do  a  lot  of  things  in  England  we  don't  do  here," 
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and  further  stated  that  the  majority  of  insecticides  sold 
by  seedsmen  do  not  contain  scheduled  poisons.  Potassium 
.<-yanide,  which  had  been  especially  mentioned,  should,  he 
said,  never  be  sold  by  a  seedsman.  The  Bailiff  said 
that  even  if  the  public  paid  more  for  a  poison  the  pro- 
tection afforded  justified  the  extra  cost.  The  Court  tie 
ferred  consideration  of  the  schedule  until  the  attendance 
■of  Mr.  Collenette,  who,  although  not  in  business  as  a 
■chemist  now,  is  an  expert  in  chemistry  and  agriculture. 
In  this  connection  the  Guernsey  Growers'  Association 
have  since  arranged  to  send  a  deputation  to  the  Royal 
Court  in  favour  of  exemption  for  agri-horticultural 
"poisons.

Libels  on  Mr.  Glyn- Jones,  M.P. 


Before  the  Common  Serjeant  (Sir  F.  A.  Bosanquet),  ab 
the  Central  Criminal  Court,  Old  Bailey,  London,  on  Novem- 
ber 13,  Walter  Tyler  (54),  formerly  Food  and  Drugs  and.. 
Weights  and  Measures  Inspector  under  the  Middlesex- 
County  Council,  came  up  for  trial  on  indictment  charging, 
him  with  having  maliciously  published  defamatory  libels  ire. 
the  form  of  letters  and  postcards  addressed  to  Mr.  W.  S.-- 
Glyn-Jones,  M.P.,  barrister-at-law,  at  the  House  of  Com-- 
moos,  the  Guildhall,  Westminster,  and  his  private  address,. 
24  Old  Park  Villas,  Palmer's  Green,  N.  (see  C-  <b  D.,. 
November  8,  index  folio  695).  Mr.  R.  D.  Muir  and  Mr.. 
Percival  Clark,  instructed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Pro- 
secutions, were  counsel  for  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  Purcell . 
acted  as  counsel  for  the  defence. 

A  plea  of  "  Not  guilty  "  was  tendered,  but  after  a  brief, 
interview  with  his  counsel  and  solicitor,  prisoner  withdrew 
this  and  tendered  the  other  of  "  Guilty." 

Mr.  Muir  was  proceeding  to  state  hi6  case  against  the- 
prisoner,  when  the  Common  Serjeant  remarked  "The  in- 
dictment is  that  of  publishing  a  libel  against  somebody  of. 
the  name  of  Glyn-Jones."  This  bland  remark  caused  a  sfight 
titter   in  Court.      Counsel,  however,  explained  that  Mr. . 
Glyn-Jones  is  an  Alderman  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council, . 
a  member  of  the  Bar,  and  also  a  member  of  Parliament. 
Then  Mr.  Muir  related  how,  uv>  till  October  1908,  prisoner  • 
was  an  inspector  under  the  Middlesex  County  Council  -r  how, 
in  consequence  of  a  report  upon  his  conduct  submitted  by 
a   sub-committee   of  that  body,  of  which  Mr.  Glyn-Jones 
acted   as  Chairman,  he  lost  his  position;   and  how,  from 
July  of  the  present  year,  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  received  a  series  of 
letters    and   postcards  purporting  to  come  from  girls  of  ' 
various  names  charging  him  with  being  the  father  of  their 
illegitimate  children.    Counsel  handed  the  original  docu- 
ments to  his  Lordship,  who  carefully  perused  them,  and, 
having  done  so,  pointed  out  that  they  were  not  of  a  black- 
mailing character.      All  the  letters  were  handed  by  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  to  the  police,  and  were  found  to  be  in  the  same  ■ 
handwriting.    How  they  were  traced  to  the  prisoner  was  ■ 
then    explained.      "  The    Director    of    Public  Prosecu- 
tions,"    Mr.     Muir    went    on    to    say,    "  took    up  this 
charge  of  defamatory   libel  because   Mr.    Glyn-Jones  is 
a  gentleman  occupying  a  public  office,  who,  apparently,  had.1 
been  libelled  because  he  had   performed  his  duty  in   the  ■ 
ordinary   way."    Dr.  Dyer  had   interviewed    prisoner  on 
behalf  of  the  Department,  and  had  come  to  the  conclusion! 
that  the  prisoner  is  in  his  right  mind — althoiigh  it  is  a  very 
nasty  mind.    That,  gentleman  was  present  to  tell  his  Lord- 
ship the  result  of  his  investigations  if  this  was  necessary. 
Answering  the  Common  Serjeant,  Mr.  Muir  said  he  very 
much  doubted  whether  the  letters  written  by  prisoner  were  • 
a  serious  attempt  to  blackmail.    Looking  at  them  and  the  ■ 
nature  of  the  others  found  in  his  possession,  they  were  merely 
intended  to  annoj 

Mr.  Purcell,  counsel  for  the  prisoner,  in  his  address  to  the 
Bench,  said  at  the  outset:    "Let  me  say  on  behalf  of  the  ■ 
defendant  that  there  was  not  a  particle  of  foundation  for  - 
any  of  the  observations  made  in  the  letters  sent  to  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones.    It  is  quite  clear  that  there  was  equally  no  ■■ 
intention  to  levy  blackmail.      What    they  amount    to  is 
scurrilous  abuse,  very  offensive,  very  wrong,  and,  of  course, 
criminal."  Counsel  then  proceeded  to  argue  that  at  the  time 
prisoner  wrote   "those  fantastically  improper  letters"  he- 
was  suffering    from   mental   ill-health.      Having  sketched" 
prisoner's  career,  Mr.   Purcell  attributed  the  cause  of  his  ■ 
downfall  to  an  unhappy  home  and  to  demoralising  environ- 
ment subsequent  to  his  discharge  from  a  public  appointment. 
He  appealed  in  the  circumstances  for  leniency,  assuring  his  ■ 
Lordshio  that  prisoner  had  friends  who  are  ready  to  take  ■ 
care  of  him,  and  give  him  a  fresh  start  in  life. 

The  Common  Serjeant  spoke  of  the  libels  as  "  more  likely 
to  ruin  a   man  than  taking  anything  of  his  property  or  ■ 
charging  him  with  almost  any  other  conceivable  offence."" 
Nothing  could  be  more  mischievous  or  more  dangerous  than 
writing  such  letters  as  the  prisoner  had  admitted  penning- 
to  a  man's  wife,  and  sending  them  through  the  post. 

Mr.  Boswell,  Court  missionary,  Marylebone;  Mr.  Wilfred 
Firth,  solicitor,  Brentford;  and  Dr.  Gubbins.  Ealing,  gave 
evidence  of  prisoner's  impaired  nervous  condition,  and  pro- 
mised to  assist  him  in  getting  suitable  employment  eo  soon 
as  he  is  released. 

The  Common  Serjeant,  said  he  would  postpone  sentence 
till  the  next  Sessions.  Meantime,  a  close  observation  would' 
be  kept  on  prisoner,  who  is  evidently  temporarily  off  his- 
mental  balance.  In  all  the  circumstances,  his  Lordship- 
went  on,  no  gain  to  the  public  would  be  derived  from  in- 
flicting a  severe  punishment  in  the  meantime-.

REVISED  MEDICAL  BENEFIT  REGULATIONS. 

Advance  copies  of  the  revised  Regulations  for  the 
•■.administration:  of  Medical  Benefit  were  issued  by  the 
'■Commissioners  on  November  11.  Whereas  the  Regula- 
"<tions  issued  on  December  5,  1912,  numbered  sixty-one, 
•extending  to  thirty-two  pages,  the  revised  ones  number 
•eighty-seven,  and  extend  to  fifty-two  pages.  They  are 
■  divided  as  follows  : 

ARRANGEMENT    OF  REGULATIONS. 
Part  I. — General. 
Part  II. — Arrangements  for  the  Provision  of  Medical 
Benefit. 

Part  III. — Methods  of  Obtaining  Medical  Benefit. 
Part  IV. — Financial  Provisions. 
IPart  V.-— Provisions  Relating  to  Sub-Committees,  etc. 

Part  VI. — Inquiries  Relating  to  Practitioner. 
Part  VII. — Inquiries  Relating  to  Persons  Supplying 
Drugs  or  Appliances. 
Part  VIII. — Miscellaneous. 
In  an  explanatory  circular  the   Commissioners  state 
'that  the  revision  was  undertaken  with  a  view  to  the 
adoption  of  numerous  suggestions  made  as  a  result  of 
actual    working   experience,    and    for    the   purpose  of 
simplifying    and    facilitating    administration    from  the 
point   of    view    of    all   parties    concerned.      The  new 
Regulations     do     not     affect     the     amount  available 
'for   the  remuneration    of   doctors   or    chemists.  They 
r  revoke,     but     incorporate     the     provisions     of.  the 
National  Health  Insurance  (Administration  of  Medical 
Benefit)  Amendment  .Regulations,  1915,  and  the  National 
Health  Insurance  (Medical  Practitioners  :   Inquiry  Pro- 
-cednre)  Regulations  (England),  1913,  besides  providing 
'for  the  Panel   Committees   and   Pharmaceutical  Com- 
•m'ittees  of  the  1913  Act. 

We- think -as  good  a  way  as  any  to  give  our  readers  a 
'clear  conception  of  the  revised  Regulations,  without 
■publishing  them  side  by  side  in  their  entirety,  is  to  com- 
ment seriatim  upon  those  which  are  continued  from  the 
T-912  issue,  and  to  print  others  of  importance  with  appro- 
priate remarks. 

Provision  of  Drugs  and  Appliances. 

The  articles  relating  to  this  formed  Part  III.  in  1912. 
•  and    embodied    'i.7    to   38    inclusive.     These    are  now 


dispersed  in  various  parts,  as  the  following  contrast 
shows  :

10. — (1)  The  Committee  shall,  after  consultation  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee,  embody  in  a  draft  agreement 
the  terms  upon  which  it  is  proposed  to  invite  persons  to 
undertake  the  supply  of  drugs  or  appliances,  or  both,  and 
shall  submit  the  draft  to  the  Commissioners  for  their 
approval. 

(2)  Every  such  draft  agreement  shall  include  the  Drug 
Tariff  sind  the  method  by  which  payment  for  drugs  not 
included  in  the  Drug  Tariff  is  to  be  calculated,  .and  the 
conditions  specified  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  these  Regula- 
tions, with  the  necessary  modifications  in  the  case  of  a  per- 
son undertaking  to  supply  drugs  or  appliances  only,  or  not 
entitled  to  dispense,  and  with  such  other  modifications  as 
the  Committee  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
missioners, think  fit. 

(3)  The  Committee  shall  make  arrangements  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  securing  that  in  each  area, 
so  far  as  practicable,  one  or  more  of  the  places  of  business 
of  persons  supplying  drugs  and  appliances  shall  at  all  reason- 
able times  be  open  to  insured  persons  who  require  drugs 
or  appliances. 

Article  33  in  the  1912  Regulations  dealt  with  the  list 
of  persons  supplying  drugs  and  appliances ;  it  is  now 
Article.  11,  and  12  was  Article  30,  dealing  with  arrange- 
ments for  supply  by  practitioners  of  drugs  and  appliances 
(i.e.,  in  rural  areas),  and  the  following  is  introduced  : 

(2)  Arrangements  made  by  the  Committee  for  the  supply 
of  drugs  to  an  insured  person  by  a  practitioner  shall  not 
be  determined  during  the  year  in  respect  of  which  they 
are  made,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  in  the  course  of  that 
year  a  chemist  who  carries  on  business  within  a  distance 
of  one  mile  from  the  residence  cf  tho  insured  person  is 
included  in  the  list  of  persons  supplying  drugs  or  appliances, 
or  that  a  chemist  on  the  list  of  persons  supplying  drugs  or 
appliances  commences  to  carry  on  business  within  that 
distance. 

The  following  articles  are  revisions  of  Nos.  35,  36,  37, 
and  38  in  the  1912  Regulations  : 

Revision  of  Drug  Tariff. 

18 — (1)  If  at  any  time  the  Committee  desire  to  make  any 
alterations  in  the  Drug  Tariff  or  in  any  other  of  the  terms 
upon  which  the  supply  cf  drugs  and  appliances  is  under- 
taken, they  shall,  after  consultation  with  the  Local  Medical 
Committee  and  the  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees, 
submit  for  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  a  statement 
of  the  proposed  alterations,  and  where  the  Commissioners 
have  prescribed  any  further  appliances,  of  tho  prices  on 
the  basis  of  which  the  sums  to  be  paid  for  those  appliances 
are  to  be  calculated. 

(2)  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners,  tho 
alterations  shall  take  effect  as  from  the  commencement  of 
the  succeeding  year,  or  from  such  later  date  as  the  Com- 
missioners may  determine. 

(3  The  Committee  shall  not  later  than  6ix  weeks  beforo 
the  commencement  of  any  year  give  notice  to  each  person 
supplying  drugs  or  appliances  cf  the  alterations,  if  any,  in 
the  Drug  Tariff  or  other  terms  which  will  take  effect  in  the 
succeeding  year. 

Admission  to  and  Withdrawal  from  List  of  Persons 
Supplying  Drugs  or  Appliances. 

19.— (1)  If  a  person  supplying  drugs  or  appliances,  other 
than  one  whose  name  has  been  removed  bv  the  Commis- 
sioners from  the  list  of  persons  supplying"  drugg  or  ap- 
pliances in  force  in  the  area  of  any  Committee  in  tho 
United  Kingdom,  at  any  time  makes  application  to  the 
Committee  for  that  purpose,  the  Committee  shall  ineludo 
him  in  the  list. 

(2)  Any  person  supplying  drugs  or  appliances  who  desires 
to  have  his  name  removed  from  the  list  may  give  notice 
in  writing  to  the  Committee  to  that  effect  not  later  than 
four  weeks  before  the  commencement  of  anv  year,  and  his 
name  shall  thereupon -be  removed  from  the"  list  at  the  end 
of  the  year  in  which  notice  is  given  : 

Provided  that  where  in  the  course  of  any  year  a  person 
supplying  drugs  or  appliances  desires  to  determine  his 
agreement  with  the  Committee,  and  the  Committee  consent, 
his  name  may  be  removed  from  the  list  as  from  such  date 
as  may  bo  agroed  between  him  and  the  Committee. 
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(3)  The  name  of  any  person  supplying  drugs  or  appliances 
who  dies  during  the  year,  or  whose  name  is  directed  to  be 
removed  from  the  list  by  the  Commissioners,  shall  there- 
upon be  removed  from  the  list: 

Provided  that  where  upon  the  death  of  any  person  supply- 
ing drugs  or  appliances  the  business  is  carried  on  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  as 
amended  by  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  by  a  per- 
son who  is  his  executor  or  administrator  or  the  trustee  of 
his  estate  within  the  meaning  of  Section  16  of  the  former 
Act,  that  person  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  person  included 
in  the  list  so  long  as  the  business  is  carried  on  by  him  in 
accordance  with  trie  provisions  of  those  Acts. 

(4)  The  Committee  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  inform  the 
Commissioners  of  any  alteration  in  the  list. 

(5)  A  copy  of  the  list  revised  up  to  date  shall  be  kept 
available  for  the  inspection  of  any  insured  person  at  the 
office  of  the  Committee  and  at  such  other  places  as  thu 
Committee  may  think  fit,  and  the  Committee  shall,  at  least 
fourteen  days  before  the  commencement  of  the  year,  issue 
the  list  for  that  year,  and  shall  before  issuing  submit  the 
list  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and,  where  a  person 
supplying  drugs  or  appliances  has  not  given  notice  to  the 
Committee  before  the  date  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  undertaken  the  supply  of  drugs  or  appliances  or 
both,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  succeeding  year  on  tho 
terms  of  his  agreement  with  the  Committee,  as  varied  by 
the  alterations,  if  any,  which  will  take  effect  in  that  year. 

"  Right  to  obtain  drugs  and  appliances "  was 
Article  34,  and  is  now  No.  22  with  verbal  alterations'. 

Financial  Provisions. 

These  constitute  Part  IV.,  and  revise  and  amplify 
existing  articles,  so  far  as  they  directly  affect  chemists' 
accounts.    We  quote  the  most  pertinent  of  them  : 

Medical  Benefit  Fund  Account. 

33. — (1)  All  moneys  payable  to  the  Committee  out  of  the 
General  Medical  Benefit  Fund  including  any  Parliamentary 
grant  or  portion  of  a  Parliamentary  grant  in  respect  of  the 
medical  benefit  of  insured  persons  (other  than  sums  voted 
for  the  purposes  of  a  Special  Drug  Fund  and  Mileage  Fund) 
shall  bo  carried  in  each  year  to  the  Medical  Benefit  Fund 
Account  of  the  Committee. 

(3)  The  sums  carried  in  respect  of  each  year  to  the  Medical 
Benefit  Fund  Account  of  the  Committee  shall  be  divided 
into  three  funds,  to  be  called  respectively  the  Panel  Service 
Fund,  the  Institutions  Fund,  and  the  Special  Arrangements 
Fund,  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  insured  persons  who 
ore  respectively  persons  on  panel-lists,  insured  members  of 
institutions,  and  persons  making  their  own  arrangements, 
and  the  Panel  Service  Fund  shall  be  carried,  as  to  thirteen- 
seventeenths  thereof,  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be  called 
tho  Practitioners  Fund,  and  as  to  four-seventeenths  thereof 
to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be  called  the  Drug  Fund  :  Pro- 
vided that — 

(i)  in  calculating  the  sums  to  lie  carried  to  the  credit 

of  the  above-mentioned  funds  regard  shall  be  had  to 
the  number  of  persons,  who  arc  respectively  persons 
on  panel-lists,  insured  members  of  institutions,  and 
persons  making  their  own  arrangements,  and  in 
respect  of  whom  reduced  contributions  have  been 
paid  under  the  provisions  of  Sub-section  (2)  of  Sec- 
tion 48  and  Sub-section  •  (10)  of  Section  81  of  the 
principal  Act,  and  a  rebate  has  been  claimed  by 
their  respective  Societies  out  of  the  General  Medical 
Benefit  Fund  ; 

(ii)  where,  owing  to  the  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the 

conditions  of  any  Parliamentary  grant  on  the  part 
of  any  practitioner  on  the  panel,  person  supplying 
drugs  or  appliances,  approved  institution,  or  person 
making  his  own  arrangements,  the  sum  payable  to 
the  Committee  in  respect  of  that  grant  is  reduced, 
the  sums  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  above-men- 
tioned funds  shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  secure  that 
the  loss  shall  fall  on  the  appropriate  fund ; 

(iii)  where  any  sums  are  allotted  by  the  Committee  to. 

and  for  the  administrative  expenses  of,  the  Panel 
Committee  or  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  the 
sums  so  allotted  shall  be  charged  to  the  Practitioners 
Fund,  or  the  Drug  Fund,  as  the  case  may  require. 

Payment  to  Persons  Supplying  Drugs  or  Appliances. 
39. — (1)  Every  person  supplying  drugs  or  appliances  (in- 
cluding a  practitioner,  other  than  a  practitioner  to  whom 
capitation  fees  are  paid  in  respect  of  the  supply  of  drugs 
and  appliances)  shall,  on  dates  to  be  appointed  by  the  Com- 
missioners furnish  to  the  Committee  accounts  on  forms 
provided  by  the  Committee,  containing  particulars  of  drugs 
and  appliances  supplied  by  him  to  insured  persons  and 
of  the  prices  of  those  drugs  and  appliances,  calculated  in 


accordance  with  the  method  contained  in  hie  agreement 
with  the  Committee. 

(2)  The  Committee  shall,  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
so  require,  submit  such  accounts  for  the  examination  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee shall  make  a  report  to  the  Committee  stating  which 
items  in  each  account  ought  in  the  opinion  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  to  be  accepted  and  which,  if  any,  ought 
to  be  reduced  or  disallowed,  and  any  account  as  adjusted  in. 
accordance  with  the  recommendations,  if  any,  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  made  thereon  shall  be  binding  on. 
the  person  furnishing  the  account  as  if  it  were  an  account, 
stated. 

(3)  The  Committee  shall,  if  the  Panel  Committee  so  re- 
quire, submit  to  that  Committee  the  accounts  and  the  report,, 
if  any,  made  thereon  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,, 
and,  if  the  Panel  Committee  take  any  objection  to  any  item 
in  any  account  or  to  any  recommendation  contained  in  the: 
report,  the  Committee  shall  decide  as  to  the  validity  of. 
such  objection 

(4)  The  Panel  Committee  may,  if  they  think  fit,  either, 
with  or  without  a  previous  examination  of  the  accounts- 
inform  the  Committee  that  they  are  willing  to  accept  all 
or  any  of  the  accounts  or  any  part  of  any  account  as  furnished, 
to  the  Committee,  or  where  they  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  as  adjusted  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations,  if  any,  made  by  that  Committee,, 
and,  in  so  far  as  the  accounts  are  accepted  by  the  Panel  Com- 
mittee, they  shall  be  binding  on  all  the  practitioners  on  the.- 
panel,  and  the  Committee  shall  be  entitled  to  credit  sums 
to  persons  supplying  drugs  or  appliances  in  accordance  with 
those  accounts. 

(5)  The  Committee  shall  credit  to  each  person  furnishing, 
an  account  the  amount  agreed  under  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  this  Regulation  or  where  no  agreement  has  beern 
arrived  at,  the  amount  which  the  Committee  may  ascertain 
to  be  proper,  and  shall  pay  to  each  such  person  the  amount" 
so  credited  to  him,  or  an  amount  bearing  the  same  propor- 
tion to  the  sum  so  credited  to  him  as  the  amount  remaining 
in  the  Drug  Fund  (after  deducting  any  sums  payable  out; 
of  that  fund  to  tho  Central  Medical  Benefit  Fund  and  any 
•Minis  appropriated  under  the  last  preceding  Regulation) 
bears  to  the  aggregate  amounts  so  credited  to  all  those 
persons,  whichever  is  the  less. 

(6)  Where  a  practitioner  agrees  to  supply  drugs  and 
appliances  to  insured  persons  at  a  capitation  fee,  there 
shall  be  paid  to  him  in  every  year  and  in  respect  of  each, 
such  person  a  sum  equal  to  the  average  amount  payable  in 
that  year  to  persons  supplying  drugs  or  appliances  in  respect 
of  each  person  entitled  to  obtain  drugs  and  appliances  from 
those  persons,  so,  however,  that  (i)  if  the  amount  so  ascer- 
tained exceeds  a  sum  equal  to  the  total  amount  carried  in. 
that  year  from  the  Panel  Service  Fund  to  the  credit  of  the 
Drug  Fund  (after  deducting  any  sums  payable  out  of  that 
fund  to  the  Central  Medical  Benefit  Fund)  divided  by  the 
number  of  persons  on  panel-lists,  it  shall  be  reduced  so  as- 
to  be  equal  to  that  sum,  and  (ii)  if  the  amount  so  ascer- 
tained is  less  than  a  sum  equal  to  three-fourths  of  the  total 
amount  carried  in  that  year  from  the  Panel  Service  Fund' 
to  the  credit  of  the  Drug  Fund  (after  deducting  any  sums- 
payable  out  of  that  fund  to  the  Central  Medical  Benefit 
Fund)  divided  by  tho  number  of  persons  on  panel-lists,  if 
shall  be  increased  so  as  to  be  equal  to  that  sum,  and  for 
the  purposes  of  this  provision  the  number  of  persons  to 
whom  the  practitioner  agrees  to  supply  drugs  and  appliances 
at  a  capitation  fee  shall  be  calculated  by  ascertaining  the- 
number  of  those  persons  included  in  his  list  at  the  com- 
mencement of  each  quarter  and  dividing  the  number  se» 
ascertained  by  four. 

(7)  If  in  any  year  there  is  any  balance  standing  to  tho- 
credit,  of  the  Drug  Fund  after  payment  of  the  amounts 
aforesaid  a  sum  net  exceeding  one-fourth  of  the  total  amount 
carried  from  the  Panel  Service  Fund  to  the  credit  of  the- 
Drug  Fund  in  respect  of  that  year  shall  be  carried  to  the 
credit  of  the  Practitioners  Fund  for  that  year,  and  the 
remainder,  if  any,  shall  be  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  Drug- 
Fund  for  the  succeeding  year. 

(8)  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  receipt  of  an  account 
from  a  person  supplying  drugs  or  appliances  the  Committee- 
shall  pay  to  the  person  furnishing  the  account  such  sum  as 
may  be  agreed  between  the  Committee  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  in  advance  of  the  amount  due  to  him, 
and  shall  pay  the  balance  of  the  amount  so  due  as  soon  asv 
may  be  after  the  expiration  of  the  year. 

Excessive  Ordering  of  Drugs. 
40. — (1)  Where  it  appears  to  the  Panel  Committee  thair 
by  reason  of  the  character  or  amount  of  tho  drugs  or 
appliances  ordered  for  insured  persons  by  any  practitioner 
or  practitioners  on  the  panel,  the  cost  of  the  supply  of  those 
drufrs  and  appliances  is  in  excess  of  what  may  reasonably 
be  necessary  for  the  adequate  treatment  of  those  persons,. 
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rthc  Panel  Committee  may,  and  if  any  representations  to 
that  effect  are  made  to  them  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
rmittee,  shall,  make  an  investigation  into  the  circumstances 
•of  the  case,  whether  in  respect  of  the  drugs  and  appliances 
ordered  by  an  individual  practitioner  or  generally  as  to 
the  orders  given  for  drugs  and  appliances  by  practitioners 
on  the  panel. 

(2)  The  Panel  Committee  shall,  after  hearing  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  and  any  practitioner  concerned,  make 
~a  report  to  the  Committee,  and  if,  after  considering  the 
report,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  an  excessive 
demand  upon  the  Drug  Fund  has  arisen  owing  to  orders 
•given  by  a  practitioner  which  are  extravagant  either  in 
character  or  in  quantity  they  may,  if  they  think  fit,  make 
such  deduction  from  the  amount  payable  to  that  practitioner 
hy  the  Committee  as  they  think  fit  and  shall  pay  the  amount 
«o  deducted  to  the  credit  of  the  Drug  Fund  :  Provided  that 
the  practitioner  shall  be  entitled  to  appeal  to  the  Com- 
missioners, whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

Central  Medical  Benefit  Fund. 

41.  — (3)  The  Commissioners  shall  ascertain  the  number 
of  cases  of  disease  or  disablement  of  persons  on  panel-lists 
in  respect  of  which  they  obtained  treatment  as  temporary 
residents  in  England,  and  shall  credit  to  the  Central  Medical 
Benefit  Fund  and  debit,  as  to  thirteen-seventeenths  thereof 
to  the  Practitioners  Fund  and  as  to  four-seventeenths  thereof 
to  the  Drug  Fund,  a  sum  calculated  by  multiplying  the 
case-value  of  persons  on  panel-lists  by  the  number  of  cases 
so  ascertained. 

Payment  out  of  Centbal  Medical  Benefit  Fund. 

42.  —(2)  A  sum  equal  to  thirteen-seventeenths  of  the  Cen- 
tral Medical  Benefit  Fund  shall  be  carried  to  the  credit  of 
a.  Central  Panel  Fund,  and  the  remaining  four-seventeenths 
to  the  credit  of  a  Central  Drug  Fund. 

(3)  Where  the  aggregate  amounts  so  credited  in  respect 
>of  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  do  not  exceed  the 
Central  Drug  Fund,  the  Commissioners  shall  pay  to  each 
Committee  the  6um  stated  in  the  account  furnished  by  the 
Committee,  and,  where  the  aggregate  amounts  so  credited 
exceed  the  Central  Drug  Fund,  an  amount  bearing  the  same 
proportion  to  the  sum  stated  in  that  account  as  the  Central 
Drug  Fund  bears  to  the  aggregate  amounts  so  credited. 

(4)  If  there  is  any  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  the 
Central  Drug  Fund  after  payment  of  the  amounts  afore- 
said, a  sum  not  exceeding  one-fourth  of  the  total  amount 
carried  to  the  credit  of  the  Central  Drug  Fund  in  respect 
of  that  year  shall  be  carried  to  the  credit  cf  the  Central 
Panel  Fund  and  the  remainder,  if  any,  shall  be  carried  to 
the  credit  of  the  Central  Drug  Fund  for  the  succeeding 
year. 

(6)  The  Committee  shall  pay  to  each  institution  or  per- 
son (including  a  practitioner  on  the  panel)  supplying  drugs 
and  appliances  to  temporary  residents,  a  sum  bearing  the 
same  proportion  to  the  sum  so  credited  to  it  or  him  as  afore- 
said as  the  sum  paid  in  that  year  to  the  Committee  out 
of  the  Central  Drug  Fund  bears  to  the  total  amounts  credited 
■by  the  Committee  in  respect  of  the  provision  of  drugs  and 
appliances  to  temporary  residents. 

(8)  The  provisions  of  this  Part  of  these  Regulations  re- 
lating to  the  powers  cf  the  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees to  examine  accounts  and  to  report  on  or  take 
objection  to  items  in  those  accounts  shall  apply  to  accounts 
rendered  in  respect  of  the  treatment  of  and  supply  of  drugs 
and  appliances  to  temporary  residents  by  practitioners  on 
the  panel  and  persons  supplying  drugs  or  appliances. 

Pharmaceutical  Service. 

This   term   occurs    for   the   first   time   in   the  official 
Medical  Benefit  terms.    It  is  embodied  in  the  following 
articles   in    Part   V.    (Provisions   relating   to  Sub-Com- 
mittees, etc.),  the  pharmacy  articles  being  as  follows  : 
Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee. 

46. — (1)  Every  Committee  shall  constitute  a  special  Sub- 
Committee  (in  these  Regulations  referred  to  as  the  Phar- 
maceutical Service  Sub-Committee)  for  dealing  with  any 
complaint  made  by  a  person  entitled  to  obtain  treatment 
from  a  practitioner  on  the  panel  against  a  person  supplying 
drugs  or  appliances  in  respect  ot  the  quality  of  any  drug? 
or  appliances  supplied,  or  in  respect  of  any  failure  to  supply 
drugs  or  appliances  within  a  reasonable  space  of  time,  and 
every  complaint  so  made  shall  stand  referred  to  that  Sub- 
Committee. 

(2)  The  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee  sha''  be 
constituted  in  the  following  manner: 

(i.)  Three  persons  shall  be  appointed  by  and  from  the 
members  of  the  Committee  who  represent  insured 
persons ; 

hi.)  Three  registered  pharmacists  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee ; 


(iii.)  A  Chairman  shall  be  selected  from  the  neutral  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee,   and  tho  selection  shall  be 
made  by  the  persons  appointed  to  be  members  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee,  or  in 
default  of  selection  being  made  by  those  persons, 
by  the  neutral  members  of  the  Committee : 
Provided  that,  unless  one  of  the  persons  appointed  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  is  a  woman,  at  least  one  of  the 
persons  appointed  by  the  members  of  the  Committee  who 
represent  insured  persons  shall  be  a  woman,  but  the  woman 
so  appointed  may  be  a  person  who  is  or  is  not  a  member 
of  the  Committee. 

(3)  If,  in  the  opinion  cf  the  Chairman,  any  member  of 
tho  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee  is  interested,  or, 
in  the  case  of  a  person  supplying  drugs  or  appliances,  is 
partner  or  assistant  to  a  person  interested,  in  a  com- 
plaint referred  to  them,  that  member  shall  take  no  part 
in  the  hearing  thereof,  but  another  person,  having  the  samo 
qualification  as  the  member  who  has  withdrawn,  shall  bo 
appointed  for  the  purpose,  of  that  hearing  by  the  remaining 
members  who  are  registered  pharmacists,  or  the  remaining 
members  who  represent  insured  persons,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  the  Chairman. 

(4)  The  Committee  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Com- 
missioners, appoint  two  or  more  Pharmaceutical  Service 
Sub-Committees. 

(5)  The  provisions  of  these  Regulations  relating  to  tho 
appointment  and  duties  of  a  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Medical 
Service  Sub-Committee,  the  persons  entitled  to  be  admitted 
to  their  proceedings,  and  the  duties  of  that  Sub-Committee 
with  respect  to  hearing  and  reporting  on  a  complaint,  shall 
apply  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee,  with 
the  substitution  of  the  words  "  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub- 
committee "  for  "Medical  Service  Sub-Committee"  and 
"  Pharmaceutical  Committee  "  for  "  Panel  Committee,"  and 
subject  thereto  the  quorum  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Service 
Sub-Committee,  their  term  of  office  and  the  procedure  with 
regard  to  the  hearing  of  a  complaint,  the  nature  of  the 
evidence  admitted  and  otherwise  shall,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioners,  be  determined  by  the 
Committee. 

(6)  Where  the  allegation  made  against  a  person  supply- 
ing drugs  or  appliances  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee 
substantiated,  the  Committee  may  deal  with  the  matter 
in  accordance  with  any  provisions  in  that  behalf  contained 
in  their  agreement  with  the  person  supplying  drugs  or 
appliances,  and,  if  in  their  opinion  the  continuance  of  that 
person  on  the  list  will  be  prejudicial  to  the  efficency  of  tho 
service  of  insured  persons,  may  make  representations  to 
that  effect  to  the  Commissioners. 

(7)  Where  under  the  provisions  of  their  agreement  with 
a  person  supplying  drugs  or  appliances  the  Committee  have 
recovered  from  him  any  expenses  reasonably  and  neces- 
sarily incurred,  by  an  insured  person  owing  to  a  breach  on 
the  part  of  the  person  supplying  drugs  or  appliances  of 
that  agreement,  thev  shall  repay  to  the  insured  person  the 
expenses  so  incurred. 

(8)  The  Committee  shall  inform  the  person  supplying 
drugs  or  appliances,  in  respect  of  whom  a  complaint  has 
been  made,  of  any  decision  made  by  them,  and  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  appeal  from  that  decision  to  the  Commissioners 
within  fourteen  days  after  receiving  notice  of  the  decision. 

Joint  Services  Sub-Committee. 
47. — (1)  Every  Committee  shall  constitute  a  special  Sub- 
Comiuittee  (in  these  Regulations  referred  to  as  the  "  Joint 
Services  Sub-Committee")  in  the  following  manner: 

(i.)  The  Medical   Service  Sub-Committee  shall  appoint 

from  amongst  its  members  two  practitioners, 
(ii.)  The   Pharmaceutical    Service    Sub-Committee  shall 
appoint  from  amongst  its  members  two  registered 
pharmacists. 

(iii.)  Two  persons  shall  be  appointed  by  and  from  the 
members  cf  the  Committee  who  represent  insured 
persons : 

Provided  that,   unless   any  of  the    persons  ap- 
pointed by  the  Medical  Service  Sub-Committee  or 
the  Pharmaceutical   Service   Sub-Committee  is  a 
woman,  at  least  one  of  the  persons  appointed  by 
the  members  of  the  Committee  who  represent  in- 
sured persons  shall  bo  a  woman,  but  the  woman 
so  appointed  may  be  a  person  who  is  or  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Committee, 
(iv.)  A  Chairman  shall  be  selected  from  the  neutral  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee,  and  the  selection  shall  be 
made  by  the  persons  appointed  to  be  members  of 
tho  Joint  Services  Sub-Committee,  or  in  default  of 
selection  being    made    by  those  persons,  by  the 
neutral  members  of  the  Committee, 
r)  If.  in  the  opinion  of  t>>o  Chairman,  any  member  of  the 
Toint  Services  Sub-Committee  is  interested,  or,  in  the  case 
of  a  practitioner  or  person  supplying  drugs  or  appliances, 
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is  nartner  or  assistant  to  a  person  interested,  in  a  question 
referred  to  them,  that  member  shall  take  no  part  in  the 
hearing  thereof,  but  another  person  having  the  same  quali- 
fication as  the  member  who  has  withdrawn  shall  be  appointed 
for  the  purpose  of  that  hearing  by  the  remaining  member:', 
of  the  class  of  members  to  which  the  member  who  has  with- 
drawn belongs,  and  the  Chairman. 

(3)  Where  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Service  Sub- 
Committee  any  matter  referred  to  that  Sub-Committee 
involves  a  question  relating  to  a  person  supplying  drugs 
or  appliances,  or  where  in  the  opinion  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Service  Sub-Committee  any  matter  referred  to  that 
Sub-Committee  involves  a  question  relating  to  a  practi- 
tioner on  the  panel,  the  Sub-Committee  shall,  in  lieu  of 
dealing  with  the  matter  themselves,  refer  it  to  the  Joint 
Services  Sub-Committee. 

(4)  The  provisions  of  these  Regulations  relating  to  the 
appointment  and  duties  of  a  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Medical 
Service  Sub-Comvnittce,  the  persons  entitled  to  be  admitted 
to  their  proceedings,  and  the  duties  of  that  Sub-Committee 
with  respect  to  hearing  and  reporting  on  a  question  shall 
apply  to  the  Joint  Services  Sub-Committee,  with  the  sub- 
stitution of  the  words  "  Joint  Services  Sub-Committee  "  for 
'"Medical  Service  Sub-Committee,"  save  that  the  Secretaries 
or  other  officers  of  the  Panel  Committee  and  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  shall  be  entitled  to  be  admitted,  and 
subject  thereto  the  quorum  of  the  Joint  Services  Sub-Com- 
mittee, their  term  of  office  and  the  procedure  with  regard 
to  the  hearing  of  a  question,  the  nature  of  the  evidence 
admitted  and  otherwise  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Commissioners,  be  determined  by  the  Committee. 

(5)  The  Committee  shall  be  entitled  to  take  action  on  a 
report  made  by  the  Joint  Services  Sub-Committee  in  respect 
of  a  practitioner  on  the  panel,  a  person  supplying  drugs 
or  appliances,  or  an  insured  person  in  the  same  manner  as 
on  a  report  made  by  the  Medical  Service  Sub-Committee  or 
Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee  and  shall  inform  the 
practitioner  or  person  supplying  drugs  or  appliances  of  any 
decision  made  by  them,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  appeal 
from  that  decision  to  the  Commissioners  within  fourteen 
days  after  receiving  notice  of  the  decision. 

Duty  of  Pharmaceutical  Committee  to  Consider  Complaints. 

49.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee to  consider  any  complaint  made  by  a  person  supply- 
ing drugs  or  appliances  affa:nst  any  other  person  supplying 
drugs  or  appliances,  hivCiVing  any  question  of  the  efficiency 

<  f  the  service  of  drugs  or  appliances  to  insured  persons,  and 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  may  apply  to  the  Commis- 
sioners to  remove  the  name  of  the  person  against  whom 

<  omplaint  is  made  from  the  list  of  persons  supplying  drugs 
or  appliances. 

Inquiry. 

Part  VII.  deals  with  inquiries  relating  to  persons 
supplying  drugs  or  appliances,  and  are  existing  regula- 
tions brought  up  to  date.    They  are  : 

Constitution  of  Inquiry  Committee. 

75.  — (1)  For  the  purpose  of  holding  an  inquiry  as  to 
whether  the  inclusion  or  continuance  of  a  person  supplying 
drugs  or  appliances  in  the  list  of  persons  supplying  drugs 
or  appliances  to  insured  persons  is  or  would  be  prejudicial 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  service,  the  Commissioners  shall  con- 
stitute an  Inquiry  Committee  composed  of  a  barrister-at- 
law  or  solicitor  in  actual  practice  and  two  other  persons, 
who.  if  any  body  has  been  established  for  the  purpose  by 
the  Joint  Committee,  shall  be  selected  from  that  body. 

(2)  The  Commissioners  shall  appoint  one  of  the  members 
of  the  Inquiry  Committee  to  be  Chairman. 

(3)  The  Commissioners  shall  appoint  a  fit  person  to  act  as 
clerk  to  the  Inquiry  Committee. 

Application  of  Part  VI.  of  Regulations. 

76.  Subject  as  aforesaid,  the  provisions  of  Part  VI.  of 
and  the  Seventh  Schedule  to,  these  Regulations  with  respect 
to  the  power  and  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  institute  an 
inquiry,  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  in  connection  with  an 
inquiry,  the  report  of  the  Inquiry  Committee,  and  other- 
wise shall,  with  the  substitution  of  the  words  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee"  for  "Local  Medical  Committee"  and 
such_ other  modifications  as  may  be  necessary,  apply  to  in- 
quiries held  under  this  Part  of  these  Regulations,  and  the 
forms  set  out  in  the  Sixth  Schedule  to  these  Regulations, 
with  the  necessary  modifications,  or  other  forms  substantially 
to  tho  like  effect,  sha'I  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  inquiries 
under  this  Part  of  these  Regulations  in  all  cases  to  which 
those  forms  are  applicable.

The  New  Agreements. 

The  Third  Schedule  sets  forth  the  conditions  of  agree- 
ment for  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  by  chemist.. 
In  the  1912  Regulations  these  consist  of  six  paragraphs  r. 
now  there  are  twelve.  They  are  embodied  in  the  new 
agreement  paragraphs,  which  we  quote  : 

Agreement  between  Person  Undertaking  to  Supply  Drugs-^ 
and  Appliances  and  Insurance  Committee. 
AGREEMENT  dated  the  day  of

whereby  it  is  agreed  as  follows: 

1.  Tho  National  Insurance  Acts,  1911  to  1913,  and  the- 
National  Health  Insurance  (Medical  Benefit)  Regulations 
(England),  1913  (hereinafter  called  "  the  Regulations "),  or 
other  Regulations  for  the  administration  of  medical  benefit 
in  force  for  the  time  being  in  the  area  of  tho  Committee 
are  incorporated  in  and  form  part  of  this  agreement. 

2.  The  Chemist  shall  as  from  the  date  of  the  commence- 
ment of  this  agreement  undertake  the  supply  of  drugs  and' 
app>liances  to  insured  persons  on.  the  terms  of  this  agree- 
ment at  the  place  or  places  of  business  mentioned  in  the 
First  Schedule  hereto,  and  at  such  hours  as  have  been  or 
may  be  specified  in  any  scheme  made  by  the  Committee  and,' 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  in  accordance  with  the 
Regulations* 

3.  The  Chemist  shall,  with  reasonable  promptness,  supply- 
to  any  person  presenting  an  order  for  drugs  or  appliances 
on  a  form  provided  by  the  Committee  for  the  purpose,  and' 
signed  by  any  practitioner  on  the  panel  or  his  deputy,  such' 
drugs  or  appliances  as  are  so  ordered,  and  shall  so  far  ai-. 
practicable  keep  in  stock  for  that  purpose  the  drugs  and' 
medical  and  surgical  appliances  mentioned  or  referr-.d  to 
in  the  Second  Schedule  hereto. 

4.  All  drugs  and  appliances  shall  be  of  good  quali'y,  and' 
shall  be  supplied  at  the  prices  mentioned  or  roared  to  in- 
the  Second  Schedule  hereto,  together  \»ith  a  fee  for  dis- 
pensing (where  dispensing  is  required)  calculated  in  the 
manner  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  the  said  Schedule. 

5.  In  the  case  of  any  drug,  the  price  of  which  is  nod 
mentioned  or  referred  to  in  the  Second  Schedule  hereto, 
the  price  shall  be  calculated  by  reference  to  the  scale  men- 
tioned or  referred  to  in  the  said  Schedule  together  with  a- 
dispensing-fee  calculated  as  aforesaid  where  dispensing  is- 
required 

6.  TIi"  Chemist  shall  provide,  free  of  charge  to  a  person- 
presorting  such  order  as  aforesaid,  proper  bottles  or  other 
vess-l*.  for  any  substances  to  which  Section  5  of  the  Poisons^ 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  or  the  Regulations  made  under 
Section  1  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  relate. 

7.  Where  a  person  upon  presenting  an  order  for  any 
drug  or  appliance  (not  being  a  substance  to  which  the  last 
preceding  clause  hereof  relates)  for  which  a  bottle  or  other 
vessel  is  requisite,  deposits  with  the  Chemist  the  price  of 
the  bottle  or  other  vessel,  the  Chemist  shall  upon  the  return? 
of  the  6aid  bottle  or  other  vessel  in  a  clean  condition  pay 
back  the  sum  so  deposited. 

8.  The  dispensing  of  medicines  shall  be  performed  either 
by  or  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist 
or  by  a  person  who  for  three  years  immediately  prior  to- 
the  16th  December,  1911,  has  acted  as  a  dispenser  to  a 
duly  qualified  medical  practitioner  or  a  public  institution. 

9.  All  drugs  and  appliances  shall  be  supplied  to  the  person- 
presenting  6uch  order  as  aforesaid  free  of  charge  to  that 
person. 

10.  (i)  //,  owing  to  any  breach  on  the  part  of  the  Chemist 
of  this  agreement,  any  expenses  have  been  reasonably  and 
necessarily  incurred  by  the  Committee  or  by  any  insured 
person,  or  the  Committee  arc  deprived  of  any  sum.  which 
would  otherwise  have  been  payable  towards  the  cost  of 
providing  medical  benefit,  the  Committee  shall  be  entitled 
to  recover  from  the  Chemist  or  his  legal  personal  represen- 
tative, either  by  deduction  from  any  moneys  payable  under 
this  agreement  or  otherwise,  the  amount  of  the  expenses  so 


*  Regulation  10  (3)  requires  the  Committee  to  make 
arrangements  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  for  secur- 
ing that  in  each  area,  60  far  as  practicable,  one  or  more  of 
the  places  of  business  of  persons  supplying  drugs  or  ap- 
pliances shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  to  insured 
persons. 
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incurred  and  of  the  sum  of  which  the  Committee  have  been 
so  deprived. 

(ii)  Before  taking  action  on  any  matter  under  the  pro 
visions  of  this  clause,  the  Committee  shall,  unless  the  matter 

-has  previously  been  dealt  with  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vice Sub-Committee  or  Joint  Services  Sub-Committee,  refer 
it  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee  which 
shall  deal  with  the  matter  in  accordance  with  the  Regit, 

■  lations  relating  to    the  powers  and  duties    of  that  Sub 

■  Committee. 

(iii)  The  Chemist  or  his  legal  personal  representative 
■shall  be  entitled  to  appeal  to  the  Commissioners  against 
■any  decision,  of  the  Committee  under  this  clause  within 
fourteen  days  after  receiving  notice  of  the  decision. 

11.  Any  dispute  or  question  (other  than  a  question  which 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  or  of  the  last  pre 
■ceding  clause  hereof  is  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vice Sub-Committee)  arising  between  the  Committee  and 
the  Chemist  or  his  legal  personal  representative  relating 
do  the  construction  of  this  agreement  or  the  rights  and 
■liabilities  of  the  Committee  or  the  Chemist  or  his  legal 
.personal  representative  hereunder  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Commissioners. 

12.  In  the  event  of  the  Commissioners  exercising  any  of 
■the  powers  conferred  on  them  by  the  proviso  to  Sub-section 

(2)  of  Section  15  of  the  principal  Act,  or  by  proviso  (i) 
to  Sub-section  (5)  of  that  section,  or  by  Section  11  of  the 
■amending  Act,  in  respect  of  the  area  of  the  Committee  01 
■any  portion  of  that  area,  the  Committee  may,  if  the  Com 
missioners  so  require,  by  giving  not  less  than  seven  days' 
'notice  to  the  Chemist,  determine  this  agreement,  but  save 
■as  aforesaid,  this  agreement  shall  not  be  varied  or  deter- 
mined otherwise  than  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
■of  Part  II.  of  the  Regulations*

Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
(Scotland). 

A  meeting  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  the  Drug  Tariff  ar:d 
Adjustment  of  Details  was  held  at  36  "York  Place,  Edin- 
burgh, on  November  11,  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  in  the  chair. 
Messrs.  Bell,  Hendry,  Muir,  and  the  Secretary  were  alsj 
present.  The  following  reply  from  the  Scottish  Insur- 
ance Commissioners  io  the  first  paragraph  of  the 
resolution  adopted  at  the  mass  meeting  of  panel  chemists 
on  October  31  was  submitted  : 

National  Health  Insurance  Commission  (Scotland), 
Edinburgh,  November  10,  1913. 
Chemists'  Accounts. 
Deah  Sir, — Adverting  to  your  letter  of  1st  instant,  intimat- 
ing the  terms  of  a  resolution  passed  at  a  general  meeting 
of  Scottish  panel  chemists  held  in  Edinburgh  on  October  31 
last,  I  am  directed  by  the  Scottish  Insuranco  Commissioner:; 
to  recall  in  the  first  place  the  course  of  the  negotiations 
which  have  led  up  to  the  present  situation. 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  Medical  Benefit  on  January  15, 
1912,  the  Commissioners  had  approved  a  tariff  of  charges 
and  of  dispensing-fees  prepared  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Standing  Committee  on  Insurance.  This  tariff  was  adopted 
by  all  Scottish  Insurance  Committees,  and  agreements  based 
upon  it  were  entered  into  between  Committees  and  chemists. 

In  the  month  of  March  it  was  represented  by  the  chemists 
to  the  Commissioners  that  the  tariff  would  certainly  leave 
the  Drug  Fund  in  every  area  with  a  substantial  balance  to 
carry  forward  at  the  close  of  the  year.  A  supplement  to 
the  tariff  was  accordingly  submitted  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee,  and  approved  by 
the  Commissioners  as  from  the  beginning  of  the  second 
quarter  of  this  year. 

The  Commissioners  also  agreed  that  if  at  the  end  of  the 
first  twelve  months  of  the  working  of  the  tariff  it  was  found 
that  there  was  an  unexpended  balance  on  the  Drug  Fund 
sufficient  to  justify  an  additional  pro  rata  retrospective  pay- 
ment not  exceeding  10  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  the 
accounts  of  individual  chemists  in  respect  of  the  year  from 
January  15,  1913,  there  should  be  paid  to  each  chemist,  in 
addition  to  the  amount  of  his  accounts  ascertained  in  terms 
of  the  Regulations,  such  additional  payment  as  might  bo 
approved  by  his  Insurance  Committee  and  the  Commis- 
sioners. It  was  made  a  condition,  however,  that  a  small 
balanco  should  be  left  to  be  carried  forward. 

It  was  indicated  further  that  the  Commissioners  would 
be  prepared  to  consider  a  stated  case  in  regard  to  an  in- 
crease in  dispensing-fees,  a  further  revision  of  tariff  prices, 
and  other  matters,  but  that  they  would  deprecate  any 
amendments  in  these  directions  being  proposed  until  the 
result  of  a  year's  working  has  been  ascertained. 

These  points  were  fully  discussed  at  a  representative 
meeting  of  Scottish  chemists  held  on  March  31  last,  at  which 
the  Chairman  of  the  Commission  was  present.  It  was 
understood  that  at  that  meeting  the  consent  of  Scottish 
chemists  was  obtained  to  the  proposals,  including  the  con- 
dition that  a  year's  experience  of  the  tariff  should  be  mado 
the  basis  for  further  consideration  of  the  position. 

While  desirous  in  every  practicable  way  to  meet'  the 
wishes  of  chemists,  the  Commissioners  cannot  but  take  into 
account  that  the  period  of  one  year  to  which  reference  has 
been  made  has  not  yet  fully  elaosed.  At  the  present  tirr">~ 
complete  figures  even  for  a  half-year  have  not  been  ob- 
tained, and  the  Commissioners  feel  that  it  would  be  im- 
possible for  them  to  approach  Insurance  Committees  with 
a  suggestion  for  a  rearrangement  of  tariff  or  an  increased 
scale  of  dispensing-fees  until  more  comprehensive  data  havev 
been  secured. 

The  proposal  to  increase  dispensing-fees  is  further  com- 
plicated by  the  experience  of  certain  Insuranco  Committees., 
whose  expenditure  on  drugs  during  recent  quarters  has  n'-t; 
only  absorbed  the  whole  of  the  Drug  Fund  of  the  period, 
but  has  encroached  upon  and  in  some  cases  almost  entirely 
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consumed  the  proportion  of  the  so-called  "  floating  six- 
pence "  The  experience  of  these  Committees  has  shown 
that  the  figures  quoted  at  the  meeting  on  March  31  were 
fallacious  and  unreliable,  and  demonstrated  the  necessity  tor 
obtaining  reliable  information  and  the  danger  of  basing 
generalisations  upon  individual  cases  and  insufficient  data. 

I  am  therefore  directed  to  urge  upon  your  Committee  the 
importance  of  postponing  a  rearrangement  of  charges  until 
the  year  understood  to  be  agreed  upon  has  run.  1  he  Com- 
missioners will  take  steps  to  obtain  returns  from  all  Insur- 
ance Committees  as  soon  as  possible  after  January  14,  1914 
These  returns  will  be  investigated  and  collated  with  all 
speed,  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  arrive  at  a  finding 
on  the  question' before  the  end  of  the  first  quarter  of  next 

y°I  am  to  suggest  that  Scottish  chemists  should  sign  agree- 
ments on  the  present  tariff  as  for  the  year  1914,  allowing, 
however,  for  a  break,  if  desired,  at  the  end  of  the  first  and 
second  quarters  on  one  month's  written  notice.  The  Com- 
missioners, as  already  stated,  hope  to  be  in  a  position  to 
disclose  the  facts  before  the  end  of  the  first  quarter:  but 
.should  delay  arise  in  the  transmission  of  returns  to  the 
Commissioners,  it  may  be  necessary  that  provision  should 
be  made  for  the  concession  of  the  right  to  exercise  the 
option  at  a  later  date  than  the  end  of  the  first  quarter. 

If  Scottish  chemists  are  prepared  to  follow  this  suggestion, 
the  Commissioners  will  be  willing  to  sanction  a  payment 
by  any  Insurance  Committee  to  its  chemists  of  a  bonus  in 
all  cases  where  the  accounts  of  the  Committee  for  the  year 
1912-13  permit  such  expenditure  up  to  a  total  payment  of 
Is.  5(7.  per  insured  person  receiving  drugs  and  appliances 
from  chemists  on  the  panel,  leaving  a  small  balance  of  Id. 
per  insured  person  to  be  carried  forward.  The  Drug  Sus- 
pense Fund  will  not  suffer  encroachment  thereby,  and  the 
Commissioners  are  accordingly  under  no  obligation  to  con- 
sult the  practitioners. 

The  Commissioners  feel  sure  that  Scottish  chemists  will 
agree  that  any  permanent  or  substantial  changes  in  the 
drug  tariff  should  be  based  on  reliable  figures.  They  have 
noted  with  interest  the  statement  that  Insurance  practi- 
tioners in  Scotland  have  consented  to  the  proposed  altera- 
tion in  the  tariff,  foregoing  thereby  any  interest  in  the 
Drug  Suspense  Fund.  They  will  communicate  with  Insur- 
ance practitioners  in  Scotland  or  their  representatives  on 
this  point,  and  thereafter  discuss  with  representatives  of 
<hemists  and  doctors  the  whole  financial  situation  involved 
in  the  new  proposals. — I  am,  yours  faithfully,

It  was  further  reported  that  the  question .  of  the 
adjustment  of  prices  to  market  fluctuations,  including 
the  arrangement  of  a  flat  rate  of  ^d.  for  every  3  oz., 
or  part  thereof,  for  aromatic  waters,  and  the  pricing 
of  tinctures  of  cannabis  indica,  chloroform  and  morphine, 
iodine  and  lobelia,  according  to  cost  on  the  principle  of 
the  tariff,  and  not  on  a  flat  rate  of  4<7.  like  other  tinc- 
tures, is  under  consideration  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners, and  it  was  remitted  to  the  Chairman  and 
Secretary  to  have  this  adjustment  effected  so  that 
arrangements  can  be  made  for  the  issuing  of  copies  of  the 
tariff.  The  draft  tariff  under  consideration  is  framed  on 
the  principle  of  extending  the  prices  in  the  same  manner 
<as  the  Simplified  Drug  Tariff  framed  by  the  Glasgow  and 
West  of  Scotland  Association. 

In  view  of  the  reply  from  the  Commissioners  the 
Sub-Committee  resolved  to  take  steps  to  carry  out  the 
policy  agreed  upon  at  the  mass  meeting  on  October  31.

Medical  Benefit  Administration. 

With  special  reference  to  the   supply  of  medicines  anu7 
appliances.    See  also  Winter  Session. 

Barnsley. —  The  11,134  prescriptions  dispensed  last  quarter- 
cost  on  the  average  6.8rf,. 

Blackburn.— The  Medical  Services  Sub-Committee  o£ 
the  Insurance  Committee  has  investigated  a  complaint  re- 
garding a  panel  doctor  who  told  a  patient  that  it  would  be- 
no  use  giving  her  medicine  under  the  Insurance  Act,  as- 
the  drugs  supplied  by  chemists  were  not  good  enough  to 
meet  her  case.  He  gave  her  a  bottle  of  medicine  and  two. 
powders,  and  charged  her  2s.,  telling  her  she  could  please 
herself  whether  she  paid  for  them  or  not.  The  Committee.' 
passed  the  following  resolution: 

"  That  the  doctor  be  informed  he  has  no  righ:  to  suggest  to- 
insured  patients  that  drug-s>  supplied  under  the  Insurance  Act  by 
chemists  on  the  panel  are  not  adequate  for  their  treatment ;  also- 
that  it  M  a.  distinct  breach  of  his  agreement  with  the  Committee 
for  a  doctor  to  ask  his  insured  patients)  to  allow  him  to  dispense 
their  medicine,  either  with  or  without  payment,  and  that  he- 
should  order,  in  the  form  provided  by  the  Committee  for  the 
purpose,  such  drugs  as  are  requisite  for  the  treatment  of  his 
patients.  If  lie  has  any  difficulty  in  having  his  prescriptions 
dispensed  by  chemists  on  the  panel,  he  should  report  the  matter 
to  the  Insurance  Committee,  who  are  responsible  for  making 
satisfactory  arrangements'  for  the  dispensing  of  National  Insur- 
ance prescriptions." 

Blackpool.-T'he  eecond  monthly  meeting  of  the  Black* 
pool  and  Fylde  Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  at  the- 
Palatine  Hotel,  Blackpool,  on  November  7.  Mr.  D.  J. 
Bailey  (President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  eleven,  other  mem- 
bers were  present.  The  President  informed  the  meeting- 
that  the  new  tariff,  with  a  few  additions,  consisting  prin- 
cipally of  capsules  and  the  deletion  of  the  "  Notes  on  Dis- 
pensing," had  been  forwarded  to  the  Insurance  Committee,, 
and  also  that  Mr.  G.  A.  Clarke  had  been  appointed  checker 
of  prescriptions.  In  regard  to  the  election  of  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Committees,  the  following  were  nominated  :  Blackpool1 — ■ 
Messrs.  Bailey,  Boothroyd,  Greenwood,  Huddart,  Laurie, 
J.  F.  Roberts,  Sankey,  and  Turver ;  Lancashire  County — 
Messrs.  Gourlay  (Lytham),  Ludlam  (Fleetwood),  and  J.  H. 
Taylor  (St.  Anne's). 

Bury  (lanes).- The  Insurance  Committee  had  before 
them  on  November  4  the  revised  drug  tariff,  which  was 
adopted  after  amendment  by  the  local  Medical  Committee  in 
consultation  with  the  local  Pharmacists'  Association.  The 
Commissioners  are  to  be  again  asked  to  approve  of  the 
deposit  system  for  poison-bottles.  A  recommendation  to  the 
effect  that  it  is  desirable  that  the  checking  of  prescriptions 
should  not  be  undertaken  by  a  member  of  the  chemists' 
panel  was  adopted.  A  letter  was  received  from  the  Commis- 
sioners ruling  that  the  occupier  of  a  certain  shop  could 
not  be  included  on  the  chemists'  panel. 

Cambridge.- There  is  every  possibility  of  a  contest  for 
the  election  of  the  new  statutory  local  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee. The  Clerk  of  the  Insurance  Committee  has  sent  a 
letter  to  all  panel  chemists,  giving  notice  of  their  intention 
to  vary  agreements  in  accordance  with  the  new  Medical 
Benefit  Regulations. 

Chesterfield.- The  reply  of  the  Chesterfield  Medical  Aid 
Association  to  the  complaint  by  the  local  pharmacists  of 
the  injustice  caused  to  them  by  the  Association  being  allowed 
to  dispense  medicines  for  insured  persons  was  received  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Derbyshire  Insurance  Committee  at  Derby 
on  November  10.  The  Chairman  of  the  Association  (Mr. 
E.  F.  Hind)  wrote  : 

"  It  is  best  known  to  the  Chesterfield  and  District  Pharmacist."* 
Association,  themselves  in  what  way  the  Act  insists  upon  the 
chemists  being  brought  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  the 
Weights,  and  Measures  Acts,  and  the  Shops  Act,  but  we  reallv 
cannot  understand  ourselves  that  these  matters  have  anything  at  all 
to  do  with  the  administration  of  medical  benefit.  We  would,  how- 
ever, moat  respectfully  point  out  to  the  Association  tha't  they  have 
most  unifairly  attacked1  a  man  who  had  no  opportunity  'given  'hinr 
of  replying.  But  we  have  no  doubt  that  the  Medical  Association 
will  take  whatever  steps  are  recommended  to  them  by  their  medical 
adviser  im  this  matter  May  we  poin/t  out  that  the  regulation, 
states  that  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  dispense  medicines  for 
insured  persons,  under  the  arrangements  made  with  chemists-  and 
other  persons  by  the  Committee,  other  than  the  chemist  who  under- 
takes that  all  medicine  supplied  by  him  to  insured  persons'  under 
the  arrangements  made  by  the  Committee  shall  be  dispensed  either 
by  or  under  the  direct  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist  or 
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by  a  prison  who  for  three  years  immediately  prior  to  the  16th 
December,  1911,  hao  noted  as  <%  dispenser  to  a  practit.oner  or  a 
public  institution  ?  What  applies  to  the  chemists  applies  equally 
to  the  Medical  Associations.  The  only  object  of  the  letter — 
supposing  there  was  ajiiythinj  in  the  taunt  that  our  dispenser 
was  unqualified,  which  there  is  not — could  be  to  canoe  the  Asso- 
ciation to  supplant  him  by  a  pharmacist  posses'Sing  every  qualifi- 
cation by  examination  possible." 

Mr.  Hind,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Committee,  was  absent 
from  the  meeting  owing  to  ill-health,  and  for  that  reason 
Mr.  C.  W.  Ridyard  (Secretary  of  the  Derbyshire  Pharma- 
ceutical Society)  moved  that  consideration  of  the  reply 
should  be  deferred.  This  was  agreed  to.  It  was  also  re- 
ported that  Messrs.  Taylor  &  Hall,  Ltd.,  Jacksdale,  had 
inquired  whether  a  chemist  is  entitled  to  have  a  branch 
establishment  at  which  prescriptions  can  be  left,  to  be 
afterwards  sent  to  his  shop  for  dispensing.  The  reply  was 
that  the  use  of  such  a  branch  will  not  make  any  difference 
in  the  calculation  of  the  mileage  so  far  as  the  doctors  are 
concerned. 

East  Biding-  (Yorks*.  —A  district  meeting  was  held  at 
Driffield  on  November  6  under  the  auspices  of  the  Holder- 
ness,  Howden,  and  Buekrose  Associations,  pharmacists  from 
Beverley,  Bridlington,  Driffield,  Malfon,  Hessle,  Market 
Woighton,  Pocklington,  and  Withernsea  being  present.  The 
Chairman  (Mr.  H.  E.  Brown,  President  of  the  Holderness 
Association),  in  welcoming  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  said 
a  visit  from  an  official  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was 
an  event  unheard-of  before  in  this  district.  Mr.  Woolcock, 
in  an  able  address,  dealt  with  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
effective  organisation  and  of  obtaining  the  best  terms 
possible  for  pharmacists  at  large.  He  pointed  out  that 
nevertheless  much  progress  had  been  made.  An  informal 
discussion  ensued. 

Eastbourne.  —  A  meeting  of  the  Eastbourne  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  at  the  Queen's  Hotel  on  November  4. 
Mr.  W.  Price  (the  President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  there 
were  also  present  ten  members  and  the  Hon.  Secretary. 
The  _  President  explained  that  the  meeting  was  called  to 
consider  the  doctors'  amendment  to  the  proposed  extra  lcZ. 
dispensing-fee  on  6-  and  8-oz.  mixtures.  The  Medical  Com- 
mittee was  prepared  to  advise  an  advance  of  only  ±d.  on 
the  present  scale  of  dispensing-fees  for  6-  and  8-oz.  mix- 
tures, and  suggested  that  the  question  be  reopened  when 
the  state  of  the  Drug  Fund  is  known  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  After  discussion  it  was  agreed  to  ask  the  Insurancb 
Committee  for  the  Id.  fee.  It  was  ako  proposed  that  the 
Insurance  Committee  be  pressed  for  balance  of  the 
chemists'  accounts,  and  that  attention  be  drawn  to  the 
non-payment  of  Sanatorium  Benefit  accounts.  It  was  then 
agreed  that  a  protest  be  laid  against  the  Baden-Powell 
advertisement  appearing  in  the  public  Press.  The  revised 
tariff,  which  was  sent  to  the  Insurance  Committee,  has 
been  well  received. 

Essex.— The  President  and  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  C. 
Goode,  136  High  Street,  Southend-on-Sea)  of  the  County  of 
Essex  Association  of  Pharmacists  are  taking  steps  to 
nominate  the  present  members  of  the  County  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  to  be  members  of  the  statutory  Phar- 
maceutical Committee,  unless  in  the  meantime  negotiations 
are  instituted  with  (1)  limited  companies,  and  (2)  unquali- 
fied persons  who  may  desire  to  have  representation  on  The 
Committee.  Unless  that  is  done,  the  nominations  will  con- 
sist of  the  following :  Co'ehcster,  Mr.  Weddell  ;  Harwich, 
Mr.  Bevan;  Maldon  and  Braintree,  Mr.  Pechey  ;  Southend' 
Mr.  Heywood  ;  East  Ham.  Mr.  Brooks  and  Mr  Graham  ;' 
Barking,  Mr.  Freeman;  Tilbury  and  Gravs,  Mr.  Jordan; 
Ilford,  Mr.  Cocker  and  Mr.  England ;  Levton,  Mr.  Seed  • 
Waltbamstow,  Mr.  Slater  and  Mr.  Rundle;  Chelmsford' 
Mr.  Nicholls;  President,  Mr.  J.  H.  Matthews  (Leyton- 
stone)  ;    Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  C.  Goode  (Southend). 

Falkirk.  —  At  the  Insurance  Committee's  meeting  on 
November  6  chemists'  accounts  to  the  amount  of  1307.  On.  9-^d. 
were  presented,  and  it  was  recommended  to  pay  90  pel- 
cent,  of  this  amount.  The  Insurance  Commissioners  wrote 
in  regard  to  an  appeal  to  them  by  a  local  doctor,  intimating 
that  the  matter  atroearcd  to  be  one  for  the  local  Medical 
Committee.  Mr.  Stirling  explained  that  the  doctor  appealed 
against  being  charged  part  of  the  cost  of  an  alleged  exces- 
sive prescription  for  moruhine.  After  some  acrid  discussion, 
it  _  was  decided  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  Medical  Com- 
mittee, '  who  .are  to  ho  asked  to  receive  a  deputation  from 
the  Insurance  Committee  to  make  its  standpoint  clear. 

Grimsby.— The  Insurance  Committee  have  paid  the 
chemists'  accounts' fc  the  third  quarter  in  full,  and  hav^ 
accepted  the  revised  tariff  as  altered  locally  without 
comment. 

Hampshire.— The  Commissioners  have  written  disapprov- 
ing of  the  proposal  that  poison-bottles  be  supplied  to  insured 
patient  on  t]ie  deposit  system  (C.  <£•  D.,  November  1,  index 
folio  674). 


Buddersfield.— Mr.  H.  E.  Spurr  presided  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Chemists'  Association  on  Tuesday,  November  11,  wheii 
it  was  reported  that  the  revised  tariff  had  been  approved 
by  the  local  Medical  and  Insurance  Committees.  Mr.  R.  C. 
Walshaw  reported  that  95  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of 
chemists'  accounts  up  to  October  14  is  to  be  paid.  The- 
amount  available  in  the  Drug  Fund  at  2s.  per  head  exceeds 
the  calls  for  the  nine  months  by  about  20^.  Members  of  t he- 
Association  on  the  West  Riding  panel  complained  that  their 
interests  are  insufficiently  safeguarded,  and  steps  are  to 
be  taken  to  put  this  right.  The  names  of  eight  members 
were  ordered'  to  be  sent  to  the  Commissioners  to  form  the- 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Hunts.— The  Chairman  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
stated  at  its  last  meeting,  in  answer  to  a  complaint,  that 
he  saw  no  reason  for  reopening  the  question  of  late  fees 
for  prescriptions  dispensed  after  the  usual  business  hours. 
A  member  objected  to  the  present  arrangement  for  checking 
prescriptions,  on  the  ground  of  "  purity  in  public  life." 
The  chemist  undertaking  the  work  assured  the  Committee 
that  pharmacists  are  a  highly  conscientious  body  of  men, 
and  observed  that  a  lot  of  irritation  might  be  caused  by 
little  things.  The  Committee  decided  to  make  no  alteration 
in  the  existing  arrangements. 

Kendal.— Mr.  G.  Vogt,  chemist  and  druggist,  has  been 
appointed  on  the  District  Committee  for  Kendal. 

Leeds.  —  Statistics  prepared  for  the  local  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation show  that  the  Drug  Fund  contains  only  Id.  for 
each  l^d.  worth  of  drugs  supplied.  The  number  of  insured 
persons  during  the  operation  of  the  Act  has  increased  from 
150,000  to  175,000.  During  the  first  quarter  the  number  of 
prescriptions  was  160,000,  averaging  in  price  b%d.  each  ;  in 
the  second  quarter  144,000,  costing  Id.  each;  and  in  the  third' 
quarter  150,000,  averaging  7|(Z.  In  the  first  quarter  one- 
prescription  in  seventeen  was  over  Is.,  in  the  second  quarter 
one  in  ten  and  a  quarter,  and  in  the  third  quarter  one  in 
eight  and  a  half.  The  amount  per  cent,  deducted  in  the- 
first  quarter  was  4Z.  14s.  5d„  in  the  second  quarter  11.  14s.  7d.,_ 
and  in  the  third  Quarter  18s. 

Lincolnshire.  The  Lindsey  Insurance  Committee  on 
November  7  received  copies  of  the  revised  drug  tariff  from 
the  Horncastle  Division  Chemists'  Association  and  the 
Lindsey  County  Pharmacists'  Association,  suggesting  that 
these  should  be  adopted  for  the  ensuing  year.  Both  were 
received  without  comment.  The  Committee  have  paid 
75  per  cent,  of  the  chemists'  accounts  for  the  third  quarter. — 
The  Kesteven  Insurance  Committee  on  November  8  rejected 
a  proposal  to  publish  the  individual  accounts  of  panel 
chemists. 

London.--Mr.  H.  Skinner  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  London  County  Pharmacists' 
Association  on  November  5,  when  it  was  agreed  to  recom- 
mend the  nomination  of  sixteen  candidates  for  election  on 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  It  was  decided  also  that 
the  Secretary  (Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher)  should  send  notices  to  the 
secretaries  of  the  local  Associations  intimating  that  each 
local  Association  should — as  soon  as  possible — select  its  repre- 
sentatives for  service  on  the  County  Executive  for  the 
ensuing  twelve  months,  which  will  continue  its  work  irre- 
spective of  the  new  statutory  committee.  It  was  pro- 
visionally arranged  to  hold  an  amr'at  dinner  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  February  1914.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to 
the  President,  Secretary,  and  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  for  the  use  of  the  rooms  for  its  meetings,  and  to 
the  President  and  Secretary  for  their  help  and  advice  during 
the  past  twelve  months. 

Manchester. —Chemists  on  November  9  received  the 
notice  of  revision  of  the  panel  list  and  of  intention  to  vary 
the  agreement  with  chemists  in  accordance  with  the  new- 
regulations.  Great  unrest  prevails  among  panel  pharma- 
cists at  receiving  only  50  per  cent,  of  then-  last  month's 
accounts.  Scores  of  chemists  say  they  will  not  sign  on 
again  if  some  more  satisfactory  agreement  as  to  the  rate 
of  payment  is  not  arrived  at.  Chemists  on  the  Lancashire 
county  panel  are  receiving  almost  the  full  amount  of  their 
accounts — 90  per  cent. 

Norfolk.— Panel  chemists  are  to  be  paid  90  per  cent,  of 
their  accounts  for  the  third  quarter.  Mr.  Maynard  has  been 
appointed  chemists'  representative,  on  the  General  Purposes 
Committee  of  the  Insurance  Committee. 

Nottingham.  At  a  meetim?.  of  chemists  and  others  on 
the  drug  panels  at  the  Albert  Hall  Institute  on  Wednesday. 
November  12,  Mr.  A.  Middleton  presiding,  the  fallowing 
gentlemen  were  nominated  for  election  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee:  Messrs.  A.  Eberlin.  E.  S.  Waring  and 
A.  Milne  (representing-  companies^.  W.  Gill.  F.  R.  Se-- 
treant,  W.  Meakin.  J.  Stanlev,  A.  Middleton,  C.  F.  Carr,  T. 
Wilson,  and  Hutchinson  and  Manfull  (representing  drug- 
stores). 
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Plymouth.— At  a  meeting  of  panel  chemists  on  Octo- 
ber 30,  the  new  tariff  was  agreed  to,  subject  to  local  formulae 
being  priced  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
and  these  prices  submitted  to  the  Insurance  Committee 
along  with  the  tariff.  The  following  resolution  was  agreed 
to  and  has  also  been  submitted  : 

We,  the  chemists  on  the  Plymouth  panel,  beg  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Plymouth  Insurance  Committee  to  the  following  points 
in  connection,  with  the  application  for  approval  to  go  on  the 
panel  by  the  Committee  of  the  Three  Towns'  Friendly  Societies 
.Medical  Institution  : 

(1)  That  this  Institution  is  not  amenable  to  inspection  under 
-uhe  Pharmacy  Acts,  Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts,  and  Weights,  and 
Measures  Acts;  consequently  cannot  fulfil  the  conditions  obligatory 
am  the  ordinary  chemist. 

(2)  Tliat  we  understand  that,  in  the  event  of  its  being  approved, 
they  will  receive  what  amounts  to  preferential  treatment  a6  'regards 
the  payment  of  their  accounts',  in  that  (a)  they  will  be  paid  in 
full.  (6)  that  they  will  be  paid  per  member,  well  or  ill,  the 
ohemitat  being  only  paid  for  goods  supplied  and  services  rendered. 

(3)  That  as  a  body  we  have  loyally  done  our  best  to  facilitate 
-•he  working  of  the  Act,  and  alone  stand  to  lose — a  position  we 
feel  the  Insurance  Committee  regret  and  will  do  their  best  to 
remedy. 

(4)  That  we  feel  aggrieved  at  the  suggestion  that  an  Institution 
ini  every  way  inferior  both  as  regards  resources  for  service  and 
qualification!  of  its  dispenser,  should  be  placed1,  not  on  an  equality, 
but  in  a  much  superior  position. 

Mi-.  A.  J.  Ancliffo  presided  at  the  meeting,  and  sixteen 
others  were  present. 

Scarborough.-  A  meeting  of  the  Scarborough  and  North 
Biding  Association  of  Pharmacists  was  held  on  November  o. 
Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Woolcock  was  present,  also  Mr.  G.  H. 
Meadley  (President),  twelve  members,  and  Mr.  H.  Newton 
Hon.  Secretary).  Messrs.  R.  C.  Brown  (Scarborough). 
T.  T.  Sturdy  (Easingwold),  A.  J.  Leeming  (Guisborough), 
W.  H.  Round  (Thornaby-on-Tees),  H.  C.  Brierley  (Middle- 
iiam),  and  Swinbank  (Bedale)  were  elected  members.  The 
new  tariff  was  discussed  and  accepted,  with  one  or  two 
minor  alterations.  The  Regulations  regarding  the  election 
of  Pharmaceutical  Committees  were  also  considered,  and 
nominations  made.  Mr.  Geo.  Whitfield  proposed  and  Mr. 
Senior  seconded  a  resolution,  which  was  carried,  urging  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  take  further  steps  to  protect 
those  who  carry  on  the  business  of  chemists  and  druggists. 

Sheffield.  —  A  meeting  of  all  persons  on  the  chemists' 
panel  was  held  at  the  Literary  and  Philosophical  Society's 
Rooms,   Sheffield,  on  November  11,   when   the  following 
nominations  were  made  for  election  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee:    Messrs.    H.    Antcliffe,    J.    T.    Appleton,  W. 
Beaulah,  A.  H.  Culverhouse,  J.  F.  Eardley,  E.  Haining, 
C.  H.  Hewitt,  J.  G.  Jackson,  J.  M.  T.  Reynolds,  and  H.  G. 
Williams,  pharmacists ;  and  Messrs.  W.  F.  Shirtcliffe  and 
A.  E.  Sleigh,  nominated  by  persons  not  entitled  to  dispense. 
The  present  Pharmaceutical  Committee  has  had  several 
conferences  with  the  local  Medical  Committee,  as  a  result 
•of  which  it  has  been,  finally  decided  to  adopt  the  old  tariff 
vith  som©  slight  modifications.    The  single  form  of  pre- 
scription is  mostly  supplied,  and  Id.  copying-fee  is  allowed. 
These  recommendations  have  been  adopted  by  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  and  sanctioned  by  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioners.    The  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees  have 
recommended   tliat  no  proprietary  articles  be  paid  for, 
which  the  Insurance  Committee  has  agreed  to.    A  deter- 
mined effort  has  been  made  by  unqualified  drug-vendors  on 
rho  panel  to  get  a  part  of  Insurance  dispensing.    Soon  after 
-he  Act  came  into  operation  it  became  evident  that  dis- 
pensing was  being  undertaken  by  unqualified  persons.  This 
was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Insurance  Committee  by 
-he  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  along  with  a  few  samples 
lispensed  or  labelled  wrongly.    The  Insurance  Committee 
ipheld  the  pharmacists  when  a  claim  was  made  by  the 
unqualified  drug-vendors  to  the  right  of  dispensing  medi- 
cines other  than  scheduled  poisons.    Tho  next  move  was  to 
dispense  the  prescriptions  and  present  the  account  without 
charging  a  dispensing-fee.  and  claiming  only  to  have  made 
a  sale  of  drugs.    The  Clerk's  notification  that  such  accounts 
would  not  be  paid  had  the  effect  of  closing  down  one  or 
-wo  shops  which  had  been  opened.    In  a  few  cases  where 
the  prescriptions  contain  nothing  of  any  value  and  are  pre- 
sented bv  good  customers  they  are  still  being  dispensed  but 
no  account  sent  in  for  payment. 

Southampton — Mr.  W.  Rates  presided  at  a  well-attended 
meeting  in  the  Masonic  Hall  on  November  12,  when  the 
recommendation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  to  adopt 
the  new  tariff  was  endorsed.  The  names  of  eight  gentle- 
men were  selected  for  appointment  on  the  new  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee.  Prior  to  the  meeting  the  President 
entertained  the  members  to  tea. 

Stoke-on-Trent.  —A  panel  doctor  who  exhibited  a  card 
in  his  surgery  giving  a  certain  chemist's  name,  address, 
rid  hours  of  business,  is  to  be  asked  by  the  Clerk  of  the 


Insurance  Committee  to  remove  it,  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  local  Medical  Committee  is  to  ask  all  medical  men 
on  the  panel  to  remove  similar  cards  from  their  surgeries. 
In  regard  to  a  complaint  regarding  a  firm  of  chemists,  a 
request  is  to  bo  made  that'  the  firm  "  employ  a  whole-time 
pharmacist,  and  not  a  partJtime  one." 

Tilbury.— A  branch  pharmacy  has  been  opened  at  Til- 
bury, following  the  recent  complaint  of  the  Urban  Council 
(C.  cfc  D.,  September  13,  index  folio  430). 

Walsall. — The  Insurance  Committee  find  they  are  short 
by  about  1,200?.  of  the  amount  required  for  payment  of 
doctors'  and  chemists'  accounts. 

At  a  meeting  of  pharmacists  held  at 
Mr.  Rex  Allen's  pharmacy  on  November  9  the  following  were 
nominated  for  election  to  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee :  Messrs.  R.  A.  Allen,  A.  S.  Barnes,  E.  Beattie,  H. 
Edgson,  C.  W.  K.  Bourne,  J.  Lock,  H.  Osborne,  and  F.  R. 
Evans.  The  last-named  is  a  contractor  for  drugs  and 
appliances  only.  On  the  question  of  forming  a  local  Asso- 
ciation, all  present  thought  this  most  desirable,  and  Mr. 
Kemsey-Bourne  (Divisional  Secretary)  is  to  arrange  a  date 
and  advise  local  pharmacists  in  due  course.  A  vote  of 
thanks  was  accorded  Mr.  Allen  for  conducting  the  meeting. 
The  Insurance  Committee  has  accepted  the  new  tariff,  and 
is  preparing  a  list  of  foods,  proprietary  preparations  et  hoc 
genus,  which  contractors  will  be  required  not  to  supply  as 
part  of  the  Medical  Benefit. 

Westmorland.— The  Insurance  Committee  on  Novem- 
ber 5  considered  the  revised  tariff  of  drugs  and  appliances 
prepared  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on 
Insurance,  which  was  presented  for  adoption.  The  Chair- 
man remarked  that  a  thoroughly  reliable  authority  for  the 
whole  of  the  Kingdom  is  drawing  up  the  revised  tariff, 
which  would  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  under  those  conditions  they  need  have  no  hesita- 
tion in  accepting  it.    The  tariff  was  adopted. 

Wilts.  —The  Insurance  Committee  on  November  5  passed 
payment  for  the  balance  due  to  chemists  for  the  quarter 
ended  July  13,  when  23.354  prescriptions,  costing  741/.  10s., 
were  dispensed,  a  decrease  of  1,758  on  the  previous  quarter. 
Chemists  are  also  to  be  paid  90  per  cent,  of  their  accounts 
for  the  October  quarter,  instead  of  only  75  per  cent,  as  here- 
tofore. In  reply  to  Mr.  H.  B.  Dawe,  who  pointed  out 
that,  although  in  the  July  quarter  prescriptions  had  de- 
creased in  number,  there  had  been  an  increase  in  value 
of  three  farthings  per  prescription,  Mr.  J.  Oliver  said 
the  reasons  for  the  increased  cost  were  that  there  had 
been  an  increase  in  items  on  the  forms,  the  prescribing  by 
some  medical  men  of  expensive  proprietary  drugs,  and  the 
increase  in  prices  of  some  drugs  which  in  the  first  place  had 
been  supplied  at  a  loss.  The  Tuberculosis  Sub-Committee 
appointed  a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  the  Chairman,  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Committee  and  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  together  with  Mr.  Oliver,  to  meet 
the  Sub-Committee  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  of 
the  County  Council,  with  reference  to  the  tuberculosis  dis- 
pensaries. It  is  anticipated  that  the  election  of  the  new 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  will  be  carried  through  without 
a  poll,  and  every  section  of  the  trade  will  be  represented. 

Worcester.  The  Insurance  Committee  has  given  per- 
mission to  three  insured  persons  to  make  their  own  arrange- 
ments with  herbalists  for  medical  benefit.

H/EMANOL.— Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.  inform  us 
that'  some  chemists  in  London  had  Insurance  prescriptions 
for  Duncan's  Hremanol  returned  to  them  by  the  County 
Insurance  Committee,  with  an  intimation  that  they  could 
not  pav  for  Hsemanol.  Duncan,  Flockhart  _  wrote  to  the 
Committee  about  the  matter,  and  have  received  from  the 
Clerk  a  letter  dated  November  8  saying  :  "  I  am  directed 
to  inform  you  that  the  Committee  have  agreed  to  accept 
prescriptions  for  proprietary  drugs  or  preparations,  other 
than  foods,  that'  are  not  known  as  patent  medicines  or 
secret  remedies.  '  Hasmanol '  may  be  supplied  to  insured 
persons  as  part  of  medical  benefit."  

Opi-jm  at  Canton.— Of  the  total  imports  into  Canton  last 
year,  opium  is  credited  with  21.2  per  cent.,  or  823.698/  Ihe 
bulk  of  it  (3,713  cwt.)  was  Patna  opium.  A  considerably 
decrease  is  looked  for  this  year,  as  the  British  Government 
sanctioned  the  closing  of  the  Kuanghsi  to  the.  import  ot 
Indian  opium  from  March  1,  1913. 
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Council-meeting. 

11  HE  reconstituted  Council  met  at  67  Lower  Mount 
Street,  Dublin,  on  November  5. 
There  were  present  Messrs.  Batt,  R.  Blair,  J.  Burnett, 
W.  Doig,  C.  J.  B.  Dunlop,  L.R.C.P.  &  S.I.,  W.  J. 
Hardy,  W.  Jamison,  James  Michie,  T.  N.  Moffitt,  James 
Tate,'  J.  A.  Walsh,  L.R.C.P.  &  S.E..  D.  W.  Watson, 
W.  F.  Wells,  and  P.  N.  White.  A  letter  was  received 
from  Sir  William  Baxter  expressing  regret  at  his 
inability  to  be  present. 

Election  of  Office-bearers. 
Mr.  Wells  proposed  that  Mr.  Watson  be  elected 
President  for  the  ensuing  year.  He  knew  that  Sir  William 
Baxter,  if  he  were  present,  would  have  proposed  Mr. 
Watson.  Owing  to  the  distance  which  Sir  William  had 
to  travel  he  was  not  able  to  attend  the  meetings  as  often 
as  he  wished,  and  therefore  much  of  the  business  of 
President  had  devolved  upon  Mr.  Watson,  who  had  done 
the  work  in  an  able  maimer,  and  had  made  himself  well 
up  in  legal  and  technical  matters  connected  with  the 
Society.  (Hear,  hear.)  For  that  reason  he  had  great 
pleasure  in  proposing  that  Mr.  Watson  be  their  President. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Moffitt  seconded.  He  said  that  Mr.  Watson 
had  shown  that  he  was  perfectly  capable  of  looking  after 
the  interests,  and  upholding  the  dignity,  of  the  Society. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  Hardy,  as  a  Northern  member,  supported  the 
proposition. 

No  other  member  was  proposed,  and  the  motion,  being 
put  to  the  meeting  by  Mr.  Wells,  was  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Watson,  on  taking  the  chair,  said  :  I  have  to 
thank  most  heartily  the  proposer  and  seconder  of 
this  motion  which  has  just  been  passed  for  all  the 
complimentary  things  they  have  said  about  me,  and  1 
have  to  thank  you  all  for  the  cordially  unanimous  way 
in  which  you  have  elected  me  to  the  presidency  of  this 
Society — the  highest  official  honour  within  your  power 
to  confer.  I  shall  do  all  I  can  to  merit  your  selection 
of  me  as  your  President.  It  would  be  a  supreme  satis- 
faction to  me  if,  during  my  occupancy  of  the  chair,  I 
could  even  in  the  smallest  possible  way  be  instrumental 
in  improving  the  status  of  this  Society  and  of  Irish 
Pharmacy.  It  is  a  constant  grievance  to  me  that  our 
craft  gets  so  little  support  from  the  Legislature,  the 
Bench,  and  the  Privy  Council  in  the  performance  of  our 
undoubtedly  useful  function  in  the  State.  I  think  we 
are  ourselves  somewhat  to  blame  for  our  unrecognised 
position.  (Hear,  hear.)  We  are  too  modest  or,  perhaps, 
we  are  so  intent  on  performing  our  functions  as  phar- 
macists to  the  fullest  extent  of  efficiency  that  we  forget 
the  necessity  for  keeping  ourselves  more  in  evidence. 
There  was  one  event  of  recent  occurrence  which  should 
demonstrate  that  pharmacy  can  get  recognition  if  it  takes 
up  a  matter  seriously.  I  refer  to  the  amendments  in  the 
Insurance  Act  which  were  brought  about  a6  a  result 
of  the  United  Conference  organised  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn- 
Jones.  Of  course  no  one  could  contend  that  the  position 
of  pharmacists  under  the  Insurance  Act  in  England  is 
ideal,  but  their  position  is  certainly  better  than  it  would 
have  been  if  they  had  not  shown  that  they  were  an 
organised  body.  In  any  case  the  legislative  dictum  which 
was  laid  down  by  the  National  Insurance  Act,  that  the 
prescribing  of  medicines  should  be  a  distinct  profession 
from  the  compounding  of  medicines,  is,  to  my  mind,  a 
very  important  one,  and  one  on  which  our  craft  may 
perhaps  build  itself  a  more  worthy  position  than  it  has 
hitherto  occupied,  and,  as  I  have  6aid,  it  would  be  a 
great  satisfaction  to  me  if  during  the  time  I  occupy  this 
Chair,  to  which  you  have  elected  me  to-day,  I  could 
be  instrumental  in  attaining  that  end.  Let  me  thank 
you  again  for  the  honour  you  have  done  me  to-day. 
(Applause.) 

The  next  business  was  the  election  of  Vice-President. 


The  President,  in  proposing  Mr.  Tate,  said  that  he 
had  served  the  Society  for  a  great  many  years  and  in  a 
great  many  ways,  and  he  felt  sore  they  could  count  on 
his  continued  faithful  services.  The  name  of  Mr.  Tate 
was  not  so  well  known  outside  as  it  was  within  the  Society. 
He  was,  he  might  say,  the  Society's  unremunerated  Ulster 
agent,  and  he  had  conducted  many  delicate  matters  for 
the  Society  in  a  diplomatic  way.  It  was  the  duty  of  the 
Council,  and  he  (the  President)  felt  it  would  be  their 
pleasure  to  elect  Mr.  Tate.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Blair,  as  representing  the  South,  seconded  the 
proposition.  Mr.  Tate  had  been  fifteen  or  sixteen  years 
a  member  of  the  Council,  and  he  deserved  the  honour 
now  proposed.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Moffitt,  supporting  the  motion,  said  he  knew 
that  Mr.  Tate  had  not  sought  the  honour ;  nevertheless 
it  was  their  duty  to  elect  him,  for  he  had  done  a  great 
deal  of  work  for  the  Society,  and  work  that  was  not 
always  of  a  congenial  kind — (Hear,  hear) — but  which  was 
necessary  to  safeguard  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
Society.    (Hear,  hear.) 

The  motion  wa6  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.  Tate,  returning  thanks,  said  he  was  highly 
flattered  by  the  compliment  paid  to  him.  He  had  tried 
to  do  his  best  to  help  the  Society  without  taking  a. 
prominent  position  in  the  Council.  He  considered  it  the 
duty  of  every  member  of  the  Council  to  guard  the 
inheritance  of  the  Society's  licentiates,  and  while  they 
might  appear  to  exercise  their  powers  to  an  extent  that 
did  not  please  some  persons  he  felt  sure  that  all  their 
efforts  had  been  tempered  with  mercy.  (Hear,  hear.)  He 
took  the  honour  conferred  upon  him  that  day  as  an 
honour  to  the  city  (Belfast)  which  he  represented.  He 
hoped  the  South  and  the  North,  as  well  as  other  places, 
would  receive  their  share  of  the  honours.    (Hear,  hear.) 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Smith,  Mr.  George  D.  Beggs 
was  reappointed  Honorary  Treasurer. 

Mr.  Hardy  proposed,  Mr.  Jamison  seconded,  and  the 
proposition  was  carried  unanimously,  that  Messrs.  Batt 
and  Bowden  be  the  auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Thanks  to  Sir  William  Baxter. 

The  Law  Committee,  the  Committee  of  Inspection  of 
Candidates'  Certificates,  the  House  and  General  Purposes 
Committee,  the  Schools  Committee,  and  the  Committee 
to  Examine  Declarations  of  Candidates  for  Examination 
and  Registration  as  Registered  Druggists,  having  been 
appointed,  - 

Mr.  Wells  proposed  a  vote  of  hearty  thanks  to  the  ex- 
President.  Sir  William  Baxter  not  only  did  his  duty  well  as 
Chairman,  but  he  took  every  opportunity  of  representing 
the  Society  on  the  other  side  of  the  Channel.  He  had 
attended  conferences  and  had  done  other  work  that 
brought  this  Society  into  contact  with  its  English  and 
Scottish  brethren.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Jamison  seconded,  and  said  that  Sir  William 
Baxter,  whom  he  had  known  all  his  life,  is  a  man  of 
the  highest  integrity.  He  had  honoured  the  Society  and 
deserved  their  thanks.     (Hear,  hear.) 

The  President  said  they  were  deeply  grateful  to  Sir 
William,  who  had  made  many  sacrifices  for  the  Society 
during  the  past  three  years. 

The  motion  was  carried  amid  applause. 

Other  Business. 

Sir  John  W.  Moore's  report  with  reference  to  the 
examinations  was  referred  to  the  Law  Committee. 

Applications  were  received  from  the  Municipal  Technical 
School,  Newry ;  the  Crawford  Municipal  School,  Cork  : 
and  the  Municipal  Technical  School,  Londonderry, 
applying  for  recognition  in  the  course  of  theoretical 
chemistry.  The  Council  decided  to  grant  such  recogni- 
tion so  long  as  the  syllabus  conforms  to  the  Society's 
regulations. 

The  names  of  Messrs.  P.  B.  Dooley,  J.  M.  Huban. 
D.  J.  Nolan,  James  Ryan,  and  H.  T.  Smyth  were  placed 
on  the  preliminary  register. 

On  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  Mr.  Wells, 
the  following  new  members  were  elected  :  Mr.  John  J. 
Eggleston,  Kanturk ;    Timothy  Lynch,   Cahir ;  Charles 
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O'Hagan,  Hill  Street,  Newry;  and  Charles  S.  O'Hare, 
Hill  Street,  Newry.

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OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


The  Aconitine  Controversy 

of  some'  years  ago  has  passed  so 
Much  from  recollection  that  the  perusal  of  your  references 
to  it  require  an  effort  to  recall  the  story.  The  younger 
generation  can  form  no  idea  of  the  acuteness  of  the  con- 
troversy nor  of  the  somewhat  strained  personal  feelings 
Ahat  arose  in  consequence.  I  do  not  recall  any  subject, 
;in  my  knowledge  of  pharmacy,  that  so  completely  divided 
the  Council  of  the  Society ;  and  though  the  President 
•of  the  time  succeeded  in  calming  the  surface  waters,  the 
•  controversy  was  generally  regarded  as  having  resulted 
in  a  drawn  battle.  It  would  serve  no  good  piirpose  to 
open  up  the  question,  but  there  is  one  aspect  that  appeals 
to  me.  At  the  time  when  the  chemistry  of  aconitine  was 
being  discussed,  an  investigation  into  its  physiological 
.action  was  also  undertaken,  this  being  done  by  Professor 
Cash,  who,  I  believe,  worked  on  alkaloid  furnished  by 
Professor  Dunstan.  Certain  findings  were  arrived  at,  and 
■these  were  duly  reported  on  to  the  Royal  Society.  This 
report  was  accepted  as  settling  the  points  at  issue,  but 
in  the  light  of  these  more  recent  chemical  conclusions  we 
seem  to  require  a  similar  physiological  proving  of  German 
aconitine. 

By  Making  Latin  Optional 

at  the  Preliminary  examination 
the  Council  have  undoubtedly  smoothed  the  path  of  the 
.pharmaceutical  student,  and  their  action  will  be  wel- 
comed all  over  the  country.  Now  that  Latin  is  no  longer 
the  test  of  general  education,  it  is  rightly  relegated  as  a 
compulsory  subject  to  the  technical  examination,  since 
■it  is  required  only  for  technical  purposes.  At  the  same 
time,  we  oldsters,  small  as  was  the  Latin  of  which  most 
of  us  could  boast,  may  be  allowed  to  regret  this  change 
in  what  was  formerly  known  as  the  "  Classical  "  examina- 
tion; and  to  hope  that  Latin  will  still  be  recommended 
to  students  for  the  Preliminary  as  strongly  as  is  con- 
sistent with  its  optional  character.  Eor,  though  it  may 
not  be  necessary,  an  acquaintance  with  a  language  to 
which  our  own  is  so  deeply  indebted  is  a  real  help  to 
education  in  every  direction,  and  especially  to  such  a 
knowledge  of  English  as  is  really  necessary  to  the  educa- 
tion of  an  Englishman.  The  man  who  cannot  use  his 
own  language  with  some  degree  of  precision,  not  to  speak 
■of  elegance,  cannot  be  regarded  as  educated  in  the  proper 
sense,  and  the  amount  of  Latin  required  by  the  pharma- 
cist for  purely  technical  purposes  will  not  help  him  much 
towards  this  end.  I  suggest  that  the  fact  of  having 
passed  in  Latin  at  the  Preliminary  should  exempt  students 
'from  further  examination-  in  the  subject  at  the  Minor. 
This  would  be  some  relief  to  them  in  the  later  examina- 
tion, and  a  considerable  inducement  to  take  Latin  in 
the  first  stage  of  their  career. 

The  Progressive  Increase 

of  the  Insurance  drug-bill  is 
disquieting,  and  in  the  face  of  it  an  old-fashioned  busi- 
ness man  cannot  help  reflecting  somewhat  grimly  on  the 
situation  of  pharmacists  under  the  Act.  The  position  is 
ithis  :  .we  undertake  to  supply  at  prices  and  on  terms 
..accepted  by  the  authorities  such  medicines  and  appli- 
ances as  the  doctors  may  order  irr  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act ;  but  we  also  agree  that  if  our 
bills — bills  passed  by  the  Committees,  and  therefore  pre- 
sumably in  perfect  order — exceed  a  certain  sum,  we  will 
make  the  country  a  present  of  the  overplus.  This  new 
form  of  the  bonus  system  strikes  me  as,  in  the  language 
of  Bon  Gaultier,  "cruelly  queer."  It  may,  of  course, 
never  come  into  operation,  but  we  have  no  guarantee  that 
it  will  not,  and  meanwhile  the  f  ear  that  it  may  keeps  up 
-a  continual  friction  between  all  parties,  and  compels  us 
sometimes  to  refuse  business  that  is  offered  to  us. 
To  make  matters  worse,  we  do  not  always  know  what 
■items  in  a  prescription-  will  be  allowed  and  what  will 
■not,   and    frequently   the    Committees   cannot    tell  us. 


Several  cases  have  recently  been  brought  to  my  notice  in 
which  questions  of  this  kind  put  to  a  Committee  have 
received  the  answer,  "Cannot  say;  ask  your  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee."  Surely  it  is  the  business  of  the 
Insurance  Committees  themselves  to  know  what  will  be 
paid  for;  if  they  do  not  know,  how  can  they  be  trusted 
to  check  our  accounts? 

The  Revival  of  a  Decaying  Business 

is  about  the  hardest 
task  one  can  undertake,  and  the  account  given  by  your 
contributor  "  Autolycus "  of  how  he  did  it  will  excite 
both  sympathy  and  admiration.  I  confess  to  a  feeling 
of  regret  whenever  I  see  the  transformation  of  an  old- 
fashioned  drug-shop  into  an  up-to-date  pharmacy — the 
little  square  panes  of  the  window  giving  place  to  an 
imposing  front  of  plate-glass,  behind  which,  instead  of 
the  antique  carboy  and  specie  jar,  is  displayed  a  tantalis- 
ing assortment  of  toilet  articles,  nursing  requisites,  and 
the  most  elegant  preparations  of  the  pharmaceutical  reper- 
tory, not  to  mention  photographic  and  optical  instruments, 
or  other  side-lines.  But  so  must  it  be — the  old  order 
changeth ;  and  if  our  suburban  village  is  less  picturesque 
in  consequence,  we  have  the  compensating  advantage  of  a 
thoroughly  efficient  pharmaceutical  service.  The  pity  is 
that  so  many  modern  pharmacists  do  not,  as  "  Autolycus" 
does,  maintain  the  true  proportion  in  their  advance.  They 
are  too  eager  for  business  of  any  sort  to  keep  always  in 
mind  the  fact  that  the  pharmacist's  real  business  is  phar- 
macy;  they  allow  this  to  be  submerged  by  the  "general 
retail,"  which  in  happier  days  was  an  adjunct  rather  than 
the  main  thing  with  us,  and  subscribe  their  own  defeat 
by  writing  "'Store"  on  their  brass-plate.  There  are 
neighbourhoods,  I  know,  in  which  it  is  difficult  to  avoid 
this  fate,  but  it  is  my  creed  that  always  and  everywhere 
it  is  good  business  to  keep  the  pharmaceutical  Hag 
flying. 

Garcia  da  Orta, 

or,  as  he  was  sometimes  called,  Garzias  ab 
Horto — whose  famous  work,  "  Colloquious  dos  Simples 
e  Drogas  he  Cousas  Medecinais  da  India,"  has  just  been 
published  for  the  tirst  time  in  an  English  translation, 
for  which  we  are  indebted  to  Sir  Clements  Markham — 
stands  high  in  the  roll  of  those  adventurous  botanists 
who  in  the  later  Middle  Ages  did  so  much  by  their  re- 
searches in  all  lands  towards  placing  this  study  err  a 
really  scientific  basis.  Born  at  Elvas  in  Portugal  at  a 
date  which  has  not  been  ascertained,  he  was  while  yet 
a  young  man  appointed  Lecturer  on  Medicine  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Lisbon,  but  resigned  the  post  in  1534  in  order 
to  accompany  his  feudal  lord,  Martin  da  Souza,  to  Goa 
as  his  physician.  The  matter  of  his  book  was  gathered 
during  his  travels  with  his  chief  in  Guzerat,  Cochin, 
Ceylon,  and  elsewhere,  and  at  Goa  and  Bombay,  in  each 
of  which  places  he  established  a  medicinal  garden  after 
Da  Souza  became  Governor  of  the  former.  The  natives 
and  half-breeds  of  Goa  are  described  by  old  travellers  as 
"  very  quick  and  apprehensive  at  the  sciences,"  especially 
at  that  of  poisoning,  their  women  being  charged  with 
habitually  using  a  drug  which  Da  Orta  seems  to  have 
identified  as  Datura  Stramonium  for  a  particularly  vile 
purpose.  Their  physicians  are  credited  by  some  of  these 
travellers  with  considerable  skill,  and  Da  Orta  would 
doubtless  have  a  fine  field  there  for  inquiry  and  experi- 
ment. His  book  was  first  published  in  1563  ;  the  French 
and  Italian  versions  which  followed  were  founded  not  on 
the  original  work  but  on  a  Latin  epitome  by  Clusius. 
The  value  of  the  present  English  version  is  greatly  in- 
creased by  the  notes  of  Sir  George  Birdwood.  It  i3 
published  in  a  limited  edition,  and  will  probably  soon 
be  a  rare  book.  Da  Orta  is  several  times  quoted  in  the 
"  Pharmacographia,"  now  out  of  print,  of  which  "great 
work"  (as  "The  Athenaeum  "  rightly  calls  it)  a  new 
'  edition  ought  surely  to  be  issued.

Editorial  Articles. 


New  Excise  Orders. 

The  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  are  ever  care- 
ful in  safeguarding  the  revenue  entrusted  to  their  charge, 
and  have  recently  made  several  alterations  in  respect  to  the 
control  of  certain  departments,  and  in  two  of  these  the 
chemical  and  drug  trades  are  interested  directly.  These 
are  both  cases  which  we  have  had  to  investigate  recently 
on  behalf  of  on''  subscribers.  The  first  was  a  case  in 
which  a  pharmacist  desired,  to  use  a  still  for  distilling 

water,  and  to  secure  exemption  from  the- 
Duti'-feee  still-licence  of  10s.  a  year,  which  is  given 
Stills.  in  respect  of  stills  whose  capacity  does  not 

exceed  1  gal.  The  matter  of  exemption  is 
explained  in  our  Diary  on  the  basis  of  information  that 
we  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  eight 
years  ago.  The  exemption  is  one  for  stills  kept  or  used 
for  experiments  in  chemistry,  or  for  tbe  manufacture  of 
articles  other  than  spirits  or  spirit-mixtures.  There  has  beers 
some  misunderstanding  about  the  matter,  ami  we  are  there- 
fore pleased  to  note  that  for  the.  purpose  of  avoiding  re- 
currence of  misunderstanding  that  the  Commissioners  have 
authorised  the  issuing  of  a  revised  special  form  of  applica- 
tion (Form  3),  which  is  obtainable  from  the  local  Customs 
and  Excise  offices.  This  has  to  be  filled  up  by  persons 
who  desire  to  use  a  still  free  of  duty.  The  form  requires 
precise  particulars  of  occupation  and  the  purposes  for 
which  the  stills  are  required.  Inasmuch  as  it  is  rather 
difficult  to  draw  the  line  in  many  instances  between  lia- 
bility and  exemption,  each  case  has  to  be  considered  on 
its  merits.  Take  the  case  of  a  manufacturer  or  chemist 
having  a  research  laboratory  as  a  part  of  the  factory 
plant  :  the  laboratory  naturally  requires  stills  for  the  pur- 
pose. The  official  principle  is  that  exemption  can  only 
be  granted  in  those  instances  to  chemists  "who  carry  on 
no  trade  or  business  in  connection  therewith  which 
involves  the  manufacture  from  or  with  spirit  of  any  article 
for  sale."  Persons  making  essences,  medicinal  spirits, 
iodoform,  etc.,  obviously  require  still-licences,  but  no 
laboratory  still  used  solely  in  laboratory  research  work 
comes  within  this  category..  Where  a  still  is  used  for 
laboratory  purposes  only,  there  is  hardly  a  doubt  but  that 
the  Board  would  favourably  consider  the  question  of 
exemption,  were  application  to  be  made  to  them ;  and  so 
far  as  retail  pharmacists  are  concerned  they  do  not  refuse 
applications  in  respect  to  stills  not  exceeding  1  gal.  in 
capacity,  which  are  used  solely  for  distilling  water  on 
premises  which  arc  not  used  for  manufacturing  alcoholic- 
preparations. 
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In  recent  issues  of  the  C.  &  D.  (this  volume,  index 
folios  463  and  603)  we  gave  particulars  of  concessions 
by  the  Commissioners  respecting  the  use 
Liniments  of  methylated  spirit  in  lotions  prescribed 
and  Lotions,  by  panel  doctors.  The  Commissioners  have 
now  embodied  the  concessions  in  the  fol- 
lowing official  order  : 

Sale  and  Use  of  Mineralised  Methylated  Spirit. 
Mineralised  methylated  spirits  only  may  be  sold  under  a 
licence  to  retail  methylated  spirit.  They  may  also  be  re- 
ceived for  use  in  an  art  or  manufacture,  by  persons  autho- 
rised to  receive  them,  in  quantities  larger  than  can  be  pur- 
chased from  a  licensed  retailer  at  one  time — [4  gals. — Editor, 
C.  &  D.y^ov  by  licensed  retailers  of  the  spirits,  provided 
the  Board's  authority  to  receive  and  use  them  is  first 
-obtained. 

Such  authority  may  be  dispensed  with  in  regard  to  the 
use  of  mineralised  methylated  spirit  by  registered  chemists 
and  druggists  in  the  preparation  of  lotions  for  external 
•use,  when  prescribed  by  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners. 
Where  necessary,  in  connection  with  this  concession,  chemists 
should  be  informed  that  liability  to  the  penalty  imposed 
by  law  is  incurred  by  anyone  who  uses  methylated  spirit  in 
any  preparation  capable  of  being  consumed  as  a  beverage, 
or  used  internally  as  a  medicine. 

It  is  particularly  to  be  noted  that  only  the  mineralised 
spirit  is  allowed.  We  understand  that  the  terms 
of  the  second  paragraph  cover  the  concession  as 
to  dispensing  chemists,  who  are  not  licensed  to 
retail  methylated  spirit,  using  the  spirit  for  dis- 
pensing purposes,  as  notified  by  the  Commissioners  to 
us  in  the  letter  published  on  October  18.  In  connec- 
tion with  this  subject  it  is  advisable  to  point  out  the 
continued  extremely  watchful  attitude  of  the  Revenue 
authorities  towards  methylated  spirit.  For  some  time 
past  it  has  come  to  our  knowledge  that  where  a  Govern- 
ment Laboratory  chemist  is  employed  in  paying  additional 
visits  to  users,  something  is  bought,  and  a  chemist  never 
knows  when  his  medicine  may  go  to  the  Government 
Laboratory  for  analysis. 


Insurance  Dispensing. 

Scotland— and  the  Rest. 

In  referring  last  week  to  the  outcome  of  the  meeting 
of  Scottish  chemists  at  Edinburgh  on  October  31,  and 
the  somewhat  mixed  resolution  which  was  arrived  at, 
we  suggested  that  certain  considerations  weigh  somewhat 
strongly  north  of  the  Tweed.  In  England  and  Wales 
Insurance  dispensing  is  generally  taken  as  a  whole,  and  as 
an  addition  to  business,  yielding  a  certain  amount  of  addi- 
tional profit.  Little  attention  is  given  to  the  professional 
aspects  of  the  matter.  In  some  parts  of  Scotland  these 
aspects  are  paramount  in  the  minds  of  chemists.  Mr. 
David  Storrar  a  few  weeks  ago  said  :  "  If  the  recognition 
of  our  professional  skill  and  time  were  somewhat  more 
generous,  it  would  tend  to  satisfaction ;  if  it  were  a 
little  less  there  would  be  no  hesitation  about  dropping 
•out;  but  as  things  are  they  only  breed  discontent." 
A  great  deal  was  said  at  the  mass  meeting  on  the  same 
subject,  and  letters  that  we  publish  to-day  give  what  we 
know  to  be  the  experience  of  two  pharmacists,  who  are 
not  cranks,  and  who  consider  that  they  suffer  loss  of  pro- 
fessional recognition  owing  to  Insurance  dispensing.  We 
believe  that  there  is  no  difference  of  opinion  among  the 
chemists  of  Great  Britain  in  regard  to  the  professional 
principle.  It  is  recognised  by,  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners as  part  of  the  scale  of  remuneration  for 
dispensing  Insurance  prescriptions,  but  it  is  more  than 
doubtful  if  general  support  would  be  given  to  the 
•enunciation  of  the  Edinburgh  resolution  to  the  effect 
that  chemists  will  submit  to  discounting  of  their  bills 


provided  the  dispensing-fees  are  increased.  On  the 
face  of  it  the  proposition  is  not  economical.  In  the 
first  place,  all  prescriptions  do  not  bear  a  dispensing- 
fee,  therefore  the  recognition  of  the  professional  know- 
ledge and  time  would  only  be  partial.  In  the  second 
place,  the  fund  for  payment  is  fixed,  and  the  tariff  of 
drug-prices  and  dispensing- fees  was  carefully  calculated 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  upon  data 
obtained  from  actual  practice  in  many  dispensaries  and 
pharmacies.  The  fees  were  reckoned  to  yield  the  same 
remuneration  which  was  obtained  in  good  class,  but  not 
the  highest  class  pharmacies.  Further,  on  the  basis  of 
data  obtained  from  medical  practice  which  showed 
approximately  the  amount  of  medicines  prescribed  in 
working-class  practices,  it  was  reckoned  that  Is.  6d.  per 
insured  person  would  barely  suffice  to  pay  for  what  would 
be  prescribed  by  panel  practitioners.  In  that  knowledge 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  set  up  the  Drug  Suspense  Fund, 
allowing  an  additional  6d.  per  insured  person  for  pay- 
ment of  Insurance  dispensing.  How  far  the  fund  will  be 
required  for  that  purpose  cannot  be  known  until  the  end 
of  the  year.  For  our  present  purpose — i.e.,  to  determine 
what  an  increase  of  dispensing-fees  would  mean  in  respect 
to  the  Is.  6d.  plus  6d.  allowance — we  have  the  figures 
for  a  Scottish  burgh,  which  showed  during  the  first  two 
quarters  drug  expenditure  amounting  to  slightly  under 
Is.  9(7.  per  insured  person  per  annum.  More  than  a 
thousand  prescriptions  dispensed  in  this  burgh  have  been 
examined,  and  they  were  found  to  show  on  the  average  :

How  would  the  increase  of  the  dispensing-fees  affect  the 
matter?  We  may  consider  this  first  in  the  light  of  Mr. 
Leishman's  statement  that  for  all  above  Is.  6d.  the 
Commissioners  must  have  the  authority  of  the  doctors 
before  they  hand  over  anything  extra  to  the  druggist. 
As  9.91(7.  encroaches  on  the  suspended  sixpence,  the 
account  would  work  out  at  the  end  of  the  year  some- 
thing like  this  :

Keeping  in  mind  that  the  tariff  prices  are  based  on 
33  per  cent,  profit  on  cost,  it  is  obvious  that  the  effect 
of  raising  the  dispensing-fees  would  be  to  wipe  this 
profit  off — in  other  words,  the  panel  chemist  would  give 
the  drugs  at  cost  and  take  his  remuneration  in  dispensing- 
fees.  The  9.91(7.  prescriptions  represent  medicines  only, 
not  appliances,  nor  drugs  and  appliances  obtained 
by  doctors  for  their  own  use  :  these  also  are  charge- 
able to  the  Drug  Fund,  and  are  a  factor  which 
must  not  be  overlooked  in  taking  a  dispassionate  view  of 
the  professional  situation.  It  is  important,  in  considering 
the  matter  as  regards  Scottish  chemists,  to  keep  in  mind 
that  practically  all  of  them  have  been  dispensing  pre- 
scriptions for  the  classes  who  are  now  insured  persons, 
and  it  is  claimed  that,  owing  to  the  reduced  prices  at 
which  prescriptions  are  now  dispensed,  they  are  losing 
part  of  their  income  all  the  time.  This  is  a  serious 
matter,  and  merits  inquiry  by  a  capable  statistician. 
Perhaps  Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher  might  undertake  the  work  on 
similar  lines  to  what  he  did  when  the  appropriation  of 
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Is  6rf  was  under  discussion.  At  that  time  he  examined 
thousands  of  prescriptions  dispensed  in  Scotland  before 
Insurance  Medical  Benefit  came  into  force,  and  proved 
that  the  average  receipt  per  prescription  was  10rf., 
which  is  substantially  the  same  as  the  figure  that  we 
have  received  from  one  burgh  as  the  average  for  In- 
surance prescriptions.  This  adds  weight  to  the  suggestion 
that  a  statistical  inquiry  is  necessary.  Preparation  for 
it  might  begin  now,  in  anticipation  of  the  end  of  the 
first  year's  work.  In  connection  with  this,  we  venture 
to  auote  from  a  letter  written  by  the  Scottish  pharmacist 
who"  has  furnished  us  with  the  data  already  referred  to  : 

"We  Scottish  folk  put  great  faith  in  statistics.  Last 
year  elaborate  statistics  were  compiled  m  order  to  show 
the  dispensing  experience  in  Scotland  up  to  the  passing  oi 
the  Insurance  Act;  on  the  basis  of  these  was  raised  the 
framework  of  what  is  known  as  the  Scottish  Scale  of  Dis- 
pensing Charges.  Again  the  aid  of  statistics  has  been 
called  in  to  prove  the  inadequate  remuneration  yielded  by 
the  present  tariff  when  applied  to  the  prescriptions  of 
Scottish  Insurance  practitioners.  These  fresh  statistics 
afford  evidence  that  the  gross  profit  obtained  by  dispensing 
Insurance  prescriptions  averages  about  50  per  cent,  on  the 
turnover;  that  working  expenses  average  about  30  per 
cent. ;  and  that  the  pharmacist's  net  gain  amounts  to  about 
one-fifth  part  of  the  price  of  each  prescription.  The  average 
cost  of  a  prescription  varies  in  different  areas;  20s.  to  30*. 
per  week  is  the  remuneration  which  a  pharmacist  will 
receive  in  whose  establishment  thirty  prescriptions  are  dis- 
pensed daily.  Against  this  return  has  to  be  set  the  addi- 
tional strain  involved  in  the  supervision  of  the  extra  work, 
besides  the  dislocation  of  his  ordinary  business  and  decrease 
of  private  dispensing.  The  last  of  these  results  in  my  own 
rase  is  not  serious,  amounting  only  to  8  per  cent.,  while 
the  number  of  Insurance  forms  handled  accounts  for  an 
increase  of  fully  100  per  cent,  in  the  volume  of  dispensing 
work  done." 

It  is  apparent  that  when  all  the  facts  now  adduced  are 
considered  they  do  not  prove  that  Scottish  pharmacists 
are  worse  off  than  they  were  before  they  had  Insurance 
dispensing  to  do,  but  the  opposite.  From  the  statistical 
point  of  view  the  figures  are  incomplete,  and  until  they 
are  complete  it  is  unwise  to  dogmatise  one  way  or  other ; 
it  is  indeed  as  erroneous  to  say  that  Insurance  dispensing 
is  a  gold-mine  as  to  assert  that  Scottish  chemists  are 
carrying  it  on  at  a  loss.  One  aspect  of  the  subject  must 
not  be  overlooked— viz.,  that  the  three  countries, 
England,  Scotland,  and  Wales,  are  in  the  same  boat; 
neither  Parliament  nor  the  Insurance  Commissioners  will 
treat  one  differently  from  the  others,  and  before  double 
dispensing-fees  are  granted  to  Scotland  all  the  Com- 
missioners will  consider  the  matter.  They  will  demand 
evidence  to  justify  the  increase,  and  justification  can 
be  afforded  chiefly,  if  not  only,  by  statistics,  which  again 
brings  us  to  the  point  that  panel  chemists,  not  only  in 
Scotland  but  throughout  the  whole  country,  should,  at  the 
end  of  the  first  year  of  Insurance  dispensing,  take 
stock  of  their  Insurance  business,  and  see  how  they 
stand. 

[Since  this  article  was  written  we  have  received  the  letter 
of  the  Scottish  Commissioners  (see  index  folio  733).  in  which 
the  course  here  suggested  is  stated  to  be  requisite.  It  is 
to  he  hoped  that  the  Commissioners  will  be  assisted  by  such 
an  expert  as  Dr.  Tocher.] 

Administrative  Expenses  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committees. 

.  Now  that  the  Regulations  for  constituting  the  statutory 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  are  known,  questions  have 
arisen  concerning  the  allocation  of  the  money  available 
for  administrative  expenses  of  Panel  and  Pharmaceutical 
Committees.  Section  33  (2)  of  the  National  Insurance  Act, 
1913,  provides  that  after  joint  application  to  the  Insurance 
Committee  the  Insurance  Commissioners  may  authorise  the 


allotment  of  a  "sum  not  exceeding  one  penny  in  all  ira 
respect  of  each  insured  person  "  entitled  to  medical  benefit.. 
The  prevailing  opinion  has  been  that  such  moneys  will' 
come  out  of  the  Drug  Suspense  Fund  and  be  divided  in 
equal  proportions  between  the  two  Committees.  But  the 
revised  Medical  Benefit  regulations  put  the  matter  thus  : 

Where  any  sums  are  allotted  by  the  Committee  to,  and 
for  the  administrative  expenses  of,  the  Panel  Committee- 
or  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  the  sums  so  allotted  shaU 
be  charged  to  the  Practitioners  Fund,  or  the  Drug  Fund, 
as  the  case  may  require. 

There  is  no  guidance  in  regard  to  the  proportion  of  the? 
penny  which  may  be  allotted  to  the  Panel  and  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees.  It  does  not  follow  that  the  Com- 
missioners will  authorise  the  expenditure  of  the  totaE 
.amount  available.  The  Secretary  of  a  county  Chemists' 
Association  informs  us  that  the  Panel  Committee  o'f  his- 
county  intends  to  ask  for  more  than  half  of  the  avail- 
able penny,  and  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee concerned  considered  that  they  had  good  reason- 
for  this,  as  the  Panel  Committee  would  have  more  mem- 
bers than  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  In  our  opinion 
it  does  not  follow  that  such  will  be  the  case.  Indeed,  it- 
is  immaterial  if  it  comes  out  of  the  panel  practitioners' 
pockets,  unless  the  result  is  that  the  fractional  remainder 
of  the  penny  is  insufficient  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees' purposes.  In  the  latter  case  there  seems  to  be. 
a  means  of  enforcing  a  demand  for  "share  and  share 
alike"  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  withholding, 
application,  for  the  wording  of  the  Act  would  appear  to- 
make  a  joint  application  necessary  before  the  money  can. 
be  allotted.  The  amount  necessary  to  cover  the  expenses 
of  Pharmaceutical  Committees  cannot  even  be  estimated 
until  it  is  known  what  their  duties  will  be.  Many  con- 
sider the  most  important  of  these  will  be  making, 
arrangements  and  paying  for  the  checking  of  Insurance 
prescriptions.  Several  arguments  can  be  raised  against, 
such  a  procedure.  It  is  the  debtor's  duty  to  check  the 
creditor's  account  :  a  wholesaler  would  be  aghast  if  bn 
account  was  returned  along  with  the  invoices  relative 
thereto,  and  it  was  requested  "  Please  have  these  audited 
at  your  expense."  However,  if  the  Insurance  Committee- 
is  allowed  to  impose  this  work  on  the  Pharmaceutical1 
Committee,  the  panel  doctor  being  as  equally  interested' 
as  the  panel  chemist  in  accurate  checking,  the  Panel* 
Committee  should  bear  the  same  expense  as  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee.  No  doubt  the  lack  of  information 
on  these  points  in  the  Regulations  is  intentional.  The- 
Commissioners  will  during  thq  first  six  months'  tritt 
period  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  such  administrative  ex- 
penses. During  that  time  different  schemes  for  election 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  may  be  sanctioned, 
and  it  is  only  by  trial  that  it  can  be  ascertained  whether- 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  will  require  an  amount  of 
^d.  per  insured  person  to  carry  out  their  functions.  Not- 
withstanding all  that  has  been  said  to  contrary  there  is  a. 
general  desire  among  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committees 
that  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  not 
directly  participate  in  the  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees. The  Council  has  not  decided  that  it  shall,  for  it 
cannot  ignore  its  traditions  nor  its  statutory  duties,  which 
might  be  seriously  prejudiced  were  it' to  appear  that  it 
is  drawing  revenue  from  the  Medical  Benefit  Funds. 
Also  it  would  mean  throwing  overboard  the  Pharmaceutical' 
Standing  Committees  on  Insurance,  and  that  we  believe 
to  be  an  eventuality  too  serious'  to  contemplate.  Never- 
theless, there  are  official  indications  that  this  is  being; 
tried. 
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CHEMICAL  SOCIETY. 


AT  the  ordinary  Scientific  Meeting  on  November  6  the 
President  (Professor  W.  H.  Perkin,  F.R.S.)  occupied 
the  chair.  Of  the  long  list  of  papers,  only  four  were  com- 
municated to  the  meeting.  The  first  two  of  these,  by 
Professor  A.  G.  Greene  and  collaborators,  related  to  dye 
stuffs.  The  third  paper,  by  Mr.  F.  Tutin,  gave  the 
results  of  an  investigation  at  the  Wellcome  Chemical 
Research  Laboratories  on 

The  Constituents  of  Senna  Leaves. 

The  numerous  investigations  in  the  past  resulted  in  most 
workers  recording  the  isolation  of  the  so-called  "  chryso- 
phanio  acid  "  and  the  "  cathartic  acid  "  of  Dragendorff — a 
product  to  which  the  purgative  action  of  the  drug  has  been 
attributed,  but  which  for  some  time  has  been  recognised 
as  an  indefinite  mixture  of  substances.  Tschirch  and 
Hiepe  ("Arch.  Pharm.,"  1900,  238,  427)  isolated  the  follow- 
ing products  :  A  crystalline  substance,  C^H^O^;  "  eenna- 
rhamnetin  "  ;  amorphous  "  anthraglucosennin  "  ;  "  senna- 
emodin  "  ;  "  sennachrysophanic  acid  "  ;  "  senna-isoemodin  ; 
and  amorphous  "  sennanigrin. " 

The  present  research  comprised  the  investigation  of  the 
following  material  :  (1)  Tinnevelly  senna  leaves  (Cassia 
angusti folia,  Vahl) ;  (2)  6enna  leaves  grown  at  Lima,  Peru, 
which  were  found  to  be  botanically  identical  with  the 
Tinnevelly  leaves ;  (3)  Alexandrian  senna  leaves,  usually 
considered  to  be  derived  from  Cassia  acutifolia,  Delile,  but 
some  authorities  regard  it  as  a  variety  of  Cassia  angusti- 
folia.    The  chief  results  obtained  were  as  follows  : 

An  alcoholic  extract  of  Tinnevelly  senna  leaves,  on  dis- 
tillation with  steam,  yielded  a  small  amount  of  essential 
oil.  The  resin  was  then  separated  from  the  aqueous  liquid, 
and  the  resulting  products  examined.  The  portion  of  the 
extract  which  was  soluble  in  water  yielded :  (i)  Salicylic 
acid,  not  previously  noted  as  a  constituent  of  senna; 
(ii)  rhein,  C,5HB06,  previously  only  known  to  occur  in 
rhubarb;  (iii)  kaempferol  (1 :  3  :  4-trihydroxyflavonol) ; 
(iv)  aloe-emodin,  Ci5Hk,05,  which  is  the  primary  alcohol 
corresponding  to  the  carboxylic  acid,  rhein ;  (v)  kaempferin, 
C!3H3oOi6,6H:.0,  a  new  glucoside  of  kaempferol,  which  yields 
two  molecules  of  sugar  on  hydrolysis;  (vi)  a  mixture  of 
the  glucosidee  of  rhein  and  aloe-emodin;  (vii)  the  magnesium 
salt  of  an  unidentified  organic  acid ;  (viii)  a  quantity  of 
a  sugar  which  yielded  (Z-phenylglucosazone  (m.p.  216°). 

The  portion  of  the  alcoholic  extract  which  was  insoluble 
in  water  consisted  of  a  soft,  dark-green  resin.  It  contained 
considerable  chlorophyll  and  amorphous  products,  but 
yielded,  in  addition  to  some  of  the  compounds  already  men- 
tioned, the  following  crystalline  substances:  (i)  Myricyl 
alcohol ;  (ii)  a  phytosterol,  C17Tl,sO ;  (iii)  a  phytosterolin 
(phytosterol  glucoside),  C3,H55O0 ;  (iv)  palmitic  and  stearic 
acids. 

The  Peruvian  and  Alexandrian  senna  leaves  yielded  the 
above-mentioned  compounds,  with  the  exception  of  the  mag- 
nesium salt,  and,  in  addition,  /.sorhamnetin. 

Mr.  Tutin  pointed  out  that  the  dual  melting-point  of 
tetra-acetylkaempferol  is  due  to  the  presence  of  half  a  mole- 
cule of  solvent  of  crystallisation.  Tetrabenzoylkaempfcrol, 
which  is  a  new  compound,  shows  a  similar  behaviour. 
The  statement  of  Tschirch  and  Hiepe  that  senna  leaves 
contain  "  senna-zsoemodin,"  "sennachrysophanic  acid" 
(chrysophanol),  and  a  "substance,  C11H,„Os,"  could  not 
be  confirmed,  it  having  been  ascertained  that  the  only 
anthraquinone  derivatives  present  are  rhein  and  aloe- 
emodin.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  noted  that  a  mixture 
of  approximately  equal  quantities  of  the  last-mentioned  two 
compounds  Las  the  empirical  composition  and  properties 
assigned  by  Tschirch  and  Hiepe  to  the  "substance 
C^H^Cv"  The  "  sennarhamnetin  "  of  the  last-mentioned 
authors,  for  which  no  melting-point  or  analysis  was  given, 
must  have  been  either  kaempferol  or  a  mixture  of  the  latter 
with  j'sorhamnetin.  A  large  number  of  specimens  obtained 
during  the  course  of  the  work  were  exhibited. 

In  answer  to  a  question  bv  Mr.  Lees.  Mr.  Tutin  stated 
that  the  purgative  action  of  senna  is  in  part  due  to  the 
aloe-emodin,  but  no  doubt  it  is  also  partly  due  to 
amorphous  products,  as  is  the  case  with  rhubarb. 

The  last  paper,  by  Dr.  C.  K.  Tinkler,  concerned  a  series 
of  mixtures  of  nitro  compounds  and  amines,  which  are 


Coloured  in  the  Liquid  State  Only. 
A  number  of  these  products,  such  as  a  mixture  of 
diphenylamine  and  p-nitrobenzaldehyde,  were  exhibited^ 
and  the  remarkable  changes  of  colour  shown.  When  tubes 
containing  some  of  the  mixtures  are  warmed,  even  with 
the  heat  of  the  hand,  they  acquire  a  deep  red  colour,  which 
instantly  disappears  on  cooling  in  ice-water.  No  evidence 
of  the  formation  of  any  compound  could  be  obtained,  and 
at  was  concluded  that  the  colour  is  produced  by  the  residual 
affinity  of  the  amino  group  causing  a  change  in  the  con- 
figuration of  the  nitro  group,  without  any  interaction 
occurring.

Sir  William  Crookes,  O.M.,  has  been  recommended 
by  the  President  and  Council  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
London  for  election  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  Society  at  the 
anniversary  meeting  on 
December  1.  This  is  the 
highest  honour  that  can  be 
conferred  upon  a  British 
scientist,  and  it  is  a  fitting 
consummation  to  sixty  years 
of  chemical  research  in  which 
Sir  William  Crookes  has  been 
engaged.  He  is  now  in  his 
eighty-second  year.  After 
receiving  his  scientific  educa- 
tion at  the  Royal  College  of 
Chemistry  he  was  appointed 
in  1855  Professor  of 
Chemistry  at  the  Training 
College,  Chester,  and  held 
that  appointment  for  a  few 

years  before  he  began  to  devote  himself  chiefly  to  research 
after  the  discovery  of  thallium  in  1861.  To  that  dis- 
covery all  his  subsequent  researches  can  be  traced,  includ- 
ing the  enunciation  of  his  theories  regarding  radiation 
and  radiant  matter  which  made  possible  the  recent  dis- 
coveries in  this  domain  of  science,  which  look  like  revolu- 
tionising our  chemical  conceptions.  Sir  William  founded 
the  "  Cliemical  News  "  fifty- four  years  ago,  and  this  he 
has  continuously  edited  since.  He  has  been  a  Fellow  of 
the  Chemical  Society  since  1857,  and  was  its  President  in 
1887  to  1889.  He  has  also  been  President  of  the  British 
Association  and  6f  the  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers, 
and  is  at  present.  President  of  the  Society  of  ChemicaF 
Industry  and  Foreign  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Society.  He 
was  knighted  in  1897,  and  received  the  Order  of  Merit  in 
1910.  Besides  his  editorial  and  research  work,  Sir  William 
Crookes  is  the  author  of  a  number  of  important  books  on- 
chemical  technology,  and  for  many  years  was  one  of  the- 
chemists  who  controlled  the  purity  of  the  Metropolitan 
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water  supply..  The  Eoyal  Society  has  conferred  upon  him 
the  Royal,  the  Davy,  and  the  Copley  medals. 

The  Swedish  Academy  of  Sciences  has  decided  to 
award  this  year's  Nobel  Prize  for  Physics  to  Professor 
Kamerlingh  Onnes,  of  Leyden,  and  the  prize  for  Chemis- 
try to  Professor  Alfred  Werner,  of  Zurich.  Each  prize 
ds  worth  about  7,880/. 

We  Mentioned  some  time  ago  that  Mr.  E.  A.  Hollo- 
way,  Southend-on-Sea,  and  Mr.  S.  F.  Body,  Westcliff- 
■011- Sea,  were  willing  to  play  any  two  chemists  a  golf 
match.

Mr.  Kluge  next  filled  a 
position  for  seven  years  with  Mr.  A.  J.  Phillips,  South 
Kensington.  On  January  1,  1906,  before  he  was  thirty, 
Mr.  Kluge.  became  junior  partner  with  the  late  Mr. 
Bowen  in  the  business  of  Jolley  &  Co.,  where  he  has 
amply  sustained  the  prestige  of  that  old-established 
■connection. 

Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett,  B.Sc,  E.I.C.,  pharmaceutist  to 
the  University  College  Hospital,  London,  is  resigning 
that  appointment  xo  take  up  a  position  on  the  staff  of 
The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  Graham  Street,  London. 
Mr.  Bennett  is  an  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Conference,  and  had  a  distinguished  career  at 
the  School  of  Pharmacy  prior  to  his  qualifying  as  a 
Pharmaceutical  Chemist  in  April  1902.  Sirrce  then  he  has 
graduated  in  science  at  the  London  University,  and  has 
passed  the  examinations  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry, 
besides  qualifying  as  a  member  of  the  Bar.  The  British 
Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  have  also  added  to  their  staff  re- 
cently three  Major  men  who  completed  their  studies  at 
the  Square  last  session.  Their  staff  of  chemists  engaged 
in  the  analytical,  research,  and  technical  laboratories  now 
•comprises  five  members  who  are  connected  with  the  In- 
stitute of  Chemistry.  These  facts  indicate  how  the  busi- 
ness has  been  developing  and  growing  since  the  amalgama- 
tion of  the  four  constituent  houses  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill,  B.Sc,  F.I.C...  as  managing  director — 
a  circumstance  of  special  interest  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  houses  are  among  the  oldest  in  the  British  drug-trade.

Wallace. — At  Broadstone,  near  Bournemouth,  on 
November  7,  Dr.  Alfred  Russel  Wallace,  aged  ninety. 
Dr.  Wallace,  naturalist  and  friend  of  Darwin,  was  born 
at  Usk  in  Monmouthshire  in  1823  and  became  noted 
for  his  independent  thinking.  He  published  bocks  on 
land  nationalisation,  vaccination,  and  spiritualism,  the. 
views  expressed  therein  being  far  from  orthodox.  He 
travelled  in  South  America  on  a  natural  history  expedi- 
tion in  1844,  and  at  this  period  formed  the  intention  of 
collecting  facts  towards  solving  the  problem  of  the  origin 
of  species.  Other  travels  took  him  to  the  Malay  Archi- 
pelago, where  he  lived  for  eight  years.  He  is  credited 
with  having  arrived  at  the  doctrine  of  the  "survival  of 
the  fittest"  in  1858  while  living  at  Ternate  in  the 
Moluccas.  He  had  previously  been  in  correspondence 
with  Darwin  on  the  subject  at  a  time  when  Darwin  had 
reached  independently  similar  conclusions.  A  delicate 
situation  was  thus  created,  which  was  overcome  by  the 
presentation  of  a  joint  paper  to  the  Linnean  Society  on 
July  1,  1858.  Dr.  Wallace  had  6ince  written  much  on 
the  same  subject,  and  had  been  the  means' of  promoting  the 
progress  and  understanding  of  the  Darwinian  doctrine.  In 
the  "World  of  Life,"  published  in  1910,  he  gave  clear 
expression  to  his  views,  arguing  that  the  complexity  of  the 
structure  of  living  things  necessarily  implies  (1)  a  creative 
power ;  (2)  a  directive  mjnd  ;  and  (3)  an  ultimate  purpose, 
which  he  conceived  to  be  the  development  of  man — "the 
one  crowning  product  of  the  whole  cosmic  process  of 
development."  He  published  many  other  books  on  social 
questions,  the  last  appearing  only  two  weeks  ago.  He  was 
not  elected  an  F.R.S.  until  1893,  but  had  previously  re- 
ceived a  Royal  medal  and  the  Darwin  medal.  His  widow 
is  the  sister  of  Miss  Flora  Mitten,  Ph.C,  Hurstpierpoint.

LEGAL  REPORTS. 


TRADE  LAW. 

Demerara  Sugar.  •  The  question  whether  sugar  growa 
in  Mauritius  may  be  sold  by  a  shopkeeper  as  Demerara 
sugar  was  considered  by  a  Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench,, 
composed  of  Justices  Darling,  Avory,  and  Atkin,  on  Novem- 
ber 12,  on  a  case  stated  by  the  Police  Magistrate  at  Clerken- 
well,  arising  from  a  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  summons- 
against  a  grocer  named  Britcher.  The  Court  held  that 
Demerara  sugar  has  become  a  conventional  term.  Mr. 
Justice  Darling  illustrated  the  reasons  for  the  decision  by- 
pointing  out  that  _  no  one  supposes  that  a  Brussels  carpet  is- 
necessarily  made  in  Brussels.  , 


High  Court  Cases. 

Unless  when  otherwise  stated  these  cases  have  been  beard  in  the 
High  Court  of  Justice,  London, 

Action  Settled. 

In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  November  11,  a. 
special  jury  action  of  C  Pool  &  Co.,  Ltd.  v.  Buvo,  Ltd., 
and  others  was  settled  upon  terms,  including  the  with- 
drawal by  the  plaintiffs'  of  certain  charges  against  the 
defendam  YVhiteman. 

James  Epps  &  Co.,  Ltd. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  November  11,  Mr.  Justice 
Joyce,  sanctioned  a  petition  '.  y  this  company  for  confirma- 
tion of  a  reduction  of  its  capital.  It  is  proposed  to 
return  1/.  2s.  6d.  on  every  51.  share,  being  capital  in 
excess  of  the  wants  of  the  company. 

The  Radium  Institute. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  November  7,  Mr.  Justice 
Sargant  heard  a  motion  by  Sir  Frederick  Treves  and 
others  concerned  with  the  Radium  Institute  to  restrain, 
the  British  Oxypathor  Co.,  Ltd.,  from  trading  as  the 
Radium  Oxygen  Institute,  or  in  any  name  which  would 
lead  the  public  to  believe  that  it  is  in  any  way  con- 
nected with  the  Radium  Institute,  and  from  infringing; 
the  copyright  in  a  publication  of  the  plaintiffs  entitled 
"  A  Report  of  the  Work  carried  out  at  the  Radium 
Institute  from  August  4,  1911,  to  December  3,  1912."  The 
defendants  gave  undertakings  in  the  terms  of  the  order 
asked  for,  and  the  motion  was  treated  as  the  trial  of 
the  action,  defendants  paying  plaintiffs'  costs. 

Research  by  Virol,  Ltd. 
I'i  the  Chancery  Division  on  November  7,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Astbury,  sanction  was  obtained  for  a  special  resolu- 
tion of  Virol,  Ltd.,  for  the  extension  of  the  company's- 
objects. 

Mr.  Beebee  appeared  for  the  company,  and  said  that  it 
had  been  formed  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  in  food  pro- 
ducts. 

His  Lordship  remarked  that  it  was  to  acquire  from  Bovril 
certain  patents,  the  goodwill  of  the  business,  and  the 
manufacture  of  the  food  called  Virol  and  certain  other 
preparations  of  animal  and  vegetable  foods. 

Mr.  Beebee  said  the  company  wanted  to  carry  on  some- 
laboratories.  The  company  has,  as  a  matter  of  fact„ 
laboratories'  where  it  carries  on  chemical  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  preparation  of  such  food.  It  wrants- 
to  establish  others  for  research  and  analytical  work  in 
connection  with  medicine.  The  preparation  made  by  the 
company  is  used  by  all  the  hospitals  in  England,  and 
it  was  thought  that  a  connection  between  the  medical 
profession  and  the  company  would  be  established  by  the 
provision  of  the  proposed  laboratories. 

His  Lordship  said  rather  a  wide  extension  seemed  to  be 
proposed.  The  idea  of  the  company  was  that  it  should 
be  a  particular  foodstuff  company.  By  the  proposed 
extension  he  thought  the  company  would  be  turned  into' 
a  scientific  research  society. 

Mr.  Beebee  pointed  out  that  the  extension  that  was  now- 
proposed  was  only  a  branch  of  the  business.  It  had  been 
a  branch  business  carried  on  up  to  the  present  time,  and 
the  company  now  wanted  to  put  itself  in  order  by  having; 
it  expressed  in  the  memorandum. 
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His  Lordship  made  the  order  and  dispensed  with  the 
necessity  of  advertising  the  extension. 

The  Saccharin  Acreement. 

Taking  the  special  paper,  Mr.  Justice  Bailhache  in  the 
King's  Bench  Division  on  Tuesday,  November  11,  heard 
arguments  in  an  appeal  following  an  arbitration  as  be- 
tween the  Saccharin  Corporation,  Ltd.,  10  Arthur  Street, 
E.C.,  and  the  Anglo-Continental  Chemical  Works, 
Ltd.,  63  Crutched  Friars,  E.G.  Substantially  the 
matter  arose  from  the  agreement  between  the  Cor- 
poration and  the  Chemical  Works  and  others  where- 
by in  1901  they  agreed  that  the  Corporation  were 
to  have  the  monopoly  of  manufacturing  saccharin  and  the 
others'  were  to  act  as  agents  for  sale  on  certain  rather 
strict  conditions,  as,  for  instance,  that  they  were  not  to 
sell  without  the  written  approval  of  the  Corporation.  In 
1908  the  Anglo-Continental  sold  saccharin  to  one  Stowe 
without  getting  the  approval  in  writing  of  the  Corpora- 
tion, and  when  the  Corporation  found  this  out,  Stowe 
being  a  person  selling  irK  competition  with  them  and 
trying  to  break  their  prices,  they  stopped  deliveries.  The 
Anglo-Continental  were  under  an  obligation  to  deliver 
to  Stowe,  and  an  arbitration  took  place  between  Stowe 
as  plaintiff  and  the  Anglo-Continental  as  defendant.  The 
Anglo-Continental  had  to  pay  damages  to  Stowe  amount- 
ing to  130/.,  costs  200/.,  and  their  own  solicitors'  costs, 
making  a  total  of  427/.  15s.  This  was  the  important  item 
which  emerged  after  successive  arbitrations,  and  the 
question  now  was  whether  the  Corporation  should  or 
should  not  refund  the  money  to  the  Anglo-Continental. 

His  Lordship,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that  what  had 
happened  aro'se  out  of  the  selling  agents'  breach  of  agree- 
ment in  selling  to  Stowe.  It  was  said  on  behalf  of  the 
Corporation  that  a  clause  in  one  of  the  agreements  meant 
that  if  the  Chemical  Company  were  found  to  be  wrong 
in  respect  of  the  Stowe  matter  they  were  to  pay  the 
Corporation  427/.,  and  in  addition  might  pay  under  two 
different  heads.  The  Corporation  set  up  a  claim  under 
the  arbitration,  and  secondly  said  the  Chemical  Company 
were  to  pay  because  they  had  wrongly  deducted  the 
amount  from  the  accounts  between  the  parties  in  respect 
of  the  1909  agreement.  He  thought  that  contention  was 
wrong.  It  seemed  to  him  the  true  meaning  of  the  agree- 
ment was  this.  As  far  as  there  were  disputes  under  the 
1901  agreement  both  parties  were  setting  up  claims  irre- 
spective of  the  Stowe  affair.  These  claims,  irrespective 
of  the  Stowe  claims,  were  mutually  withdrawn  and  there 
was  an  end  of  them.  There  remained  the  Stowe  claim. 
The  company  had  in  their  books  427/.  which  they  were 
entitled  to  retain  if  they  were  right,  or  bound  to  pay 
over  if  they  were  wrong.  That  was  exactly  what  the 
clause  provided  for,  and  he  saw  no  sort  of  suggestion 
that  they  were  bound  to  pay  it  over  because  they  had 
wrongly  claimed  in  the  arbitration,  and  were  also  bound 
to  pay  because  they  had  wrongly  deducted  it  from  the 
.accounts.  Only  this  sum  remained  to  be  dealt  with, 
■other  matters  being  settled.  In'  his  opinion  the  learned 
arbitrator  was  wrong  in  thinking  that  in  addition  to  the 
427/.  there  was  a  further  sum  of  42?/.  payable  in  respect 
of  the  deduction.  Judgment  would  be  accordingly  for 
the  one  amount,  with  costs  of  the  special  case. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

White  Pepper. 

Before  the  Blackburn  Borough  Magistrates  on  Novem- 
ber 7,  nearly  five  hours  were  spent  in  a  case  under 
Section  6  of  the  1875  Act,  in  which  the  defendants  originally 
were  Taylors' Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  Leeds,  who  were  summoned 
tor  selling  in  their  Blackburn  branch  £  lb.  of  white  pepper 
which  was  alleged  to  be  adulterated  with  husks. 

Mr.  P.  Wolf  (Deputy  Town  Clerk)  represented  the 
Blackburn  Corporation,  Mr.  J.  W.  Carter  represented 
Taylors'  Drug  Co.,  and  Mr.  Rudd  (Liverpool)  appeared 
for  Messrs.  Stafford  Allen  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  London,  frorr 
whom  the  pepper  was  originally  purchased,  and  who  had 
given  a  guarantee. 

Mr.  Carter  stated  that  the  pepper  was  taken  from  3 
package  supplied  by  Messrs.  Stafford  Allen  &  Co.  without 
interference  m  any  way,  and  the  latter  were  prepared  to 
take  the  full  responsibility  upon  themselves. 


Mr.  Marsden  (a  Magistrate)  :  They  gave  a  guarantee, 
I  suppose  ? 

Mr.  Carter  :  That  is  so,  and  for  that  reason  they  are 
taking  the  full  responsibility.  He  asked  that  his  clients 
should  be  dismissed  from  the  case. 

Mr.  Rudd  :  We  are  prepared  to  take  all  responsibility 
and  to  fight  the  case  as  to  whether  this  was  or  was  not 
white  pepper.  The  case,  under  certain  circumstances,  will 
not  stop  here,  so  that  we  should  like  to  go  into  the 
whole  question  as  to  whether  this  article  was  of  the  nature, 
substance,  and  quality  demanded. 

The  Clerk  said  the  case  must  be  regular  if  there  was 
to  be  an  appeal.  It  might  so  be  that  the  Quarter  Sessions 
would  rule  that  they  had  no  right,  in  that  court,  to  con- 
sent to  informalities. 

Mr.  Rudd  said  he  was  quite  prepared  to  waive  all 
technicalities  and  defend  the  case  on  the  important  issue 
as  to  whether  this  was  or  was  not  white  pepper.  He 
was  prepared  to  admit  the  existence  of  a  guarantee,  and 
he  did  not  oppose  the  application  of  Mr.  Carter  in  sub- 
stituting the  name  of  Stafford  Allen  &  Co.  for  the 
Taylors'  Drug  Co. 

The  case  against  the  latter  was  thereupon  dismissed,  and 
Messrs.  Stafford  Allen  &  Co.  were  substituted  as  defen- 
dants. 

Opening  the  proceedings,  Mr.  Wolf  stated  that  the 
purchase  was  made  on  August  26,  and  the  public  analyst 
(Mr.  W.  H.  Roberts,  M.Sc,  F.I.C.)  in  his  certificate  said  : 

"  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  sample  contains  not  less 
than  10  per  cent,  of  pepper-husks." 

The  issue  for  the  Bench  to  decide  was  whether 
the  customer  got  what  he  asked  for — white  pepper. 
There  is,  Mr.  Wolf  explained,  only  one  peppercorn  from 
which  are  manufactured  both  white  and  black  pepper. 
He  explained  how  white  pepper  is  prepared,  adding  that 
the  wholesaler  in  this  country  had  found  that  even  the 
worst  sample  of  white  pepper  contains  not  more  than 
2  per  cent,  or  2^  per  cent,  of  husks.  He  did  not  argue  that 
the  husk  is  in  any  way  harmful  or  injurious  to  health,  but 
he  submitted  that  if  a  person  asks  for  genuine  white  pepper 
and  is  given  so  much  of  the  husks  as  10  per  cent.,  that 
amounts  to  a  fraud  upon  him. 

After  Inspector  Williams  had  given  evidence  of  the 
purchase, 

Mr.  Roberts,  public  analyst,  gave  as  his  definition  of 
white  pepper,  "black  pepper  from  which  the  husk  has 
been  removed."  In  the  East  Indies  the  berries  are 
gathered,  dried,  and  become  black.  They  are  afterwards 
soaked  in  water,  and  the  natives  then  rub  the  berries  in 
their  hands  until  the  husks  are  practically  all  removed. 
Husk  contains  none  of  the  ingredients  of  white  pepper. 
In  this  country  machinery  is  used  for  removing  the  husk, 
and  in  an  average  sample  of  white  pepper  there  should 
not  be  more  than  2  per  cent.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Rudd, 
witness  said  he  had  never  yet  come  across  any  sample 
of  white  pepper  with  anything  like  the  percentage 
of  husk  found  in  this  case. 

Mr.  Marsden  :  I  think  there  are  two  processes  :  that 
of  removing  the  black  outer  covering  by  the  natives  and 
taking  away  the  small  outer  covering  of  the  peppercorn 
itself  ?— Yes. 

At  this  stage  the  witness  demonstrated  his  views  with 
several  peppercorns.  Further  examined,  he  denied  that 
there  is  any  real  value  in  the  outer  covering  of  the  pepper- 
corn. He  denied  that  the  black  husk  is  used  for  distilla- 
tion of  essential  oil ;  for  he  had  analysed  them  and  found 
no  essential  oil  whatever,  and  insisted  that  the  proper 
definition  of  white  pepper  is  the  black  pepper-berry 
deprived  of  the  whole  of  the  outer  husk. 

Dr.  Hibbert,  D.P.H.,  medical  officer  for  Blackburn,  said 
he  understood  white  pepper  to  be  the  product  of  pepper- 
corns with  the  outer  husk  removed.  If  he  got  an  in- 
gredient with  the  husk  present  he  would  consider  he 
was  not  getting  what  he  had  asked  for. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  H.  Clarke,  partner  in  the  firm  of 
Messrs.  Wright,  Crossley  &  Co..  Liverpool,  said  that 
white  peppercorn  is  simply  the  black  peppercorn  with 
the  husks  removed.  Strictly  speaking,  in  the  white 
peppercorn  there  ought  to  be  no  husk,  but  as  a  manu- 
facturer he  had  to  admit  the  imperfections  of  human 
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methods,  and  there  is  one  class  of  corn  which  contains 
about  2^  per  cent,  of  the  husk.  The  percentage  in  Singa- 
pore pepper  is  1  per  cent.,  and  Siam  is  even  lower  still. 
If  10  per  cent,  adulteration  was  allowed,  it  meant  if  a 
man  was  doing  a  trade  of  500  tons  in  the  course  of  a 
year  lie  was  going  to  make  an  illegitimate  profit  of  over 
4,000/.  How  could  he  compete  with  that  ?  Witness  men- 
tioned that  ten  or  thirteen  years  ago  there  were  pepper 
prosecutions  all  over  Lancashire.  There  was  a  difficulty 
at  first  in  getting  Benches  of  Magistrates  to  convict,  but 
eventually  prevailing  customs  were  practically  stamped 
out  altogether.  He  agreed  that  bleaching  of  pepper  was 
then  carried  on,  but  this  practice  was  simply  incidental. 
Bleaching  was  merely  covering  up  the  tracks.  Cross- 
examined,  witness  said  white  peppers  are  graded,  but  not 
generally. 

Mr.  Rudd  :  You  cannot  import  your  pepper  into  Germany 
unless  you  limit  it  to  7i  per  cent,  of  husks? — Witness:  Yes; 
but  there  is  a  standard  here,  a  standard  of  purity. 

This  concluded  the  case  fo'r  the  prosecution. 

Mr.  Rudd  said  his  clients  had  given  an  undertaking 
that  the  sample  taken  was  pure  and  genuine  white  pepper, 
and  they  still  contended  that  it  was  pure.  Repre- 
sentatives were  present  who  would  give  their  views  on 
what  ordinary  commercial  white  pepper  is,  and  who  would 
satisfy  them  that  there  had  been  no  offence  under  this 
particular  section.  They  had  it  on  the  evidence  of  the 
public  analyst  that  this  particular  pepper,  in  all  its  essen- 
tial features,  was  above  what  is  required  in  the  lowest 
qualities  of  white  pepper.  If  he  established  that,  there 
was  no  case  for  them  to  answer.  The  difficulty  of  the 
position  was  this  :  the  Liverpool  analyst  had  taken  up 
the  position  that  white  pepper  is  the  black  pepper-berry 
with  the  black  skins  removed.  He  admitted  in  the  box, 
however,  that  this  state  of  things  is  practically  non- 
existent, because  the  natives  do  not  decorticate  them 
fully.  All  the  outer  skin  is  practically  never  removed. 
All  the  authorities  show  that  the  accepted  definition  of 
white  pepper  is  the  black  pepper-berry  partly  decorticated. 
I'f  there  were  a  definite  standard,  there  would  be  no 
difficulty  in  working  to  that  standard.  The  firm's  pepper 
had  been  sold  throughout  the  whole  of  the  United  King- 
dom, and  had  not  been  questioned  by  any  previous 
analyst.  It  was  well  above  the  average.  So  long  as  the 
fibre  limit  did  not  come  above  9.5  per  cent,  it  was  held 
by  the  authorities  to  be  genuine  white  pepper. 

Answering  Mr.  Marsden,  Mr.  Rudd  contended  that, 
although  pepper,  as  it  is  more  graded,  becomes  darker  in 
colour,  it  remains  white  pepper  as  long  as  it  does  not  get 
above  the  general  percentage  of  ash  and  fibre. 

Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  said  he  agreed  with  the 
figures  of  the  public  analyst  as  to  the  sample  of  pepper, 
but  he  did  not  draw  the  same  deductions  from  them. 
He  regarded  the  sample  as  one  of  genuine  white 
pepper,  having  all  the  properties  of  white  pepper.  He 
agreed  also  that  white  pepper  can  be  produced  by  de- 
priving dark  peppercorns  of  a  certain  portion  of  the 
outer  husk.  His  definition  of  white  pepper  is  "  black 
peppercorns  deprived  of  so  much  of  the  dark  layers  and 
husks  as  to  render  them  white."  It  is  a  question  of 
colour.  The  Home  Office  analyst  some  time  ago  issued 
a  report  showing  that  black  pepper  is  richer  in  resin 
than  white  pepper.  White  pepper  is  of  less  value  as  a 
condiment.  He  had  examined  a  number  of  samples  of 
other  well-known  firms,  all  of  which  were  of  about  the 
same  standard  as  the  one  in  question.  They  were  all 
guaranteed  as  genuine  white  pepper. 

The  Magistrates'  Clerk  :  Supposing  you  ground  the  pepper- 
corns, and  had  only  about  2  per  cent,  of  the  husks,  would 
you  be  justified  in  adding  8  per  cent,  from  another  sample, 
and  still  bring  it  within  the  standard  of  this  case? — Witness: 
That  is  a  legal  question,  and  has  puzzled  Judges  in  the 
High  Court.    It  is  a  doubtful  question. 

The  Clerk  :  If  there  is  no  standard  with  regard  to  husk6, 
what  would  prevent  this  being  done  ?  It  seems  to  me  there 
is  nothing  to  stop  the  process  I  have  just  named.  Can  you 
say  positively  whether  husks  have  been  added  or  not  ? — ■ 
Witness:  No;  but  I  should  hardly  think  a  manufacturer 
would  do  such  a  thing. 

Mr.  Marsden  :  If  you  sift  and  grade,  it  is  possible  to  get 
one  sample  almost  free  from  husks  and  another  heavily 
charged  with  husks.      Could  ybu  etill  say  the  latter  is 


white  pepper  ? — Witness :  I  should  say,  if  the  sample  con- 
tained 15  per  cent,  of  husks  and  it  came  up  to  the  standard 
in  ordinary  qualities,  it  would  be  genuine  white  pepper. 

Mr.  Rudd :  If  you  got  too  much  husk  you  would  not  have 
the  other  essential  qualities  ? — Witness :  No. 

Witness  added  that  personally  he  would  not  buy  the 
ground  pepper.  He  preferred  the  black  peppercorns  to 
grind  for  himself.  The  whiter  the  pepper  is  the  less 
value  it  is  as  a  condiment. 

Dr.  Frank  Teed,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  corroborated  Mr. 
Parry's  evidence,  and  said  the  more  the  outer  husk  is 
removed  the  whiter  is  the  pepper.  The  outer  part  of 
the  peppercorn  contains  spiral  vessels,  and  in  the 
sample  under  treatment  he  was  unable  to  detect  the 
presence  of  any  of  these.  This  demonstrated  clearly  that 
the  outer  layer  had  been  removed.  Witness  expressed  the 
opinion  that  there  is  decided  value  in  the  dark  layers 
round  the  peppercorn,  adding  :  "  But  English  people 
buy  everything  by  looks,  except  pictures."  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Nuttall  (a  Magistrate)  :  It  may  apply  in  the  South,, 
but  not  in  Lancashire.    (Renewed  laughter.) 

The  witness  added  that  he  would  consider  a  sample 
with  9.5  per  cent,  of  the  fibre  as  within  the  standard  of 
white  pepper.  He  did  not  agree  that  any  manufacturer 
would  grind  the  husks  for  the  purpose  of  adulterating 
a  good  sample  of  pepper.  It  would  be  an  idiotic  thing 
for  a  manufacturer  to  do. 

Mr.  John  Hobbs,  who  has  been  connected  with  the 
defendants  for  many  years,  said  the  sample  was  from. 
Singapore  or  Siam  pepper,  and  it  was  ground  by  his 
firm.  It  was  either  of  the  second  or  third  grade,  and 
was  sold  at  Q^d.  per  lb.  The  various  grades  are 
obtained  by  the  sifting  process,  though  all  the  grades 
would  come  under  the  heading  of  white  pepper  so  long- 
as  they  are  products  of  the  white  peppercorn. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Rackham,  managing  director  of  Messrs. 
White,  Palmer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  London,  said  it  is  impossible 
to  tell,  by  looking  at  a  berry,  how  much  husk  there  is  to  it. 
There  is  no  reason  why  a  sample  should  not  be  called 
white  pepper  even  if  it  contain  as  much  as  15  per  cent, 
of  husk.  There  are  varying  grades  of  white  pepper, 
according  to  the  class  of  the  public. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Grey,  of  Messrs.  Drysdale,  Dennison  &  Co., 
said  he  had  had  a  sample  of  white  Singapore  pepper 
analysed  similar  to  the  one  produced,  and  it  contained 
7.45  per  cent,  of  fibre.  The  practice  of  grading  had  gone 
on  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Clarke,  recalled,  said  manufacturers  are  guided 
by  colour  to  a  certain  extent ;  but  it  is  about  the  last 
quality  they  do  consider.  They  judge  pepper  by  its 
strength  and  aroma. 

The  Bench  adjourned  the  case  for  a  fortnight,  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  a  considered  judgment.

Be  morgan  William  James,  11  Cowell  Street,. 
Llanelly,  Chemist  and  Druggist. — This  debtor  applied,  before1 
Judge  Lloyd  Morgan,  at  the  Guildhall,  Carmarthen,  on. 
November  7,  for  his  discharge  from  bankruptcy.  Questioned 
as  to  whether  he  had  been  in  litigation  with  the  Quinine 
Bitters  Co.  since  his  failure,  the  debtor  said  he  had,  through 
some  misunderstanding.  His  Honour  adjourned  the  appli- 
cation for  six  months.

A  Palermo  advice  dated  November  8  reports  that  prompt 
business  has  been  absolutely  nil  and  prices  for  spot  oil  are 
entire  ly  nominal.  As  there  are  no  real  market  values 
based  upon  actual  transactions,  we  abstain  from  giving 
quotations  for  prompt  oil,  but  leave  it  to  our  friends  to 
inquire  for  a  special  price  if  at  any  timo  they  may  have 
requirements  to  cover  beforo  the  new  crop  is  to  hand.  For 
new  crop  the  gradual  decline  in  prices  continues  to  influence 
consumers  abroad  in  holding  off,  and  this  is  depressing  the 
position  in  Sicily ;  the  more  so  as  during  the  last  fortnight 
the  further  development  of  the  growth  of  the  lemon  has 
allayed  the  anxieties  which  were  still  apparent  m  some 
districts  with  reference  to  the  out-turn  of  the  crop.  The 
general  depression  caused  the  Co-operative  Society  of 
Growers  to  try  and  step  in,  in  order  to  give  more  tone  to 
the  market ;  however,  their  operations,  as  far  as  can  be 
judged  at  present,  have  only  been  formal  manoeuvres  which 
did  not  influence  the  market  except  for  a  day  or  two.

So  far  as  heavy  chemicals  are  concerned  the  presents 
position  is  very  dull,  and  the  outlook  is  decidedly  adverse 
to  anything  except  speculative  business.  It  is  stated  in  one 
publication  that  present  quotations  are  well  maintained  for 
delivery  for  1914.  We  very  much  doubt  this,  but  owing  to 
the  unrest  in  the  textile  trades  as  to  the  future  of  labour,  and 
a  downward  tendency  in  the  main  industries  in  Lancashire 
and  Yorkshire,  it  will  deter  many  consumers  from  covering 
anything  but  very  pressing  requirements.  We  cannot  really 
quote  firm  prices  in  caustic  soda,  bleaching-powder,  and. 
similar  products,  as  undoubtedly  low  offers,  if  firm,  would 
bo  accepted.  Sulphate  of  copper,  owing  to  the  slump  in 
raw  metal,  has  had  another  lapse,  and  to-day's  quotations- 
on  the  Chemical  Exchange  are  from  23?.  to  23?.  12s.  bd.  per 
ton ;  either  of  those  figures  would,  it  is  said,  meet  with 
ready  acceptance  from  makers.  Coal-tar  products  are  quiet, 
and  almost  all  kinds,  except  pitch  and  benzols,  favour 
sellers. 

Heavy  Chemicals. 

The  condition  of  the  heavy-chemical  market  at  all  main, 
centres  remains  very  much  as  lately  reported,  and  the  dis- 
inclination to  cover  in  certain  lines  of  1914  still  continues.

Copaiba  is  dull  and  neglected.  Maracaibo  is  m.4.50,  Para 
m  4.75,  Bahia  m.4.25,  and  other  kinds  down  to  m.3.75  per 
kilo.,  according  to  quality. 

Buchu. — At  the  high  prices  ruling  consumers  appear  to 
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restrict  themselves  to  the  most  necessary  quantities.  For 
this  reason  somo  holders  have  reduced  their  prices,  and 
now  quote  good  green  round  leaf  at  m. 10.50  and  ovals  at 
m.4  per  kilo. 

Jalap  has  now  reached  a  price  which  has  induced  larger 
purchases,  and  considerable  quantities  of  druggists'  have 
been  sold  at  from  m.140  to  m.160  per  100  kilos.,  and  high- 
percentage  at  m.350  to  m.400. 

QtmxAlA  is  at  present  quite  neglected  in  Hamburg,  and 
prices  have  given  way  somewhat,  with  less  inclination  to 
buy.    Prices  for  cut  are  also  uncertain  and  nominal.

Spanish  Olive  Oil. 

The  Acting  British  Consul  at  Seville  reports  that 
the  prospects  of  the  coming  olive  crop  in  that  dis- 
trict are  on  the  whole  favourable.  Although  the  olives 
have  been  dropping  off  the  trees  in  considerable  quantities, 
sufficient  remain  to  yield  a  more  than  average  crop,  if  the 
Michaelmas  rains  are  not  unduly  delayed.  At  present  the 
stocks  of  oil  in  the  hands  of  the  middlemen  are  believed  to 
be  very  small,  and  for  some,  time  past  the  oil  mills  have 
been  parting  with  their  stocks  also.  It  is  probable  that  a6 
the  season  advances  the  mills  will  place  their  stocks  upon 
the  market  in  increasing  quantities  in  order  to  be  able  to 
store  the  new  oil.  H.M.  Consul  adds  that  during  the  last 
few  days  prior  to  the  date  of  writing  the  price  of  olive  oil 
of  good  quality  on  the  local  market  dropped  from  13.12 
pesetas  per  arroba  to  13  pesetas,  and  there  may  be  even 
a  further  fall  before  long.  [27  pesetas=lf.  (about);  arroba 
=  2J  Imp.  gals.]

Insurance  Dispensing  in  Scotland. 
Sir, — The  editorial  article  on  Insurance  Dispensing 
in  your  issue  of  October  25,  with  its  concluding  maxim, 
"  What/  we  have  we'll  hold,"  may  be  good  enough  advice 
to  English  pharmacists,  but  surely  not  to  Scottish  pharma- 
cists. Take  my  own  case  as  an  example  of  how  the 
Insurance  Act  has  affected  my  business.  Two-thirds  of 
my  dispensing  is  made  up  of  6-oz.  mixtures,  for  which 
I  get  Is.  2d.  or  Is.  Zd.  I  go  on  the  panel,  very  much 
against  my  will,  and  supply  to  the  Insurance  Committee 
the  same  6-oz.  mixtures  at  anything  from  Z^d.  to  8^d., 
and  still  you  advise  us  to  again  submit  without  anything 
in  the  nature  of  a  protest.  I  call  it,  a  pure  case  of 
Government  robbery,  and  if  we  were  an  organised  body, 
like  our  friends  the  doctors,  we  could  demand  our  rights. 
What  I  think  we  want  in  Scotland  is  a  leader,  and  if  one 
would  come  forward  at  this  time  and  say  "  Don't  go  on 
the  panel  again  till  you  get  exactly  what  you  want," 
I  am  sure  he  would  find  a  host  of  willing  followers.  Take 
all  the  work  attached  to  the  making-up  of  a  6-oz.  mixture 
(dispensing  and  clerical),  and  I  say  without  hesitation 
that  there  is  not  another  set  of  business  people  in  the 
United  Kingdom  who  would  do  it  at  the  panel  price. 
For  comparison,  take  the  rate  of  remuneration  paid  by 
School  Boards  to  teachers  conducting  evening  continuation 
classes  :  it  is  anything  from  3s.  6d.  to  5s.  per  hour.  And 
the  teachers  are  not  all  qualified  in  the  sense  that  they 
have  University  degrees;  some  of  them  are  M.A.,  some 
B.Sc,  but  others  are  just  from  the  ranks.  Compare  with 
the  price  we  are  paid  for  supplying  the  material,  the 
time,  and  the  utensils'  necessary  to  do  the  work ;  just 
compare  it,  and  think  what  a  lot  of  weaklings  we  are  ! 
It  is  contemptible,  and  I  am  not  sure  that  we  would  not 
come  under  the  category  of  a,  sweated  industry.  The 
crux  of  the  whole  question  is  that  if  the  2-s.  is  not  sufficient 
to  pay  for  the  drugs,  etc.,  required,  then  the  powers  that 
be  will  just  have  to  provide  more.  It  is  simply  non- 
sense for  pharmacists  to  be  at  the  mercy  of  official 
checkers  as  to  what  they  think  we  ought  or  ought  not  to 
supply,  and  I  contend  that  whatever  a  doctor  orders  for 
a  panel  patient  ought  to  be  supplied  by  the  pharmacist 
and  paid  for  by  the  Committees,  or  else  the  whole  struc- 
ture of  supplying  "rare  and  refreshing  fruit"  falls  to 
the  ground.  Yours  faithfully,

Commercial  v.  Professional  Remuneration. 

Sir, — On  a  calm  survey  of  the  pharmaceutical  position 
since  the  introduction  of  National  Health  Insurance,  we 
are  bound  to  admit  that  financially  the  professional  status 
of  the  pharmacist  has  been  estimated  at  a  very  low 
value  indeed.  Judging  by  results,  the  remuneration 
offered  for  the  strictly  pharmaceutical  part  of  the  con- 
tract is  in  inverse  ratio  to  the  skill  and  preparation 
required  for  such  service;  in  other  words,  the  pharma- 
ceutical status  has  received  a  severe  blow  through  the 
introduction  of  the  very  Act  which  for  the  first  time 
has  given  pharmacy  State  recognition.  This  is  a  state- 
ment which  the  dispensing  of  every  fresh  prescription 
brings  home  with  renewed  force.  One  does  not  require 
to  go  outside  the  tariff  itself  in  proof  of  this.  In  nearly 
every  instance  the  merely  mechanical  part  of  the  -dis- 
pensing— i.e.,  handing  out  dressings,  appliances,  etc. — re- 
quiring neither  time  nor  skill,  affords  far  better  remunera- 
tion than  the  technical  part  of  dispensing.  Moreover, 
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in  the  dispensing  of  Insurance  prescriptions  the  com- 
mercial value  in  most  instances  is  out  of  proportion  to 
the  skilled  care  required  in  their  dispensing.    It  is  in 
the  prescription  department  where  the  commercial  value 
of  the  medicines  dispensed  is  of  secondary  importance. 
Hitherto  the  dispenser  has  had  a  profit  proportionate  to  his 
dispensing  skill  similar  in  principle  to  what  the  medical 
man  obtains  for  his  skill  in  prescribing.      It  is  true, 
chemists  were  frequently  charged  with  having  big  profits  ; 
but  it  is  equally  true  the  dispensing  department  from 
which  the  profit  came  was  never  blamed  for  this,  and 
never  grudged.    The  visit  of  a  patient  to  the  chemist  was 
always  associated  with  a  visit  to  the  medical  man,  and 
regarded  seriously ;  so  that  medicine,  as  a  rule,  by  pre- 
scription was  paid  for  cheerfully,  the  chemist,  like  the 
prescriber,  getting  a  semi-professional  fee  for  his  work. 
Why  should  the  line  be  drawn  so  sharply  as  at  present 
between  the  professional  prescriber  and  the  professional 
dispenser  ?       The  same  knowledge,  time,   brains,  and 
money  spent  by  the  latter  in  obtaining  his  qualification  to 
dispense  would  have  given  him  a  fair  start  on  the  way 
to  qualify  for  prescriber.    But  now  a  great  gulf  is  fixed, 
and  there  is  nothing  professional  in  the  remuneration 
for   Insurance   dispensing,    and    the   fees   do   not  pay 
adequately   for   time  employed.    We  send  you  twelve 
typical  prescriptions,  nearly  consecutive  in  their  order  of 
being  dispensed,  giving  a  total  cash  value  of  3s.  2d., 
yielding  a  profit  of,  say.  Is.  Id.,  apart  from  dispensing- 
fees.    Had  the  Commissioners  or  joint  Health  Committee 
in  their  minds  that  it  would  take  two  hours'  dispensing 
to  produce  3s.  2d.  when  they  fixed  the  tariff  profit  at 
33^  per  cent.  ?    We  are  bound  to  say  there  is  no  other 
class  of   shopkeeper — be  he  butcher,   bakeT,  grocer,  or 
draper — that  would  be  thankful  for  so  small  mercies  as 
the  modern  pharmacist — 6gi7.    per  hour  on   drugs  per 
qualified   man.    As   dispensers,   how   are  we   paid  for 
our   professional    skill   and    knowledge  ?       Taking  the 
twelve    prescriptions    sent,    the    total  dispensing-fees 
amount  to  2s.  6(7. ,  or,  approximately,  Is.  Zd.  per  hour, 
and  they  include  the  handling  of   arsenic,  strychnine, 
morphine,  and  hydrocyanic  acid.   How  many  visits,  mean- 
while, will  have  been  paid  by  the  prescriber  ?  The 
remuneration  is  out  of  all  proportion.    The  dispensing- 
fee  is  not  only  not  professional,  it  is  not  on  a  footing 
with  skilled  mechanical  labour.    It  is  quite  possible  an 
inrush  of  new  work  may  blind  some  to  the  real  facts  of 
the  case.      This  is  therefore  written  that  others  may 
analyse  facts,  and  prove  the  truth  for  themselves.  If 
any  improvement  is  to  be  obtained  in  the  matter  of  better 
terms  it  will  only  be  through  united  action.

Poor-law  and  Pharmaceutical  Dispersing. 

Sir, — In  response  to  my  challenge,  Mr.  R.  W.  Lindsey 
instances  two  cases  of  poisoning  occurring  in  institutions, 
but  does  he  intend  to  convey  that  the  persons  responsible 
for  these  errors  were  unqualified  dispensers  in  the  generally 
accepted  sense  of  the  term — i.e.,  persons  who  possess  no 
statutory  qualification  under  the  Pharmacy  or  Apothe- 
caries Acts,  yet  are  actively  engaged  solely  in  the  dis- 
pensing of  medicines  ?  I  think  he  will  find  that  in  one 
at  least  of  the  instances  the  person  responsible  could  not 
answer  to  the  above  description.  For  the  sake  of  his 
primary  contention,  however,  I  will  assume  that  both 
cases  were  due  to  the  acts  of  bond-fide  unqualified  dis- 
pensers, and  proceed,  in  accordance  with  the  stipulation, 
to  produce  an  equal  number  of  cases  where  the  individual 
responsible  for  the  error  was  registered  under  the  Phar- 
macy Acts.  To  do  this  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  proceed 
further  than  refer  to  one  Metropolitan  Union  where  two 
cases  occurred,  both  dispensers  being  known  to  me  per- 
sonally. In  one  instance  lin.  aconiti  was  given  in  place 
of  the  tincture  to  a  patient ;  result — death.  In  the  second 
case  an  excessive  amount  of  liq.  strych.  found  its  way 
into  a  mixture,  again  with  fatal  results.  In  taking  up  the 
cudgels  on  behalf  of  the  unqualified  person.  I  wish  it  to 
be  distinctly  understood  that  important  work,  such  as  the 
dispensing  of  medicine,  in  my  opinion,  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  persons  possessing  a  qualification  exclusively; 
but  as  the  law  imposes  no  general  restriction,  the  remedy 
is  to  get  the  law  altered.    It  is  futile,  and,  in  fact,  rather 


tends  to  perpetuate  the  condition  of  things,  to  have  re- 
course to  statements  which  are  by  no  means  conclusive  and 
cut  equally  in  an  undesired  direction.  In  quoting  Dr. 
Willcox's  reply  to  Question  No.  2730,  Mr.  Lindsey  would' 
have  exhibited  a  greater  spirit  of  fairness  had  he  made  the. 
further  references,  dealing  with  the  subject,  to  the  evidence 
of  Dr.  Willcox,  Questions  No.  2821-2,  where  the  witness, 
stated  that  he  had  no  bad  opinion  of  the  work  of  others, 
than  the  "  great  elect." 

In  law  the  person  qualified  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts- 
is  by  virtue  of  those  Acts  entitled  to  exercise  the  con- 
ferred powers  in  a  certain  place  only — an  "  open  shop,"  to 
wit.  This  being  so,  does  Mr.  R.  Welford  consider  the- 
institution  in  which  he  is  engaged  to  be  an  open  shop  iw 
law  ?  If  not,  as  it  is  not,  by  what  legal  right  is  he  there  ? 
The  "  assistant  ''  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  is  by 
law  entitled  to  dispense  all  substances  used  in  the  cure, 
and  relief  of  disease — i.e.,  medicines — for  a  certain  class 
of  medical  practitioner,  who  by  virtue  of  his  registration 
enjoys  precisely  the  same  legal  privileges  as  an 
M.D.  London.  The  person  registered  under  the  pharmacy 
laws,  in  addition  to  being  restricted  by  his  Act  as  to 
the  place  in  which  he  exercises  his  functions,  is  entitled 
by  law  to  deal  with  a  strictly  limited  number  of  substances, 
known  for  the  purposes  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  as 
"  poisons,"  and  outside  these  special  substances  his  legal 
right  to  dispense  other  substances  is  precisely  the  same  as 
that  of  an  absolutely  unqualified  person.  This  may  be 
very  unpalatable,  but  it  is  the  law  of  the  land,  and,  taking 
my  stand  on  this,  I  ask  who  would  be  considered  to  have 
the  greater  prescriptive  right  to  dispense  medicines  foe 
registered  medical  practitioners  in  institutions?  Also  whor 
viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  law,  is  to  be  considered  the 
usurper  ?  Yours  very  truly,

Price  Protection. 

Sir, — I  endeavoured  to  show  in  my  letter  of  October  2b 
that  I  did  not  regard  the  putting  up  and  pushing  of  the 
chemist's  own  bona-fide  specialities  as  being  in  any  way 
inimical  to  the  principles  of  price  protection,  and  would  not- 
for  a  moment  expect  the  retailer  to  put  on  one  side  his 
own  emulsion  of  cod-liver  oil  in  favour  of  a  proprietary- 
brand,  particularly  when,  as  in  the  case  quoted  by  your 
correspondent,  it  is  a  totally  different  article.  What  I 
did  refer  to  was  the  growing  practice  on  the  part  of  some 
half-dozen  wholesale  houses  of  putting  up  close  imitations 
in  name  and  package  of  the  newer  protected  articles. 
Now,  if  price  protection  is  to  be  permanent  it  must  be 
regarded  as  a  definite  bargain  between  the  manufacturer 
and  the  distributor,  the  latter  agreeing  for  a  reasonable/ 
protected  profit  to  supply  the  original  goods  and  dis- 
courage obvious  imitations.  I  am  quite  aware  that  the 
P.A.T.A.  has  done  very  good  work  for  the  trade,  and  if 
any  considerable  breaking  away  occurs  it  will  not  be  the 
fault  of  that  organisation,  but  a  want  of  loyalty  to  its 
principles  on  the  part  of  some  members  of  our  craft- 
Things  have  gone  fairly  smoothly  during  these  last  few 
yeai-6,  largely  due  to  the  trade  boom  increasing  the  spend- 
ing power  of  the  public  and  so  enabling  both  the  original 
product  and  the  imitation  to  flourish ;  but  this  boom  is. 
rapidly  passing  over,  and  when  the  makers  are  faced  with 
declining  sales  price  protection  will  be  in  danger.  I  think, 
too,  that  we  underrate  the  growing  intelligence  of  the/ 
public  in  this  matter.  Whereas  a  few  years  ago  a  man 
might  have  been  persuaded  to_  accept  an  article  which  was; 
obviously  the  pharmacist's  own  make  in  place  of  the  widely 
advertised  product,  he  now  begins  to  see  that  he  is  asked! 
to  purchase  a  factory-made  product  intended  to  substitute 
the  original  preparation,  and  so  any  claims  as  to  indi- 
viduality are  promptly  discounted.  I  am,  of  course., 
quite  aware  that  a  great  number  of  our  craft  take  a, 
reasonable  view  of  this  problem,  selling  protected  patent* 
loyally  when  asked  for,  and  developing  their  own  indi- 
vidual nostrums  on  independent  lines;  but  it  is  to  the 
more  modern  store  man  who  fills  his  counter  with  cheap 
imitations  that  the  trouble  will  be  due.

Do  you 
happen  to  know  anything  about  it?  We  have  looked  in 
your  book  of  '  Scientific  Mysteries,'  and  cannot  see  any- 
thing like  it.    We  do  not  mean  the  lead-tree." 


Insurance  Dispensing  Queries. 

Mustard-leaf. — IF.  &  S.  (40/26).— This  is  not  an  "  em- 
plastra,"  but  a  "  charta,"  and  so  the  usual  retail  price  is 
charged  only. 

Tinctures  Charges. — A.  U.  (53/17).— Under  the  1914  tariff 
the  charge  for  3j.  to  si j .  of  some  tinctures  in  the  list  will 
be  1<Z.,  and  the  same  for  any  quantity  between — e.g.,  3iss. 

Bougies. — Vindex  asks  the  charge  for  1  dozen  bougies 
containing  1  per  cent,  of  protargol,  for  which  his  wholesale 
house  charged  Is.  8<Z.  per  dozen,  plus  postage  Id.  [The 
proper  mode  of  charging  is  for  materials  (say  for  twelve 
30-grain  bougies,  protargol  1(7.,  ol.  theobrom.  2d.),  plus  dis- 
pensing-fee bd. ;  total,  9d.  "  Vindex  "  thus  loses  badly  by 
giving  the  wholesaler  the  trouble  of  making  the  bougies, 
instead  of  doing  so  himself.] 


Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary,"  1913,  PP.  211-242  and  pp.  4S7-4S9,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 

Lim.  Co.  (45/10).— Balance-sheets  of  limited  companies 
have  to  conform  to  certain  statutory  conditions.  For  full 
details  in  regard  to  these  see  Emery's  "Company  Manage- 
ment "  (Effingham  Wilson,  5s.  net),  where  a  form  of  balance- 
sheet  is  given. 

Calomel  (16/56).— Copies  of  Prescriptions.— A  chemist  is 
not  compelled  by  law  to  furnish  any  customer  with  a  copy 


of  a  prescription  which  the  chemist  has,  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business,  copied  in  his  prescription-book.  'ju.l 
subject  is  fully  discussed  in  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing." 

B.  B.  (18/31). — Your  cough-mixture,  although  a  known, 
admitted,  and  approved  remedy,  will  be  liable  to  medicine 
stamp-duty  when  sold  by  a  grocer  who  is  not  an  exempted 
person  under  the  Medicine  Stamps  Act,  1812,  but  incurs  no 
liability  under  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Acts  because  the 
mixture  is  free  from  scheduled  poisons. 

/.  W.  B.  (10/57).— Shops  Act.  1912.— The  word  "medi- 
cines" is  not  defined  in  the  Act,  but  you  will  find  in  the 
C.  <L-  D.  Diary,  p.  227,  a  paragraph  on  the  subject  which 
will  guide  you.  The  Court  decisions  indicate  that  in  places-. 
where  chemists  have  purposely  obtained  an  order  suspending- 
the  exemption  as  to  the  sale  of  medicines  in  the  half- 
holiday  closing  hours  the  medicine  sold  must  be  required 
for  existing  illness. 

/.  M.  (48/29)  has  signed  an  agreement  with  his  local 
Insurance  Committee  for  the  supply  of  "  drugs  and 
appliances."  In  pursuance  of  doctors'  orders  he  ha6  sup- 
plied virol  and  a  throat-spray,  for  which  he  has  received 
no  allowance,  and  he  wishes  to  know  how  to  enforce  payment 
for  the  goods.  ["J.  M."  is  entitled  to  sue  the  Committee 
in  the  County  Court  if  they  disallow  his  claim ;  but  we 
do  not  think  that  the  Court  would  hold  them  liable  to  pay 
for  the  goods,  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  Virol  is  not, 
strictly  speaking,  a  "  drug,"  and  the  throat-spray  is  not- 
one  of  the  scheduled  appliances.  We  are  of  opinion  that 
"J.  M.'s"  only  remedy  is  against  the  persons  to  whonn 
the  goods  were  supplied  ] 

Formalin  (19/8). — If  the  arms  on  the  specie-jar  are  actually 
the  Royal  Arms,  it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  they 
are  used  by  you  contrary  to  Section  68  of  the  Trade  Marks 
Act,  1905,  the  terms  of  which  you  will  find  on  page  233  of 
the  C.  &  D.  Diary.  Mr.  Justice  Parker's  observation  that 
"  it  must  be  proved  that  the  arms  are  being  used  under 
circumstances  which  will  lead  the  public  to  believe  that 
the  users  are  doing  so  with  the  authority  of  the  King  "  is 
important,  and  the  Royal  Warrant  Holders'  Association 
would  have  to  satisfy  the  Court  that  you  are  using  the  arms 
in  that  manner  before  the  Court  would  issue  an  injunction 
to  restrain  you.  Unfortunately  the  cost  of  defending,  everr- 
successfully,  an  action  in  the  High  Court  would  be  greater 
than  the  value  of  the  jar,  and  it  is  this  that  you  have  to' 
take  into  consideration. 

Quercus  (253/24)  asks  :  A  Dutiable  Medicine — say,  pills  or 
tablets — which  retails  in  boxes  at  Is.  l£d.,  duly  stamped,  is 
purchased  from  manufacturers  in  bulk  quantities  of  5-lb 
tins.  Should  the  manufacturers  stamp  the  tins?'  [Thatr 
depends  upon  the  nature  of  the  medicine.  If,  for  example, 
it  were  a  well-known  proprietary  medicine,  and  the  manu- 
facturer sold  it  in  bulk  labelled  in  the  manner  usually 
followed  in  packages  for  retail,  the  tins  would  have  to  be 
stamped  according  to  the  wholesale  price,  but  he  would  not 
have  to  stamp  the  tins  if  they  were  not  labelled,  or  if  they 
were  simply  consigned.  On  the  other  hand,  if  "  Quercus  " 
has  a  proprietary  medicine  which  he  has  made  by  a  manu- 
facturer, it  is  not  necessary  for  the  manufacturer  to  stamp 
the  tins,  provided  they  are  labelled  in  a  non-dutiable 
manner,  which  can  easily  be  arranged  between  "Quercus" 
and  the  manufacturer.  Section  3  of  the  1882  Act  says : 
"  The  duties  by  this  Act'  granted  shall  be  payable  and  paid 
by  the  owners  and  proprietors,  or  makers  and  compounders, 
or  original  or  first  vendors  .  .  .  before  the  same  shall  be 
first  sold  by  or  delivered  out  of  the  custody  or  possession  of 
the  owners,  proprietors,  makers,  compounders,  or  original 
and  first  vendors  thereof,  for  sale  either  wholesale  or  retail." 
This  clearly  means  that  the  manufacturer,  even  though  not 
the  owner  or  proprietor,  must  stamp  a  medicine  which  he. 
delivers  in  a  dutiable  manner.]

S.  &  Co.  (15/34).— Hair-restorer.— We  gave  a  formula 
for  the  clear  variety  of  hair-restorer  in  the  C.  &  D.,  Octo- 
ber 11,  index  folio  584.  There  is  always  a  risk  of  skin- 
trouble  when  employing  lead  hair-restorers,  and  when  this 
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of  Meetings  of  Trade  Associations.

Bath.— A  meeting  of  the  Bath  Pharmaceutical  Association 
was  held  on  November  11  at  the  Church  Institute.  The 
President  (Mr.  Hawes)  gave  a  lecture  on  "The  Fjords  of 
Norway,"  which  he  had  recently  visited,  and  which  was 
illustrated  by  fifty  to  sixty  lantem-6lides.  At  the  conclusion 
the  President  was  congratulated  and  thanked  for  his  in- 
teresting lecture.  Before  the  lecture  refreshments  were  pro- 
vided, and  the  meeting  also  passed  a  vote  of  condolence 
with  the  widow  and  family  of  the  late  Mr.  A.  L.  Snow. 

Chesterfield.  A  meeting  of  the  Chesterfield  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  on  November  11  at  the  Hotel  Port- 
land. Mr.  C.  H.  Twelves  was  in  the  chair,  and  there  were 
also  present  seven  members  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Toplis  (Hon. 
Secretary).  A  discussion  took  place  as  to  the  legality  of 
herbalists,  small  shopkeepers,  and  other  unqualified  vendors 
selling  tinctures  and  other  medicated  spirits  without  a 
spirit-licence,  and  it  was  decided  to  inquire  into  the  matter. 
"  Rep.  mist."  Insurance  prescriptions  came  in  for  a  lot 
of  criticism,  and  it  was  decided  to  urge  that  the  practice 
of  writing  these  be  discontinued.  A  resolution  was  carried 
expressing  the  opinion  that  the  time  is  ripe  for  discon- 
tinuing cut-prices  for  patents,  that  each  article  should  bear 
a  reasonable  profit,  and  that  there  should  be  a  uniform 
price  for  patents  among  the  chemists  of  the  town. 

Essex.— Mr.  J.  H.  Heywood  presided  at  a  meeting  of  the 
South-East  Essex  Pharmacists'  Association  held  at  Southend 
on  Tuesday  evening,  November  11,  until  after  the  formal 
business  was  transacted,  which  included  approval  of  the 
Insurance  drug  tariff  and  a  reference  of  Mr.  Bailey's 
Federation  scheme  to  the  county  members  to  deal  with. 
The  chair  was  then  taken  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Holloway,  who 
had  been  deputed  by  the  members  of  the  Association  to 
present  Miss  Agnes  Heywood  with  a  handsome  silver  fruit 
epergne  on  the  occasion  of  her  approaching  marriage  and 
as  a  slight  recognition  of  the  members'  high  appreciation 
of  her  father's  hard  work  for  the  Association.  Mr.  Hollo- 
way  made  one  of  his  most  characteristic  speeches,  and  Mr. 
Heywood  acknowledged  the  gift  in  feeling  terms. 

Iiondon.-An  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  was  held  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.,  on  November  11,  when  Mr.  Edmund  White 
(President)  presided  over  an  attendance  of  about  a  hundred. 
Among  those  present  "were  Messrs.  R.  R.  Bennett,  J.  0. 
Braithwaite,  W.  Browne,  Alfred  Bush,  H.  Deane,  Alan 
Francis,  W.  Garsed,  E.  F.  Harrison,  W.  L.  Howie, 
P.  MacEwan,  D.  MacKenzie,  J.  D.  Marshall,  Dr.  W.  H. 
Martindale,  J.  Nicoresti-Cofman,  A.  G.  C.  Paterson  Dr. 
F.  B.  Power,  F.  Ransom,  C.  E.  Sage,  P.  A.  W.  Self, 
H.  Skinner,  F.  U.  Stamp,  G.  A.  _  Tocher,  and  W.  J.  U. 
Woolcock.  The  subject  of  the  evening  was  a  lantern-lecture 
by  Professor  H.  G.  Greenish  on  "  Drug  Markets  at  Home 
and  Abroad."  This  was  more  of  a  running  commentary 
than  a  set  lecture  on  a  selection  from  about  300  slides  which 
Professor  Greenish  has  collected  during  the  past  three  years. 
A  commencement  was  made  with  the  London  Docks,  and 
the  majority  of  the  slides  dealt  with  the  handling  and 
storage  of  drugs  at  the  London  Docks  and  warehouses,  some 
line  illustrations  of  original  packages  at  the  warehouses 
being  thrown  on  the  screen.  The  new  photographs  from 
Amsterdam  which  were  shown  related  chiefly  to  the  Kina 
Etablissement,  and  the  storage  and  sampling  there  cf 
cinchona-bark.  A  few  illustrations  were  shown  of  Rotterdam 
as  a  transhipping  port,  and  also  some  coloured  trans- 
parencies of  Hamburg  harbour. — A  Metropolitan  and  Home 
Counties  district  meeting  was  held  at  the  King's  Hall, 
Hlolborn  Restaurant,  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  Novem- 
ber 12.  Mr.  Edmund  White  presided  over  a  company  of 
two  to  three  hundred.  Much  of  the  speaking  was  directed 
against  any  scheme  of  federation  in  Insurance  matters  which 
is  independent  of  the  Society.  The  President  thought  it 
would  be  disastrous  to  have  two  bodies  dealing  with  phar- 
maceutical organisation.  Mr.  Neathercoat  dealt  with  the 
effect  of  the  Insurance  Act  and  Medical  Benefit  Regulations 
on  the  organisation  of  chemists  and  druggists,  suggesting 
that  a  county  or  county  borough  basis  must  be  followed. 
After  questions  had  been  answered,  it  was  agreed,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Barrett  (Western  Chemists),  seconded  by  Mr. 
Miller  (West  Ham),  that  under  ho  circumstances  should  a 
local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  apply  for  an  allocation  of 
funds  towards  its  expenses  in  conjunction  with  any  applica- 
tion by  a  Panel  Committee,  unless  the  sum  allotted  to  each 
Committee  be  equal  in  amount.  It  was  ateo  agreed  to 
authorise  the  Council  to  formulate  a  scheme  of  federation 


on  the  lines  indicated  by  Mr.  Neathercoat,  and  that  the 
work  of  carrying  out  any  such  scheme  should  be  entrusted 
to  the  Society. 

London  (W.).— A  meeting  of  the  North  London  Pharma- 
cists' Association  was  hold  on  November  6  at  Holloway.  As 
the  members  had  received  that  morning  the  particulars 
relating  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  the  question 
uppermost  in  their  minds  was  the  hybrid  nature  of  the  new 
bodies  and  their  relation  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
The  afternoon  was  allotted  to  an  impromptu  discussion  on 
How  to  Increase  Business.  The  Chairman  (Mr.  J.  Noble) 
introduced  the  subject,  and  Messrs.  Hearle,  Wolff,  Bromley, 
Betty,  and  Bennett  joined  in  the  discussion.  The  three 
main  points  brought  out  were  the  need  for  co-operation,  the 
cultivation  of  distinctive  personality,  and  judicious  adver- 
tising. Mrs.  J.  Noble  afterwards  invited  the  members  to 
tea. 

London  (WV.— The  meeting  of  the  Western  Pharmacists' 
Association  on  November  12  was  of  a  private  nature.  A 
good  attendance  was  presided  over  by  Mr.  J.  D.  Marshall 
(the  President).  Mr.  Edmund  White  and  Mr.  E.  T.  Neather- 
coat addressed  the  meeting  on  pharmaceutical  politics  of 
the  present  time,  covering  much  the  same  ground  as  at  the 
London  district  meeting  in  the  afternoon.

EAST  AFRICAN  PROTECTORATE, 

A  Copy  of  the  regulations,  dated  September;  11,  1913. 
governing  the  sale  of  poisonous  substances  for  agricultural 
or  horticultural  purposes  in  the  East  Africa  Protectorate 
has  been  received  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  is  published 
in  their  "Journal"  of  October  16.  In  these  rules  it;  is 
stated  that  poisonous  substances  shall  not  be  sold  except 
in  an  enclosed  vessel  or  receptacle  as  received  from  the 
manufacturer,  distinctly  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  sub- 
stanco  and  the  word  "  Poison."  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  seller,  and  with  a  notice  of  the  special  purpose  for 
which  it  has  been  prepared.  Liquid  preparations  shall  be 
sold  only  in  bottles,  tins,  drums,  or  casks  of  sufficient  strength 
to  bear  the  ordinary  risks  of  transit  without  leakage.  Each 
bott'e.  tin,  drum,  or  cask  must  have  the  word  "Poisonous" 
indelibly  printed,  marked,  or  branded  in  easily  legible 
characters  in  a  conspicuous  position  apart  from  the  label, 
and  the  label  must  bear  the  word  "  Poison."  When  sold  in 
bottles,  the  bott'es  shall  be  of  a  distinctive  character, "so  as 
to  be  easily  distinguishable  by  touch  from  ordinary  bottles. 
The  expression  "  poisonous  substances,"  for  the  purposes 
of  the  above  rules,  means  poisonous  substances  to  bo  used 
exclusively  in  agriculture  or  horticulture  for  the  destruction 
of  insects,  funq-i,  or  bacteria,  or  as  sheep-dip  or  weed-killers, 
which  are  poisonous  by  reason  of  their  containing  arsenic, 
tobacco,  or  alkaloids  of  tobacco. 


OUR  AMERICAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D.") 


A  New  Method  of  Extracting-  Alkaloids  from  drugs, 
which  is  likely  to  make  startling  changes  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  alkaloids,  was  brought  before  the  recent  meeting 
of  tho  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  by  Messrs. 
H.  M.  Gordin  and  J.  Kaplan.  The  method  takes  advantage 
of  the  fact  that  alkaloids  are  completely  adsorbed  by 
hydrated  aluminium  silicate,  which  is  used  in  the  form  of 
Lloyd's  reagent,  devised  by  Professor  John  Uri  Lloyd,  of 
Cincinnati. 

A  European  Tour  for  Canadian  and  American  phar- 
macists will  leave  New  York,  July  2,  1914,  by  the  s.s. 
Friederich  der  Grossc.  The  following  cities  will  be  visited  : 
Bremen,  Berlin,  Leipzig,  Dresden,  Vienna,  Nuremberg, 
Munich,  Lucerne,  Strassburg,  Heidelberg,  Darmstadt, 
Frankfort  a.M.,  Wiesbaden,  Cologne,  and  Paris.  The  party 
will  return  to  New  York  from  Bremen  on  August  15.  The 
cost  of  tho  tour  is  $270,  including  train  fares  and  hotels. 
Any  pharmacists  in  the  United  Kingdom  who  wish  to  join 
the  party  at  Bremen  on  July  13  would  have  a  good  oppor- 
tunity of  coming  in  friendly  contact  with  their  confreres 
on  the  North  American  Continent.  The  tour  is  being 
arranged  under  the  auspices  of  the  German  Apothecaries' 
Society,  New  York,  and  all  inquiries  should  be  sent  to  Dr. 

C.  Alpers,  744  Marbridge  Building,  New  York  City, 
U.S.A.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  itinerary  does  not  include 
any  cities  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  probably  many  of 
the  travellers  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of 
visiting  the  British  Isles  before  they  return  home. 


OUR  GERMAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D  ") 

Insurance  Dispensing-.  — Of  the  1.805  sections  of  the 
new  Insurance  law,  which  will  be  enforced  from  January  1, 
1914,  one — 376 — is  of  special  interest  to  pharmacists,  as  it 
introduces  two  innovations.  The  first  is  that  the  apotheker 
will  be  compelled  to  grant  a  fixed  rebate  on  the  charges 
of  the  official  drug  tariff  for  all  Insurance  prescriptions, 
and  the  amount  of  the  rebate  is  to  bo  established  by  the 
Government  of  each  State.  A  compulsory  rebate  existed 
up  to  the  present  only  in  a  few  States,  and  in  the  others 
it  was  left  to  private  arrangement  between  apothekers  and 
sick-clubs.  The  second  innovation  is  the  introduction  ot 
a  tariff  for  counter-sale  articles,  which  is  to  be  elaborated 
by  tho  authorities  of  each  State  with  duo  regard  to  local 
conditions.  Lender  "counter  sales"  are  understood  such 
articles  as  may  be  sold  oyer  the  counter  without  a  pre- 
scription— e.g.,  cod-liver  oil,  boric  ointment,  iron  tonics, 
Blaud's  pills,  and  compound  tincture  of  cinchona.  If  these 
are  charged  for  at  the  rates  of  the  medicine  tariff,  the  cost 
is  considerably  in  excess  of  the  price  usually  paid  for  them 
when  sold  in  the  ordinary  way  to  the  public,  and  the  sick- 
clubs  were  not  slow  in  finding  this  out.  In  several  parts 
of  Germany  price-lists  of  oounter-salc  articles  had  been 
drawn  up  by  mutual  agreement,  an  arrangement  being  made 
whereby  the  doctor  prescribes  such  quantities  of  each  as 
are  stated  in  the  list.  They  are  then  not  treated  as  pre- 
scriptions, and  usually  there  is  only  a  brief  direction  for 
use,  or  none  at  all.  Now  official  lists  of  counter-sale  articles 
will  be  published  by  the  Governments,  which  will  also 
establish  the  prices,  and  thus  remove  at  least  one  bone  of 
contention  between  both  parties.  As  there  are  twenty-six 
States  in  the  German  Empire,  there  will  be  an  equal  num- 
ber of  decrees  fixing  the  rebate  to  be  granted  on  the  charges 
of  the  drug  tariff;  up  to  the  present  only  five  States  have 
done  so,  and  these  all  enforce  a  rebate  of  10  per  cent.  The 
Grand  Duchy  of  Baden  makes  the  proviso  that  the  bill 
must  exceed  1/.,  and  the  rebate  is  forfeited  if  the  account 
is  not  settled  within  two  months.  Prussia,  Hesse,  Schaum- 
burg-Lippe,  and  Alsace-Lorraine  exclude  all  serums,  tuber- 
culin^ and  packed  specialities  from  enjoying  this  rebate. 
(Specialities  are  sold  at  a  60  per  cent,  increase  on  cost 
price,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  drug  tariff.)  As 
regards  the  lists  of  counter-sale  articles,  their  number  may 
be  legion,  as  they  are  to  be  issued  by  the  provincial,  etc., 
authorities.  Thus  Prussia,  with  its  thirty-seven  Govern- 
mental districts,  will  possess  an  equal  number  of  lists,  and, 
allowing  that  each  of  the  other  Federal  States  issues  only 
one  list,  each  being  smaller  than  Prussia,  there  will  be 
consequently  no  fewer  than  sixty  two  separate  lists  of  counter- 
sale  articles  in  vigour  in  the  German  Empire.  Up  to  now 
only  three  such  lists  have  been  issued,  containing  203.  212. 
and  173  articles  respectively.  Therefore,  a  flood  of 
ordinances  is  to  be  expected  during  the  few  remaining  weeks 
of  this  year.

The  Union. 

Sale  of  Arsenical  Fly-papers. — A  circular  letter 
relative  to  the  sale  of  fly-papers  has  been  issued 
by  the  ,  South  African  Department  of  the  Interior 
to  magistrates,  etc.  The  circular  (says  the  "Board 
of  Trade  Journal ")  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that 
fly-papers  containing  arsenic  are  being  extensively 
sold  in  South  Africa  by  importers  and  general  dealers, 
in  contravention  of  Section  45  of  the  Medical  and  Phar- 
macy Act  of  1891,  and  directs  that  steps  are  to  be  taken 
to  pirevent  the  sale  of  these  goods  by  other  than  regis- 
tered chemists  and  druggists.  General  dealers  and  others 
who  hold  licences  from  magistrates  for  the  sale  of 
poisons  cannot  sell  these  goods,  as  the  arsenic  is  not 
put  up  in  the  form  required  by  the  above-mentioned  Act. 
Only  chemists"  and  druggists  can  legally  sell  these  fly- 
papers. 

Cape  Province. 

Early  Rains  this  year  (writes  a  Kimberley  corre- 
spondent) give  promise  of  a  good  agricultural  season. 

Business  Cjiange. — Mr.  W.  White,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, who  was  for  many  years  with  Mr.  W.  Gasson,  of 
Kimberley,  has  taken  over  the  pharmacy  in  Jones  Street, 
relinquished  by  Mr.  Abbott. 

Personal. — The  Northern  District  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion, which  met  al  Kimberley,  is  to  be  congratulated 
in  securing  Mr.  J.  B.  Parry  as  President.  He  is  acknow- 
ledged to  be  one  of  the  leading  chemists  and  druggists  in 
South  Africa,  and  his  researches  in  many  directions 
have  been  widely  appreciated  throughout  the  Peninsula. 
— At  the  recent  Kimberley  dog  show,  Mr.  G.  Smith 
Houghton,  chemist  and  druggist,  won  two  first,  two 
second,  and  three  third  prizes  with  his  team  of 
pointers.  Mr.  W.  Gasson,  chemist  and  druggist,  Kim- 
berley, and  Chairman  of  the  Agricultural  Society,  is  very 
busy  preparing  for  the  next  show. 

The  P.A.T.A.— Mr.  E.  B.  Jardine,  Secretary  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association,  in  the  course  of 
an  interview  with  the  "  Cape  Argus,"  has  given  an 
explanation  of  the  objects  of  the  Association  and  how  it 
is  going  to  control  the  proprietary  medicine  trade  in  South 
Africa.  As  an  instance  of  patents  being  sold  below  cost, 
Beecham's  pills  are  given  as  an  example,  they  being 
retailed  in  Johannesburg  at  Is.  per  box,  and  they  cannot 
be  imported  under  12s.  3d.  per  doz.  Mr.  Jardine  talked 
of  the  evils  of  substitution  and  other  matters  relative  to 
the  work  of  the  Association,  one  of  its  objects  being  to 
prevent  hawkers  without  licences  from  dealing  in  pro- 
prietary medicines.  It  is  expected,  we  may  add,  that 
under  the  diplomatic  presidency  of  Mr.  Austin  Thomas' 
the  P.A.T.A.  will  get  on  to  the  right  lines. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Northern  Districts 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  at  the  headquarters, 
Sneddon's  Hostelry,  Kimberley,  on  October  21,  the  fol- 
lowing members  being  present  :  Mr.  R.  H.  Pimm 
(President,  in  the  chain,  Messrs.  E.  N.  Warren,  W. 
Cooper,  J.  W.  Robinson,  J.  R.  Barnsley,~W.  White,  G. 
Garwood,  J.  B.  Parry,  G.  Smith  Houghton,  and  E.  M. 
Thane  (Secretary),  who  read  his  annual  report  and  state- 
ment of  accounts.  Mr.  J.  B.  Parry  was  elected  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  R.  H.  Pimm  Vice-President,  and  Mr.  Thane, 
who  again  accepted  the  office  of  Hon.  Secretary,  was  given 
an  honorarium  of  two  guineas.  Mr.  G.  Smith  Houghton 
proposed  that  the  meetings  be  held  every  alternate 
month ;  this  was  carried.  The  health  of  the  newly- 
elected  President  and  the  retiring  President  was  drunk, 
and  after  an  informal  discussion  on  the  P.A.T.A.,  the 
meeting  closed.

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

Misinterpreting  a  Prescription. — A  Nancy  pharma- 
cist has  been  fined  12/.,  and  ordered  to  pay  240?. 
damages,  for  misinterpretation  of  a  prescription.  A  doctor 
prescribed  for  a  little  girl  of  nine,  three  enemas  of 
"  corrosive  sublimate  at  five-thousandths,  a  litre."  The 
child  died.  Judicial  inquiry  elicited  that  the  pharmacist 
had  delivered  a  litre  of  water  containing  5  grams  of 
corrosive  sublimate.  The  pharmacist  and  several  of  his 
colleagues  protested  that  the  error  was  the  doctor's. 
Several  medical  men,  on  the  other  hand,  held  that  the 
"wording  was  sufficiently  clear,  and  that  the  pharmacist 
ought  to  have  understood  it  to  mean  "  one  part  of  corro- 
sive sublimate  {i.e. ,  1  gram)  per  five  thousand  parts  of 
water  (i.e.,  5  litres).'' 

The  Pasteur  Institute. — This  week  the  Pasteur 
Institute  of  Paris  celebrates  its  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary. It  was  in  1386  that  an  international  subscrip- 
tion was  opened  by  the  Academy  of  Sciences 
for  the  erection  of  a  permanent  Institute,  and 
over  100, 000/.  was  raised  in  a  few  months.  ■  Presi- 
dent Carnot  formally  inaugurated  the  first  laboratories 
on  November  14,  1888;  since  then  two  other  Institutes, 
one  of  serotherapy  and  the  other  of  biological 
chemistry,  have  been  added,  and  the  Pasteur  Hospital 
built.  The  legacy  of  M.  Osiris  (over  three-quarters  of 
a  million  sterling)  has  enabled  all  the  services  to  be 
enlarged  and  perfected.  Among  the  living  the  names 
of  Roux  and  Metchnikoff  are  of  world-wide  celebrity  in 
connection  with  the  Pasteur  Institute,  while  scientists 
will  add  those  of  Laveran,  Vaillard,  (Calmette,  Borrel, 
and  Bezredka.  Chamberland  and  Duclaux,  Graneher 
and  the  "vet."  Nocard  have  "gone  over  to  the 
maj  ority." ' 

The  "Tenants'  League"  and  "Town  Tenants  Bill" 
represent  the  British  echo  in  France  of  a  conviction  which 
has  lately  become  rife  in  France,  and  has  recently  found 
expression  in  a  demand  for  remedial  legislation.  At 
the  Congress  of  Commerce,  and  Industry  held  at  Paris 
last  week,  the  problem  of  "commercial  property"  (as 
town  tenants'  right  is  styled  here)  was  a  leading  item  on 
the  programme.  An  effort  was  made  to  codify  the 
tenants'  desiderata  and  to  lay  down  fundamental  prin- 
ciples in  nine  articles,  which  may  be  summarised  as 
follows  : 

(1)  A  tradesman's  or  manufacturer's  lease  is  a  title  to 
property  which  should  cease  at  tenant's  will. 

(2)  Such  tenants  should  have  an  option  ("  right  of 
priority")  to  renew  a  lease,  if  they  advise  the  landlord 
of  their  wish  to  do  so  two  years  before  the  lease  expires. 

(3)  The  landlord  should  .  reply  to  the  tenant  within  a 
fortnight. 

(4)  If  ho  fail  to  do  so,  the  lease  shall  be  considered  as 
renewed  for  the  same  term  and  on  same  conditions  as 
before. 

(5)  If  the  landlord  refuses  renewal,  he  should  pay  com- 
pensation for  disturbance,  fixed  by  experts,  if  mutual 
agreement  appears  impossible. 

(6)  One  expert  to  be  named  by  each  (landlord  and  tenant). 
If  these  two  disagree,  the  Chairman  of  .the  Civil  Tribunal 
(County  Court)  to  nominate  a  third  expert. 

(7)  If  the  tenant  admits  the  idea  of  increase  of  rent,  such 
increase  to  be  fixed  by  experts  if  mutual  agreement  is 
impossible. 

(8)  If  the  tenant  does  not  wish  to  renew  the  lease,  he 
should  advise  landlord  at  least  a  fortnight  in  advance. 

(9)  This  scheme  to  apply  to  all  leases  having  yet  two  years 
to  run  at  the  time  the  Act  passes. 

It  is  stated  that  240  members  of  the  Chamber  of  Depu- 
ties have  signified  (by  signature)  their  approval  of  the 
above  draft.  Another  project,  backed  by  MM.  Delhay, 
Oury,  etc.,  proposes  that  "no  tradesman,  not  having  pur- 
chased the  goodwill  of  a.  business,  shall  occupy  premises 
left  vacant  by  the  departure  of  a  tenant  in  the  same  line 
of  business." 


The  imports  of  pharmaceutical  products  and  perfumery

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JAPANESE  JOTTINGS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 

Japanese  Chemical  Institute. — This  Institute,  which 
was  organised  by  Dr.  J.  Takamine  with  a  capital  of 
5,OU0,0O0yen  (500,000?.),  will  begin  its  work  in  the  new 
year.  Many  eminent  chemists,  scientists,  and  pharmacists 
have  become  shareholders. 

Revised  Patent  Medicine  Law. — A  new  Patent  Medi- 
cine Bill,  which  is  now  being  investigated  by  a  Special 
Committee  of  the  Ministry  of  the  Interior,  will  be  intro- 
duced in  the  next  Imperial  Diet.  It  is  said  that  the 
Bill  will  contain  the  following  provisions  :  (a)  Poisons 
will  be  allowed  as  ingredients  in'  patent  medi- 
cines; (£>)  restriction  of  patent-medicine  advertisements; 
(e)  exception  of  exported  patent  medicines  ;  (d)  abolition 
of  retailing  regulations;  [c )  qualification  of  patent-medicine 
sellers. 

Pharmaceutical  Examinations. — Regulation  No.  29  of 
the  Ministry  of  Education,  issued  on  September  19,  con- 
cerns the  qualification  of  "  Yakuzaishi,"  or  pharmacist. 
The  examination  is  to  consist  of  theoretical  and  practical 
parts,  viz.  :  Theoretical  :  Physics,  chemistry,  pharma- 
ceutical botany,  materia  medica,  chemical  manufacture,, 
chemistry  of  hygiene,  Pharmacopoeia  Japonica,  and  regu- 
lations and  laws  relating  to  poisons.  Practical  :  Analysis 
(quantitative  and  qualitative),  identification  of  drugs, 
manufacturing  chemistry,  dispensing,  and  hygienic 
chemistry.  Candidates  must  be  graduates  of  "  Chugakko  " 
(Middle  School)  or  "  Koto  Jogakko  "  (Girls'  High  School), 
and  have  taken  a  three-years'  course  at  a  school  of  phar- 
macy. 


COLONIAL  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS. 


A  Spanish  Pharmacists'  Association  (Union  Farma- 
ceutica  Nacional)  was  formed  at  Madrid  last  month.  One 
of  its  objects  is  to  fix  the  retail  prices  of  specialities, 
Spanish  producers  of  which  are  to  be  asked  to  supply  the 
Association  with  a  sample  of  each  speciality. 

British  Guiana. — The  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ' 
contains  a  notification  that  it  is  proposed  to  regulate  the 
importation  and  sale  of  preparations  of  Indian  hemp  in 
British  Guiana.  The  Bill  proposes  that  all  Indian  hemp 
imported  into  the  Colony  must  be  imported  by  a  whole- 
sale dealer.  Any  Indian  hemp  imported  otherwise  shall 
be  forfeited,  and  the  importer  thereof  and  every  dealer 
or  other  person  concerned  in  the  importation,  sale,  or 
removal  thereof  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  shall  forfeit 
treble  the  duty-paid  value  of  such  Indian  hemp,  or  the 
penalty  of  $500,  whichever  is  the  larger  sum.  It  is,  how- 
ever, provided  that  if  any  Indian  hemp  arriving  in  the 
Colony  is  consigned  to  any  person  or  firm  not  being  a 
"  wholesale  dealer,"  or  "  to  order,"  but  invoiced  to  a 
wholesale  dealer,  no  penalty  shall  be  incurred,  and 
such  Indian  hemp  may  be  taken  over  by  a  wholesale 
dealer.  All  imported  Indian  hemp  must  be  warehoused, 
in  the  first  instance,  in  a  colonial  bonded  warehouse. 
The  Bill  also  lays  down  provisions  regarding  the  issue 
of  licences  to  deal  in  Indian  hemp,  its  storage  by  dealers, 
and  other  matters  relative  to  its  sale  in  the  Colony. — ■ 
Another  Bill  deals  with  the  importation,  exportation, 
sale,  and  disposal  of  opium,  morphine,  cocaine,  and 
similar  drugs  in  the  Colony.  This  Bill  proposes  to  pro- 
hibit the  importation  of  any  opium  into  the  Colony 
except  by  sea.  All  opium  imported  must  be  deposited 
in  a  colonial  bonded  warehouse,  and  cannot  be  delivered 
or  withdrawn  therefrom  except  on  the  written  authority 
of  the  principal  medical  officer,  or  any  other  authorised 
person,  and  then  only  by  a  registered  medical  practi- 
tioner, a  registered  dentist,  or  a  licensed  druggist.  The 
importation,  exportation,  manufacture,  and  sale  of  pre- 
pared opium  is  proposed  to  be  prohibited,  as  is  also  the 
cultivation  of  the  opium  poppy  (Papaver  somniferum).

Its  medicinal  value  is,  presumably,  the  same  as 
it  always  was,  but  the  drum  is  no  longer  beaten,  and  its 
merits  are  no  longer  advertised  from  the  housetops."  Of 
Homocea  it  was  remarked  that  it  is  "  another  illustration  of 
the  view  that  patent-medicine  companies  cannot  be  regarded 
as  'gilt-edged'  ...  It  would  almost  seem  as  if  there  were 
fashions  in  faith,  and  as  if  the  panacea  of  one  year  were 
quickly  pushed  on  one  side  by  the  panacea  of  the  next.  Any 
middle-aged  man  can  recall  half-a-dozen  other  once  popular 
remedies  (or  reputed  remedies)  which  had  their  brief,  noisy 
day,  and  are  now  forgotten."

THE  report  has  been  published  of  the  third  session  of 
the  Council  of  the  International  Association  of 
Chemical  Societies,  which  was  held  in  the  Institut  Solvay, 
Pare  Leopold,  Brussels,  from  September  19  to  23. .  Ahe 
Chemical  Society  (London)  was  represented  by  Sir  William 
■Ramsay  and  Proiessore  A.  W.  Crossley  and  P.  r.  ^rank- 
land  The  Association  now  includes  seventeen  (societies, 
representing  19,582  members.  The  interesting  announce- 
ment was  made  that  in  consequence  of  the  foundation  of 
the  Institut  International  de  Chimie  Solvay,  part  of  the 
income  of  which  is  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Association  for  the  next  twenty-eight  years,  it  will  not  be 
necessary  for  affiliated  Societies  to  pay  any  share  of  the 
expenses  of  the  Association.  The  new  President  elected 
is  Professor  A.  Haller  (Paris),  and  the  General  Secretary 
is  Professor  A.  Belial,  4  Avenue  de  l'Observatoire,  Pans 
The  question  of  the  publication  of  an  International 
Journal  of  Abstracts  is  still  under  consideration.  It 
appears  also  that  the  suggestion  that  chemical  publica- 
tions should  be  published  of  a  uniform  size  (16  by 
22.6  cm.)  has  not  met  with  approval.  The  report  was 
also  received  of  the  International  Commission  tor  the 
Unification  of  Physico-Chemical  Symbols  and  provision- 
ally adopted  bv  the  Council.  This  deals  with  numerous 
symbols  on  lhe"pnneiple  that  each  symbol  shall  have  only 
one  definite  significance.  Where  it  is  impossib  e  to  avoid 
using  the  same  letter  for  different  quantities,  the  symbols 
-are  to  be  distinguished  by  a  letter  added  as  subscript. 
Another  report  was  from  the  Inorganic  Nomenclature 
Committee,  which  recommended,  among  other  things,  the 
adoption  of  the  following  symbols:  I  for  iodine  Xe  tor 
xenon  W  for  wolfram,  and  Nb  for  niobium.  A  strong 
recommendation  was  also  given  in  favour  of  Be  for 
beryllium  It  was  also  considered  desirable  to  indicate 
valencies  one  to  eight  by  the  suffixes  o,  a,  i,  e  on,  an,  in 
and  en.  in  the  order  given.  Thus  the  two  chlorides  of 
mercury  would  be  respectively  named  mercuro  and  mer- 
,  ura  chloride.  These  two  committees  and  also  one  on 
organic  nomenclature  were  reconstituted.  ancLare  to  report 
at  the  meeting  to  be  held  next  September  in  Pans. 


LOSS  OF  MINERAL  WATERS. 


The  Court  of  Appeal  on  Thursday  November  13  consist- 
ing of  Lords  Justices  Vaughan  Williams,  Buckley,  and 
Kennedy,  allowed  the  appeal  of  the  defendants  m  the  action 
of  Ingram  &  Eoyle,  Ltd.  v.  Services  Maritime  du  Treport 
The  case  was  tried  in  the  Court  below.,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Scrutton  and  a  special  jury  in  February  last  the  plaintiff 
company  suing-  the  defendants  to  recover  1,368?.  in  respect 
of  the  loss  of  certain  mineral  waters  which  were  being 
carried  as  cargo  on  board  the  defendants'  steamship .Bardv, 
when  that  vessel  was  in  the  English  Channel.  Plaintiffs 
alleged  that  the  Hardy  was  unseaworthy  on  sailing  by  reason 
of  a  large  quantity  of  metallic  sodium  stowed  in  her  main 
hatches,  which,  on  coming  in  contact  with  water,  exploded. 
This  was  what  occurred,  the  plaintiffs  saying  the  sodium 
was  not  properlv  packed.  Tbe  result  was  the  ship  sank. 
For  the  defence  it  was  contended  that  the  steamer  was  lost 
bv  fire  from  liability  for  which  they  were  protected  and 
exempted  under  Section  502  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act, 
1894,  the  section  granting  immunity  for  loss  from  fire  which 
occurred  without  the  "  actual  fault  or  privity  "  of  the  ship- 
owners. They  further  pleaded  that  if  lost  by  fire  or  perils 
of  the  sea,  or  negligence  of  their  servants  in  stowage  or 
even  unseaworthiness,  they  were  not  liable  for  such  loss 
under  the  terms  of  their  bill  of  lading. 

The  Court  reversed  the  decision  of  the  Court  below,  and 
allowed  the  appeal,  with  costs.

Dr.  Adams  6aid  deceased  admitted  taking  three- 
pennyworth  of  diachylon  in  the  form  of  pills.  He  said 
death  was  due  to  heart  failure  following  upon  lead-- 
poisoning. 

Prussie  Acid. — Arthur  Sewell  (34),  veterinary  surgeon, 
Woodford,  Essex,  died  on  the  way  to  hospital  from  prussic- 
acid  poisoning. — Thomas  Jones  (35),  assistant  to  Mr.  H. 
Wilson,  chemist  and  druggist,  High  Street,  Standish,  was 
found  poisoned  with  this  chemical  in  The  Plantations.  Wigan. 
At  the  inquest  it  appeared  that  deceased  had  had  money 
troubles,  and  that  he  had  drawn  about  100/.  from  his 
father's  bank  account  without  authorisation.  A  verdict, 
of  "Suicide  during  temporary  insanity"  was  returned. 

Spirit  of  Salt  caused  the  death  by  misadventure  of  Henry 
Collier,  labourer,  Battersea. 

Verona/. — An  overdose  of  this  hypnotic  ended  the  life  of 
Bertram  Langley  (37),  chartered  accountant,  Rock  Ferry.
